Beginning  at  the  point  of  intersection  of  the  Avest 
line  of  West  Logan  Square  with  a  line  parallel  with  and 
one  hundred  (100)  feet  at  right  angles  southwest  of  a  line 
draAvn  from  the  tower  of  the  City  Hall  to  the  Washington 
Monument,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  line  E — F  ;  thence 
extending  northwestward  along  a  line  parallel  with  line 
E^ — F  to  a  point  in  the  west  line  of  Twenty-fourth  street., 
produced,  thence  northward  along  the  same  to  the  northeast 
line  of  Pennsylvania  avenue,  produced,  thence  southeast- 
ward along  the  same  to  a  point  in  Hamilton  street  opposite 
the  portal  of  the  Pennsylvania  avenue  Tunnel,  thence 
southwestward  across  the  portal  of  the  said  Tunnel  to  the 
southwest  side  of  the  Pennsylvania  avenue  Subway,  thence 
southeastward  along  the  same  to  the  east  side  of  Twenty-

secting streets  as  may  be  necessary  to  complete  the  plan. 

The  Department  of  Public  Works,  Board  of  Surveyors, 
is  further  authorized  to  maie  such  revisions  of  lines  and 
grades  of  contigaious  streets  as  may  be  necessary  to  estab- 
lish proper  grades  upon  the  said  parkway. 

Sect,  2.  The  width  of  the  Parkway,  as  revised,  and 
the  ground  included  within  its  lines  shall  Ije  determined 
by  the  plan  of  the  same  authorized  by  this  ordinance,  and 
no  building  or  portion  of  building,  steps  of  fences,  or  other 
obstruction  appurtenant  to  private  property  shall  extend 
beyond  the  established  lines. 

Sect.  3.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  incon- 
sistant  herewith  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

If  the  said  person  or  persons  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  to  remove  such  porch  and  replace  the  street  in 
proper  condition,  as  set  forth,  within  ten  days  from  the 
date  of  notice  from  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  then 
and  in  that  case  the  said  Department  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  have  the  said  work  done  and  the  bill  for 
same  presented  for  payment  to  the  owner  or  o%\^iers  in 
front  of  whose  properties  said  porch  is  constructed  or  at- 
tempted to  be  constructed,  and  in  the  event  of  said  o^^Tier 
or  owners  refusing  to  pay  said  bill  within  ten  days  from 
the  date  thereof,  the  contractor  who  did  the  work  shall 
be  paid  out  of  the  item  for  emergencies  in  the  annual  ap- 
propriation to  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  and  the  bill  shall 
be  transmitted  to  the  City  Solicitor  to  collect  by  lien  from 
the  owner  or  owners  against  whom  the  work  has  been 
charged.  The  penalty  herein  mentioned  shall  be  sued  for 
and  recovered  in  the  manner  as  penalties  for  violation  are 
bv  law  sued  for  and  recovered. 
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Sect.  4.  So  mucli  of  Section  11  of  ordinance  of  Sep- 
tember 23,  1864,  as  permits  the  erection  of  porches,  and 
all  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

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''Boiiinniiii;'  at  tlio  iiiterseetioii  of  Fruiikford  avenue  and 
Bridge  street  with  the  Bn.stleton  and  Sonierton  Turn])iko 
Eo'ad,  and  llience  in  a  northerly  direeticii  over  said  Bustle- 
toii  and  S'lmerton  Tnrni)ike  Road  to  its  intersection  \\\\\\ 
the  Bvberry  and  Bensaleni  Turnpike  Road,  and  thenee  in 
a  northeasterly  direction  along'  said  Byberry  and  Bensalem 
Turnpike  Road  to  the  County  Line  or  Poquessing  Creek, 
thence  returning  by  a  second  track  along  said  Byberry  and 
Bensaleni  Turnpike  Road  to  its  intersection  witli  the 
Bustleton  and  Sonierton  Turn]>ike  Road,  and  thence  in

ordinances  now  in  force  or  which  may  hereafter  be  passed, 
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regulating  the  running  of  passenger  railway  cars  within 
the  Oity  of  Philadelphia.  That  in  the  construction  and 
equipment  of  its  roadbed,  cars  or  electrical  system,  all 
kinds  and  character  of  materials,  supplies  or  workman- 
ship, plans,  profiles,  elevation,  designs,  etc.,  shall  be  sul>ject 
in  every  way,  at  all  times,  to  the  approval  and  inspection 
of  the  Departments  of  Public  Works  and  Public  Safety; 
and  that  the  rate  of  fare  to  be  charged  for  a  single  con- 
tinuous ride  over  the  entire  line  shall  be  five  cents  per  pas- 
senger, either  by  day  or  night.

That  work  upon  said  railway  shall  be  begun 
and  said  railway  be  completed  within  the  time  limited  in 
the  Act  under  which  said  Cbmpany  is  incorporated,  and 
any  portion  of  said  line  not  so  completed  may  and  shall  be 
released  to  the  City  by  said  Company ;  and  that  said  Com- 
pany shall  furnish  and  execute  a  bond  in  the  form  ap- 
proved by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  the  security  a]iproved 
by  the  Mayor,  in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  (25,000)

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  permit  the  Industrial  Cold  Storage  and  Warehouse 
Companj^  to  lay  pipes  under  and  along  Dillman  street, 
and  under  and  across  ISTorris  street. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  permission  be,  and 
is  hereby  granted  to  the  Industrial  Cold  Storage  and  Ware- 
house Company  to  lay  two  pipes,  not  exceeding  four  inches 
in  diameter,  under  and  along  Dillman  street  from  a  point 
about  two  hundred  feet  south  of  Norris  street  to  ISTorris 
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street,  and  under  and  across  Xorris  street  at  the  intersec- 
tion of  Dillman  street,  in  order  to  connect  its  building 
with  the  building  occupied  by  Armour  and  Company  on 
the  north  side  of  Xorris  street.  The  said  pipes  to  be  used 
for  the  conveyance  of  brine,  and  shall  he  laid  under  the 
supervision  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  any  gas  or 
water  pipes  or  conduits  or  sewers  now  in  the  streets.  Be- 
fore a  permit  shall  be  issued  for  the  work  of  laying  said 
pipes,  the  said  Industrial  Cold  Storage  and  Warehouse 
Company  shall  first  enter  into  an  agreement,  satisfactory 
to  the  City  Solicitor,  protecting  the  city  against  all  dam- 
ages by  reason  of  the  laying  and  maintenance  of  the  same, 
and  to  repave  and  keep  in  order  so  much  of  the  streets 
disturbed  by  the  said  work,  and  shall  pay  into  the  City 
Treasury  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  the  publication 
of  this  ordinance.

tracks  and  overhead  trolley  system  now  on  T^venty-firsi

AVnEREAs,  It  is  deemed  necessary  for  the  public  benetit 
and  convenience,  in  accordance  with  the  policy  of  the  City 
(»f  Philadelphia  to  keep  Twenty-first  street  free  from  tracks 
for  a  drivin.g  street  and  an  ap]>roach  to  Fairmount  Park, 
to  secure  the  removal  of  street  railway  tracks  now  ou  saici 
Twenty-first  street,  between  Arch  street,  and  Callowhill 
street,  which  have  l>oen  laid  by  the  Hestonville,  ^fantua  and 
Fairmount  Passenger  Railroad  Com]>any  under  legislative 
powers  granted  them  and  with  the  consent  of  the  City  here- 
tofore duly  obtained,  which  tracks  form  the  c^tnnection  l>o- 
tv.een  its  tracks  on  Arch  street  and  its  tracks  on  Callowhill 
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street  eonneotiiig-  with  the  Spring'  Garden  street  bridge  and 
said  Cbmpanv  and  its  lessee,  the  Phihadelphia  Rapid  Tran- 
sit Company  have  expressed  their'  willingness  under  and  in 
pursuance  of  tlie  provisions  of  the  Act.  of  the  General  As- 
sembly of  Pennsylvania,  approved  May  3,  1905,  and  en- 
titled "An  Act  authorizing  contracts  between  cities,  bor- 
oaighs,  and  townships,  of  the  one  part,  and  street  passenger 
railway  oompanies  and  motor  power  companies,  of  the  other 
part ;  providing  for'  the  keeping  of  certain  streets  free  from 
street  railway  tracks,  by  permitting  the  temporary  reloca- 
tion or  abandomnent  of  tracks  already  laid,  or  the  postpone- 
ment of  the  laying  of  tracks  duly  authorized,  while  preserv- 
ing the  rights  of  such  company  to  resume  the  exercise  of  its 
said  franchises  upon  the  termination  or  breach  of  such 
contract." 

And  upon  the  faith  thereof,  to  take  up  the  said  ti'acks  and 
temporarily  abandon  the  said  street  upon  the  terms  herein- 
after expressed. 

Now  Therefore  in  consideration  of  the  mutual  covenants 
and  conditions  herein  contained,  it  is  agreed  between  the 
parties  hereto  as  follows : — 

1.  The  Company  shall,  within  twelve  jnonths  after  tlie 
execution  of  this  contract,  remove  its  trao^  and  its  poles 
and  overhead  wires  constituting  the  trolley  system  on  Twen- 
ty-first street,  between  Arch,9t.reet  and  C'allowhill  street  and 
shall  make  such  repairs  to  the  street  pavement  as  are  ren- 
dered necessary  by  reason  of  such  reiuoval;  all  of  which 
work  shall  be  done  by  and  at  the  expense  of  the  Company.

cf  the  said  street:  Provided,  That  their  rights  therein  shall 
be  preserved  and  that  the  City  shall  covenant  that  munici- 
pal consent  or  license  shall  not  be  granted  to  any  other  per- 
s(in  or  persons,  corporaticn  or  company  to  lay  street  railway 
tracks  thereon  during  the  term  of  this  contract.  i^Tow 
therefore  in  consideration  of  the  mutual  covenants  and  con- 
ditions herein  it  is  agTeed  between  the  parties  hereto,  as  fol- 
lows. 1.  The  Company  covenants  and  agi'ees  that  it  will 
not,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  enter  upon  the  said 
Broad  street  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  along  and  upon 
the  surface  of  the  same,  its  street  railway  for  a  period  of 
fifty  years  after  this  contract  shall  go  into  effect:  Provided, 
however,  That  nothing  in  this  cmtract  contained,  shall 
be  construed  to  in  any  way  affect  the  right  of  the  Philadel- 
phia Rapid  Transit  Company  as  Lessee  of  any  other  fran- 
chise to  build  an  undergi-ound  passenger  railway  under- 
neath the  surface  of  said  street.

Requiring  the  owners  of  automobiles,  or  other  machines 
of  like  character  to  have  a  pan  or  some  other  practicable 
devise  attached  thereto  so  as  to  prevent  the  running  or 
dripping  of  oil  on  the  streets  and  highways  in  all  parts 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  tlie 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  it  is  hereby  forbid- 
den and  declared  to  be  unlawful,  within  the  limits  of  the 
City   of   Philadelphia,   to   suffer,    or   permit   the   escape. 
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running  or  leaking,  or  dripping  of  oil  on  the  streets 
of  said  City,  from  automobiles  or  otlier  machines  of  like 
character,  and  in  order  to  prevent  the  same,  it  shall  here- 
after be  the  duty  of  the  owner  of  such  machines  to  have  a 
pan,  or  some  other  practicable  device,  constructed  and  at- 
tached to  said  automobiles  or  machines  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  prevent  the  dripping,  leaking,  or  running  of  oil  there- 
from on  the  streets  and  highways  of  said  City,  so  that 
it  shall  henceforth  constitute  and  be  a  nuisance  to  suffer 
or  permit  the  oil  to  drip  or  run  from  automobiles  and  like 
machines  onto  or  into  the  streets,  pavements,  and  highways 
of  said  City  as  aforesaid. 

Sect.  2.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  violate  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  or  suffer  or  permit  any  of  the 
acts  hereby  forbidden,  or  declared  to  be  unlawful,  shall 
be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  five  (5)  dollars  for  each  offense, 
such  penalty  with  the  costs  of  suit  to  be  collected  and  re- 
covered by  and  at  the  suit  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for 
the  use  of  said  City,  as  debts  of  like  amount  are  now  by 
law  recoverable. 

Sect.  3.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  become 
operative  and  effective  on  the  first  day  of  July,  A.  D.  1906, 
and  the  enforcement  of  said  provisions  shall  be,  and  is 
hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.

ing tracks  between  the  points  named  to  the  street  grades 
to  be  established  mider  authority  of  this  ordinance,  and 
also  agreeing  to  open  and  maintain  crossings  of  any  and  all 
streets  across  its  property  and  tracks  within  the  limits 
named  herein  and  to  make  no  daim  for  damages  by  reason 
of  such  opening. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

AN    ORDINANCE 

To  amend  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  regu- 
late the  repaving  over  sewer,  electrical  conduits,  and 
other  trenches." 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  an  ordinance  entitled* 
"An  Ordinance  to  regulate  the  repaving  over  sewer,  elec- 
trical conduits  and  other  trenches',  approved  the  ninth  day 
of  December,  A.  D.  1889,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  as  follows,  by  adding  to  the  end  of  Section  1,  the 
following : 

"Provided^  That  in  the  rejDaving  over  ditches  upon  as- 
phalt streets  or  streets  paved  with  any  other  material  hav- 
ing a  concrete  foundation,  the  repaving  shall  not  be  re- 
quired from  curb  to  rail  but  shall  only  be  required  over 
the  ditch  itself  and  for  a  space  not  less  than  one  foot  ujwn 
each  side  thereof,  so  that  the  ordinance  shall  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordavn.  That  all  persons  and  cor- 
porations building  sewers,  laying  underground  conduits, 
or  tearing  up  the  streets  for  any  other  purpose,  shall  be  re- 
quired by  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  repave  the 
street,  under  which  these  structures  are  built,  from  the 
nearest  rail  to  the  curb  instead  of  over  the  trenches  as  at 
present:  Provided,  That  nothing  contained  in  this  ordi- 
nance shall  apply  to  any  trench  or  trenches  for  the  repaving 
cf  wdiich  by  the  City  payment  is  exacted :  Provided,  That  in 
the  repaving  over  ditches  upon  asphalt  streets  or  streets 
paved  with  any  other  material  having  a  concrete  foundation,. 
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tlie  repaying  shall  not  be  req\nred  from  curb  to  rail  but  shall 
only  be  required  over  the  ditch  itself  and  for  a  space  not 
less  than  one  foot  upon  each  side  thereof." 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

To  permit  Lewis  Jones  and  his  successors  to  lay  and  main- 
tain and  repair,  when  neeessary,  steam  pipes  under  and 
across  Gross  street,  Lebanon  avenue  and  Sixty-third 
street  to  connect  certain  houses  with  one  source  of  heat. 

Sectiox  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  permission  be,  and  tiie 
same  is  hereby  gi'anted  to  Lewis  Jones  to  lay,  maintain 
and  repair,  when  necessary,  two  steam  pipes,  beginning  at 
the  north  side  of  Lebanon  avenue,  133  feet  west  of  the 
west  side  of  Gross  street,  and  extending  imder  and  across 
the  intersection  of  said  streets  to  a  point  on  the  east  side 
of  Gross  street,  20  feet  south  of  the  south  side  of  Lebanon 
avenue,  also  two  steam  pipes  under  and  across  Gross  street, 
2  feet  north  of  the  north  side  of  Lebanon  avenue,  also,  two 
steam  pipes  under  and  across  Lebanon  avenue,  140  feet 
west  of  the  west  side  of  Gross  street,  also  two  steam  pipes 
under  and  across  Sixty-third  street,  from  a  point  on  the 
w^est  side  93  feet  north  of  Oxford  street  to  the  southeast 
comer  of  Sixty-third  and  Oxford  street,  also  two  steam 
pipes  under  and  across  Sixty-third  street  at  a  point  about 
275  feet  north  of  Lebanon  avenue,  all  for  the  purpose  of 
heating  houses  built  upon  gromid  now  owned  by  LeAvis 
Jones  or  adjacent  thereto.  The  work  shall  be  done  in  com- 
pliance Avith  the  rules  and  regiilations  of  the  Board  of 
Highway  Supervisors  and  under  the  supervision  and  di- 
rection of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  of  said  city: 
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And  Provided,  That  the  maximum  pressure  of  steam  in 
the  pipes  and  conduits  in  said  streets,  avenues,  roads  and 
highways  shall  at  no  time  exceed  thirty  pounds  to  the 
square  inch. 

Sect.  2.  Before  any  work  shall  be  done  under  this  or- 
dinance, the  said  Lewis  Jones  shall  enter  into  an  agreement, 
satisfactory  to  the  City  Solicitor,  protecting  the  said  City 
against  all  damage  caused  by  the  construction  or  operation 
cf  his  works,  that  he  Avill  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  also,  with  the  provisions  of  an  ordinance  appli- 
cable thereto,  approved  the  5th  day  of  August,  1886,  en- 
titled "An  Ordinance  regulating  tlie  construction  of  under- 
gTound  wires,  electrical  conductors,  conduits,  cables,  and 
tubes  in  the  City  of  Pliiladelphia,"  and  the  amendments 
thereto,  and  all  ordinances  passed  or  to  be  passed  relating 
to  the  use,  occupation  and  repairs  of  streets  by  companies 
laying  pipes  or  conduits  thereunder,  and  shall  pay  into  the 
City  Treasury  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  printing 
this  ordinance. 

Sect  3.  That  the  pipes  used  by  said  Lewis  Jones 
shall  be  of  Avrought  iron  and  tested  to  a  pressure  of  250  lbs. 
per  square  inch  and  where  said  pipes  cross  streets  or  high- 
ways, they  shall  be  encased  in  wooden  logs.  The  wood  log 
shall  have  a  bore  of  at  least  two  inches  greater  diameter 
than  the  iron  pipes  and  be  lined  on  the  inside  with  tin  and 
constructed  in  such  manner  as  to  prevent  the  radiation  of 
heat.  Expansion  joints  or  variators  shall  be  placed  at  one 
side  of  all  streets  crossed  80  feet  or  less  in  w^idth  and  at 
both  sides  of  wider  streets  if  required  by  the  Department 
of  Public  Works.  Anchors  shall  be  constructed  in  the  center 
or  at  the  sides  of  the  streets  where  said  pipes  cross  said 
streets  as  directed  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 
The  pipes  crossing  the  streets  as  herein  permitted  shall 
be  used  for  conveying  steam  for  heating  and  for  no 
other  purpose.  One  or  more  lines  of  porous  tile  may  be 
laid  below  the  wood  log  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  off  the 
surface  or  spring  water  and  connected  at  the  lowest  point 
mth  the  sewer  by  proper  traps,  where  the  character  of  the 
soil  requires.  The  entire  construction  to  be  approved  by  the 
Department   of  Public   Safety,   which   Depaftment   shall 
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■tave  the  rig'lit  to  inspect  and  test  said  pipes  and  fixtures  at 
any  time.  The  privilege  hereby  grajitcd  shall  be  revocable, 
and  the  pipes  removed  should  its  conditions  be  violated  or 
should  the  pipes  interfere  ^\dtll  the  lawful  use  of  the  streets, 
or  should  they  prevent  the  construction  in  tlie  fuhire  of  any 
municipal  structure  or  im]3rovements  in  the  bed  of  said 
streets.

Item  11.  For  the  Department  of  City  Cbmmissioners,. 
the  sum  of  six  (6)  cents. 

Item  12.  For  Health,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  13.  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipal- 
ity, tlie  sum  of  twenty-six  (26)  cents;  and  said  amounts 
are  hereby  declared  to  be  appropriated  for  said  objects 
subject  to  further  direction  by  ordinance;  and  it  shall  be 
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the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  cause  to  be  printed 
on  the  tax  bills  the  rate  voted  for  the  objects  hereinbefore 
mentioned. 

Sect.  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property 
marked  "Agricultural  and  farm  lands,"  only  one-half  of 
the  highest  rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied,  and  on  all  such  por-

parks ;  the  purchase  and  improvement  of  wharves 
and  widening  of  Delaware  avenue;  the  purchase  of 
lots  and  erection  of  buildings  for  police,  fire  and  bath 
purposes;  the  grading  of  streets  and  paving  of  inter- 
sections ;  the  completion  of  City  Hall  and  South  Broad 
Street  Boulevard ;  the  construction  of  a  sewage  disposal

water  supply,  two  million  eight  hundred  thousand 
(2,800,000)  dollars;  the  repaving  with  improved  pave- 
ments of  streets  not  oecu])ied  by  passenger  railway  com- 
panies, one  million  five  hundred  thousand    (1,500,000) 
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dollars ;  the  construction  of  main  sewers,  one  million 
(1,000.000)  dollai's;  the  construction  of  branch  sewers, 
five  lunulred  thousand  (500,000)  dollars;  the  construction 
of  new  bridges,  one  million  (1,000,000)  dollars;  the  re- 
moval of  grade  crossings  in  the  southern  section  of  the 
City,  one  million  (1,000,000)  dollars;  the  purchase  and 
improvement  of  small  parks  five  hundred  thousand 
(500,000)  dollars;  the  purchase  and  improvement  of 
wharves  and  widening  of  Delaware  avenue,  one  million  five 
hundred  thousand  (1,500,000)  dollars';  the  purchase  of 
lots  and  erection  of  buildings  for  police,  fire  and  bath  pur- 
poses, four  hundred  thousand  (400,000)  dollars;  the  grad- 
ing of  streets,  four  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (-450,000) 
dollars ;  the  paving  of  intersections,  two  hundred  thousand 
(200,000)  dollars;  the  completion  of  City  Hall,  three  hun- 
dred thousand  (300,000)  dollars;  the  purchase  and  laying 
of  water  pipes,  two  hundred  thousand  (200,000)  dollars; 
the  completion  of  South  Broad  street  Boulevard,  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  thousand  (150,000)  dollars;  the  construc- 
tion of  the  sewage  disposal  system  for  the  Home  of  the  In- 
digent, House  of  Correction  and  other  municipal  insti- 
tutions near  Torresdale,  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
(150,000)  dollars ;  and  the  completion  of  the  high  pressure 
fire  main  service  in  tlie  central  portion  of  the  City,  one 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (150,000)  dollars. 

Sect.  2.  That  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  assent 
of  the  electors  to  the  increase  of  indebtedness  set  forth  in 
Section  1  an  election  shall  be  held  in  pursuance  of  the  Act 
of  June  9,  1891,  at  the  usual  places  of  holding  elections, 
at  the  election  to  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the 
first  JMonday  in  November  190G,  that  notice  of  said  elec- 
tion shall  be  given  by  the  corporate  authorities  of  the  inuni- 
cipality  by  weekly  advertisements,  in  not  exceeding  three 
newspapers  of  the  said  City,  during  at  least  thirty  days 
prior  to  the  said  election,  and  the  said  notice  shall  con- 
tain a  statement  of  the  amount  of  the  last  assessed  valua- 
tion of  the  taxable  property  of  the  said  City,  the  amount 
of  the  existing  debt,  the  amount  and  percentage  of  the 
proposed  increase  and  the  purpose  for  which  the  indebted- 
ness is  to  be  increased,  and  the  City  Commissioners  are

hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  prepare  and  distribute 
the  necessary  ballots  as  provided  for  in  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania  governing  the  increase  of  indebted- 
ness of  municii^alities.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  at  such 
times  and  in  such  proportion  as  in  his  judgment  the  best 
interest  of  the  City  demand,  from  the  highest  bidder  or 
bidders,  at  not  less  than  par,  on  the  faith  and  credit  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  a  sum  or  sums  which  in  the  aggre- 
gate shall  not  exceed  four  million  (4,000,000)  dollars,  to 
be  exj)ended  as  provided  for  in  the  second  section  of  this 
ordinance. 

Sect.  2.  The  money  raised  by  the  loan  or  loans  author- 
ized by  the  first  section  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  expended 
as  follows :  For  the  removal  of  grade  crossings  along  the 
line  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway,  from 
Spring  Garden  street  to  Wayne  Junction,  two  million  five 
hundred  thousand  (2,500,000)  dollars,  or  so  much  of  said 
sum  as  may  be  necessary,  and  along  the  Richmond  branch 
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of  the  Philadelphia  and  Eeading  Railway,  from  Front 
street  to  Eichmond  street,  one  million  live  hundred  thou- 
sand (1,500,000)  dollars,  or  so  much  of  said  sum  as  may 
be  necessary. 

Sect.  3  Interest  on  the  said  loan  at  a  rate  not  exceed- 
ing three  and  one-half  per  centum  per  annum  shall  be 
paid  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  half  yearly,  at  the  office 
of  the  fiscal  ag'ency  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  Certi- 
ficates of  the  said  loan  shall  be  in  the  usual  form,  in  such 
amounts  as  the  lender  may  require,  in  the  sums  of  one 
hundred  (100)  dollars  and  its  multiples,  in  registered  or 
couj^on  form,  and  it  shall  be  expressed  in  the  said  certifi- 
cates that  the  loan  therein  mentioned  is  payable  thirty 
years  after  date  thereof,  and  that  the  principal  and  interest 
on  the  said  loan  are  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United 
States,  free  from  all  taxes. 

Sect.  4.  Whenever  any  loan  shall  be  created  by  virtue 
of  this  ordinance,  there  is  hereby,  by  force  of  this  ordi- 
nance, an  annual  tax  levied  of  five  and  three-quarters  (5f) 
23er  centum  on  the  par  value  of  such  certificates  so  issued 
to  pay  the  interest,  also  the  jDrincipal  of  such  loan,  within 
thirty  years,  and  there  is  hereby  annually  appropriated  to 
the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Funds  out  of  the  tax  so 
collected  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  said  loan ; 
also  the  principal  thereof,  within  thirty  years,  and  as  the 
same  becomes  payable.  The  a]3propriation  for  interest  to 
be  paid  semi-annually,  and  for  the  Sinking  Fund  quarterly 
to  the  said  Commissioners.

AN  ORDINANCE 

I'o  authorize  the  proper  officers  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  Philadelphia  and 
Reading  Railway  Company,  whereby  the  said  Railway 
Company  may  change  and  elevate  certain  portions  of 
the  lines  of  railroad  owned  or  leased  and  operated  by 
it  within  the  limits  of  the  City;  to  apportion  the  ex- 
penses of  altering  and  adjusting  the  grades  of  said  rail- 
roads, of  the  intersecting  streets,  and  of  other  streets 
affected  thereby,  so  as  to  abolish  all  grade  crossings  on 
the  line  of  the  Philadelphia,  Germantown  and  TvTorris- 
town  Railroad  held  and  operated  under  lease  by  the  said 
Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway  Company  between 
Green  street  and  the  Richmond  Branch  of  the  Phila- 
delphia and  Reading  Raihvay  north  of  Hunting  Park 
avenue ;  also  to  abolish  all  grade  crossings  on  the  line  of 
the  Richmond  Branch  so-called,  of  the  said  Philadelphia

and  licading-  Railway  between  Somerset  street  and 
Richmond  street;  to  antliorize  the  placing  on  the  City 
plan,  the  vacation,  widening,  opening  and  the  necessary 
changes  of  grade  of  certain  streets;  to  provide  for  the 
alteration  of  existing  bnildings,  structures,  yards  and 
appliances,  inclnding  tracks  of  said  railroads  and  for 
the  construction  of  additional  tracks ;  to  provide  for  the 
carrying  ont  and  completing  all  work  of  every  character, 
necessary  to  abolish  all  said  grade  crossings ;  and  inci- 
dental thereto;  to  authorize  the  Mayor  and  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works,  in  behalf  of  the  City, 
to  enter  into  such  contracts  and  agreements  as  they  shall 
deem  requisite  and  necessary  to  execute  the  work  herein 
provided  for  promptly  and  efficiently ;  to  define  the 
method  of  making  payments  of  the  proportions  of  the 
exj^ense  of  all  the  said  work  apportioned  to  the  City  and 
the  Railway  Company  respectively,  as  herein  provided, 
and  making  appropriations  for  the  amounts  apportioned 
to  the  City  hereunder. 

Sectioin'  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That,  *  pursuant  to  the 
power  and  authority  vested  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
under  and  by  virtue  of  the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly, 
entitled  "An  Act  to  authorize  the  counties,  cities,  towns  or 
townships  of  this  State,  respectively,  to  enter  into  con- 
tracts with  railroad  companies  whose  roads  enter  into  their 
limits,  whereby  said  companies  may  re-locate,  change  or 
eJevate  their  railroads,  passed  and  a])proved  the  ninth  day 
of  June,  1874;  of  the  rights  and  powers  of  the  Railway 
Company,  and  of  all  other  power  enabling  the  parties  to 
act  in  the  premises,  the  Mayor  be  and  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  Philadel- 
phia and  Reading  Railway  Company,  to  enable  the  said 
Railway  Company  to  re-locate,  change  and  elevate  the  cer- 
tain portions  of  the  lines  of  railroad  owned,  or  held  and 
operated  by  it  hereinafter  specifically  mentioned,  that  is  to 
say,  the  line  of  the  Philadelphia,  Germantown  and  Xorris- 
lown  Railroad  between  Green  street  and  the  Richmond 
Branch  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway,  so  as 
to  dispense  with  grade  crossings  between  the  said  points ; 
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to  enable  the  said  Railway  Company  to  dispense  with 
grade  crossings  on  the  line  of  its  Richmond  branch,  so 
called,  between  Somerset  street  and  Richmond  street;  to 
])rovide  for  the  vacation,  widening  and  opening  of  the 
certain  streets  mentioned  in  this  ordinance,  to  provide  for 
ihe  alteration  of  existing  bnildings,  structiii'es,  yards  and 
appliances  of  the  Railway  Company,  including  railroad 
tracks  and  for  the  construction  of  additional  tracks;  to 
provide  for  carrying  out  and  completing  all  work  of  every 
character,  necessary  to  dispense  wdth  said  grade  crossings, 
and  incidental  thereto ;  to  provide  for  making  payment  of 
the  expenses  of  all  of  the  said  work  and  for  apportioning 
the  said  expenses  between  the  City  and  the  Railway  Com- 
jiany.  The  said  contract  shall  embody  all  the  terms  and 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  shall  contain  adequate 
covenants  in  form  and  substance  to  be  approved  by  the 
City  Solicitor,  binding  and  obliging  each  of  the  parties  to 
the  contract,  to  do  and  perform  each  and  every  of  the 
things  by  them  to  be  done  and  performed  respectively, 
under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  to  make  the 
payments  from  1^me  to  time  towards  the  expenses  of  the 
v/ork,  in  the  proportions  herein  provided  for. 

Sect.  2.  The  Department  of  Public  Works  (Board  of 
Surveyors)  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  strike 
from  the  City  plan  and  vacate  Ninth  street,  from  Fair- 
mount  avenue  to  Brown  street;  "C"  street,  from  Kensing- 
ton avenue  toTusculum  street  and  Coral  street  from  Lehigh 
avenue  to  Tusculum  street;  to  widen  Thirteenth  street 
upon  the  east  side  from  a  point  about  fifty-seven  (57)  feet 
south  of  Firth  street  to  Huntingdon  street,  and  Frankford 
{(Venue  from  Lehigh  avenue  to  Tusculum  street,  to  place 
u]ion  the  City  plan  Tusculum  street,  from  "C"  street  to 
Ivensington  avenue  and  from  Frankford  avenue  to  Coral 
street,  and  Aramingo  avenue  from  Lehigh  avenue  to  Som- 
erset street,  and  to  make  such  revisions  of  the  lines  and 
grades  of  streets  crossing  or  adjacent  to  the  Philadelphia. 
Goruuiutowu  and  !N"orristown  railroad  and  the  Richmond 
Jiranch  of  the  Philadel])hia  and  Reading  Railway  as  may 
br"  necessary  to  properly  provide  for  the  execution  of  the 
work  authorized  by  this  Ordinance. 
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Sect.  3.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  issue  the  usual 
notice  to  all  owners  whose  properties  may  be  affected  by 
*ny  of  the  work  herein  authorized,  and  to  notify  the 
■owners  of  property  over  and  through  which  the  follow- 
ing- streets  will  pass,  that  at  the  expiration  of  three  (-3) 
months  from  the  date  of  said  notice  the  said  streets  will 
be  required  for  public  use : — The  widened  portion  of 
Thirteenth  street  from  a  point  about  fifty-seven  (57)  feet 
south  of  Firth  street  to  Huntingdon  street  and  the 
widened  portion  of  Frankford  avenue  from  Lehigh  ave- 
nue to  Tusculum  street;  Hunting  Park  avenue  of  its  full 
width  from  Blaine  street  toBlabon  street;  Tusculum  street, 
from  C  street  to  Kensington  avenue,  and  from  Frankford 
avenue  to  Coral  street;  and  Aramingo  avenue,  Cedar 
street,  Belgrade  street,  and  Thompson  street  as  confirmed 
lender  authority  of  this  Ordinance  from  Lehigh  avenue 
to  Somerset  street.  Upon  the  confirmation  by  the  Board

pursuant  hereto,  the  grading,  paving  or  repaving  and  set- 
ting or  resetting  of  curb  to  the  lines  and  grades  to  be  es- 
tablished under  authority  of  this  ordinance,  upon  Xintli. 
street,  from  Brown  street  to  a  point  about  one  hundred 
(100)  feet  north  of  Jeiferson  street,  and  upon  all  other 
streets  so  far  as  they  may  be  affected  by  the  work  herein 
l^rovided  for,  including  such  streets  as  are  herein  author- 
ized to  be  widened  and  opened  and  for  the  construction, 
reconstruction  and  alteration  or  removal  of  all  sewers, 
water  and  gas  mains,  electrical  conduits  and  other  munic- 
ipal structures  and  street  improvements,  and  their  ap- 
purtenances, incident  to  all  of  the  aforesaid  work  and 
necessary  for  its  proper  completion,  including  the  under- 
pinning of  buildings  adjacent  to  the  work,  when  neces- 
sary, which  said  plans  and  specifications,  and  the  con- 
tracts to  be  entered  into  pursuant  thereto,  shall  provide 
that  all  suitable  material  obtained  or  to  be  obtained  from 
the  lowering,  widening  or  opening  of  the  said  several 
streets  shall  be  used  to  supply  the  Railway  Company  at 
such  points  in  its  several  embankments  provided  for 
herein,  as  may  be  required  by  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Pul)lic  Works,  to  the  end  that  such  material  may 
be  applied  to  the  speedy  completion  of  the  works  herein 
provided  for  during  the  progress  thereof.  Upon  the  ap- 
proval of  said  plans  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Rail- 
way Compan^^  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  is  authorized  and  directed  to  advertise  for  pro- 
posals, and  to  enter  into  contracts  to  be  approved  by  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Rail- 
way Company,  for  the  work  covered  by  the  plans  and 
specifications  in  this  section  provided  for ;  the  said  plans, 
specifications  and  contracts  shall  be  identified  by  the  sig- 
natures of  the  Director  of  the  De])artment  of  Public 
Works,  and  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Philadelphia  and 
Reading  Railway  Company,  and  shall  be  filed  and  pre- 
served in  the  said  Department  and  copies  shall  be  fur- 
nished to  the  Railway  Company. 

Sect.  5.    The    Railway    Company    shall    prepare    the 
plans  and  specifications  for  the  execution  of  the  work  of 
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clovatinir  its  tracks  and  accessories  on  the  ]in(^  of  the 
l^hiladciphia,  Gerniantown  and  Xorristown  Eailroad  be- 
tween Green  street  and  Broad  street,  and  on  the  line  of 
the  Germantown  Branch  of  the  Philadelphia,  German-  ^ 
town  and  Xorristown  Railroad,  between  a  point  about 
one  hundred  (100)  feet  southeast  of  Indiana  street  and 
a  point  about  six  hundred  (600)  feet  north  of  limiting 
I'ark  avenue,  and  on  the  line  of  the  Richmond  Branch 
of  the  Philadel]ihia  and  Reading  Railway  between  Somer- 
set street  and  Riohmond  street;  such  elevation  to  be  ef- 
fected bv  raising  the  tracks  of  the  said  railroads  generally 
as  follows : 

On  the  line  of  the  Philadelphia,  Germantown  and  Xor- 
ristown  Railroad,  beginning  at  the  present  elevation  of 
the  rail  at  Green  street,  the  grade  shall  be  level  at  an 
elevation  of  about  plus  57.44  City  Datum  to  a  point  near 
Ero-^^ni  street,  thence  by  a  rising  grade  of  0.5^  to  a  point 
near  Oxford  street,  thence  by  a  level  grade  at  an  elevation 
of  about  plus  TI.5  to  a  point  near  Berks  street,  thence 
by  a  rising  grade  of  0.7%  to  a  point  near  the  intersection 
tjf  Twelfth  and  York  streets,  thence  by  a  declining  grade 
of  Ifc  to  a  point  about  three  hundred  (300)  feet  south- 
east of  Broad  street;  beginning  at  the  present  elevation 
of  the  rail  at  a  point  about  one  hundred  (100)  feet  south- 
east of  Seventeenth  and  Indiana  streets  bridge,  thenca 
by  a  rising  grade  of  LOCy^  passing  under  the  bridge  of 
the  Chestnut  Hill  Branch  of  the  Connecting  Railway  at 
an  elevation  of  about  plus  108.5  to  an  elevation  of  plus 
185.4  at  the  south  side  of  Tioga  street,  thence  continuing 
the  same  rising  grade  to  Atlantic  street,  thence  to  an  cle- 
\ation  of  plus  140  at  Venango  street,  thence  by  a  uniform 
declining  grade  to  the  present  elevation  of  the  rail  on  the 
bridge  carrying  the  Germantown  Branch  of  the  Philadel- 
phia. Germantown  and  N"orristown  Railroad  over  the 
said  Richmond  Branch:  On  the  Richmond  Branch,  be- 
ginning at  the  present  elevation  of  the  rail  uuilor  the 
Somerset  street  bridge,  the  grade  shall  be  level  to  a  ]ioint 
near  Kensington  avenue,  thence  by  a  declining  grade  of

lines,  temporary  block  sigmals,  permanent  block  signals, 
signal  bridges  and  interlocking  plants,  between  the  ter- 
minal points  named  in  this  section,  with  as  good  accom- 
modations and  as  complete  and  convenient  facilities  as 
11  ow  exist  for  conducting  business  and  operating  the  said 
railroads,  and  with  provision;^  for  the  continuance  of  track 
connections  with  commercial  and  industrial  establishments 
now  having  such  connections,  including  those  in  the  owner- 
ship of  the  Philadelphia,  Germantown  and  I^orristown 
Pailroad  Company,  and  of  Reading  Company;  the  con- 
struction of  the  necessary  embankments,  al)utments,  and 
retaining  and  other  masonry  walls;  the  construction,  re- 
construction and  removal  of  temporary  railroad  tracks, 
the  maintenance  of  railroad  and  highway  travel  during 
<.^onstrnction ;  the  erection  of  a  four  track  elevated  metal 
sri-ucture  from  Brown  street  to  a  point  about  one  hundred

Ih-anch  of  the  Connecting  Railway  from  a  point  abont 
three  hundred   (300)    feet  north  of  the  crossing  of  the 
Philadelphia,   Germantown  and  ISTorristown  Railroad  at 
Xorth  Philadelphia  Station  to  a  point  about  one  hundred 
ilOO)   feet  west  of  Nineteenth  street;  the  underpinning 
of  buildings  adjacent  to  the  work  where  such  underpinning 
may  be  necessary;  including  the  placing  of  supporting 
columns  on  the  curb  lines  and  in  the  centre  of  Nintk

And  provided  further,  That  the 
grades  and  elevations  of  the  said  several  streets  shall  be 
so  arranged  as  to  provide  and  allow  for  the  future  de- 
\  elopment,  Avidening  and  enlarging,  at  the  expense  of  the 
Railway    Company,    of   the   yard    tracks   on   lands    now 
owned  by  it  along  the  Richmond  Branch  between  Somer- 
set street  and  Richmond  street.     The  elevated  structure 
and  all  bridges  shall  have  a  clearance  of  at  least  fourteen 
(14)  feet  above  the  surface  of  the  streets;  the  elevation  of 
the  clearance  line  of  the  bridge  over  Aramingo  avenue 
shall  not  be  less  than  plus  20.3  feet  City  Datum,  over 
Belgrade   street  not  less   than   plus   21.2    feet   and   over 
Thompson  street  not  less  than  plus  21.5  feet.     All  of  the 
plans,   specifications   and  contracts  provided   for  in  this 
section  shall  be  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  "Works,  they  shall  be  identi- 
fied by  the  signatures  of  the  said  Director  and  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Railway  Company,  and  copies  thereof 
shall  be  filed  and  presei*ved  in  the  said  Department. 

Sect.  6.  All  the  work  of  construction  both  perma- 
nent and  temporary,  herein  authorized  shall  be  done  sub- 
stantially in  accordance  with  such  plans  and  specifications 
as  shall' be  identified  bv  the  signatures  of  the  Director 
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of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  the  Chief  En- 
gineer of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway  Com- 
pany. One  copy  of  each  of  the  said  plans  and  specifi- 
cations shall,  immediately  upon  approval,  be  filed  in  the 
Department  of  Public  Works,  Bureau  of  Surveys,  and 
one  in  the  office  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Philadelphia 
and  Reading  Railway  Comj)any. 

Sect.  7.  The  various  portions  of  the  work  authorized 
and  jirovided  for  by  this  ordinance  shall  be  done  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Works  or  such  Engineer  as  shall  be  desigiiatod  by  him 
for  that  duty,  and  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Philadelphia 
and  Reading  Railway  Company, 

The  general  supervision  of  the  work  provided  for  in 
Section  4  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
or  such  engineer  as  he  shall  designate  for  that  duty. 
The  general  supervision  of  the  work  provided  for  in  Sec- 
tion 5  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway  Company.  They  shall 
confer  with  each  other  in  resj^ect  to  the  plans  and  speci- 
fications for  the  various  parts  or  portions  of  the  work,  and 
in  respect  to  the  performance  of  the  w^ork,  at  all  times 
during  the  preparation  and  progress  of  the  same ;  and  each 
shall,  upon  notice  from  the  other,  of  any  fault  or  fail- 
ure of  any  party,  firm  or  corporation  holding  contracts 
for  any  part  of  said  work,  promptly  proceed  to  secure 
full  compliance  with  the  plans  and  specifications  per- 
taining thereto,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
contract. 

The  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading 
Railway  Company  is  authorized  to  employ  such  engineers, 
assistants,  draughtsmen,  engineer  corps,  and  inspectors 
as  may  be  necessary  to  prepare  or  examine  plans  and 
specifications  and  to  insure  the  prompt  and  efficient  exe- 
cution of  the  work  and  to  include  all  expenses  for  salaries, 
transportation,  office  and  incidental  expenses  of  said  en- 
gineering force  and  the  cost  of  tests  and  inspection  not 
otherwise  provided  for,  in  the  cost  of  the  work. 
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The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  is 
hereby  authorized  to  appoint  such  engineers,  assistants, 
draug'litsmen,  engineer  corps,  and  inspectors  as  may  be 
required  to  enable  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to 
j)repare  or  examine  plans  and  specifications,  to  properly 
inspect  the  work  during  progress  of  construction  and  to 
prepare  the  necessary  certificates  and  other  documentary 
records  of  the  work.  All  expenses  for  salaries,  trans- 
portation, office  and  incidental  expenses  of  said  engineer- 
ing force,  and  the  expenses  of  inspection  and  tests  made 
l)v  the  same  and  not  otherwise  provided  for  shall  be  in- 
ohided  in  the  cost  of  the  work. 

In  case  of  emergency  work  in  maintaining  railroad  or 
highway  travel,  and  in  other  cases  where  necessary,  not 
covered  by  contract  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Philadel- 
phia and  Heading  Railway  Company  shall  have  author- 
ity to  employ  laborers,  hire  machinery  and  purchase 
materials  to  perfomi  such  work ;  a  labor  force  account 
and  an  account  of  the  materials  so  used  shall  be  kept  and 
after  approval  by  the  said  Chief  Engineer  and  the  Di- 
rector of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  of  the  City, 
shall  be  paid  by  the  Railway  Company  and  included  in 
the  cost  of  the  work. 

Tn  eases  of  emergency  work  in  protecting  and  main- 
taining municipal  structures,  in  other  cases  where  neces- 
sary, and  in  such  classes  of  work  upon  the  highways  as 
may  not  be  covered  by  contract,  the  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  is  hereby  authorized  to  employ 
laborers,  hire  machinery,  and  purchase  materials  to  per- 
form such  work  and  a  labor  force  account  and  an  account 
of  the  materials  so  used  shall  be  kept  and  after  the  ap- 
])rcval  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Philadelphia  and 
Reading  Railway  Company  shall  be  paid  by  the  City  and 
included  in  the  cost  of  the  work. 

Sect.  8.  When  and  as  the  Railway  Company  shall 
determine,  from  time  to  time,  to  enlarge  its  tracks  and 
yard  facilities  on  its  said  Richmond  Branch  between 
Somerset  street  and  Richmond  street,  on  lands  owned  by 
it,  the  City  of  Philadelphia  hereby  consents  to  the  widen- 
ing   and    enlargement    of   the   said    railroad,    and    to    the 
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widening  and  enlargement  of  the  bridge  structures  and 
their  supports  carrying  the  said  railroad  over  the  several 
streets  now  opened  or  to  be  hereafter  opened  under  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

The  widening  and  enlargement  of  the  said  bridge 
structures  and  their  supports  shall  conform  to  the  general 
plans  of  the  structures  provided  to  be  erected  hereunder. 
The  entire  cost  and  expense  of  the  widening  and  enlarge- 
ment of  the  said  railroad  and  of  the  said  bridge  structures 
and  their  supj)orts  shall  be  wholly  borne  and  paid  by  the 
Kailway  Company. 

In  each  and  every  case  where  the  Railway  Company 
shall  desire  to  proceed  to  the  work  of  construction  in  any 
manner  in  this  section  provided  for,  it  shall  prepare  j)lan3 
and  specifications  for  such  work,  and  submit  the  same  for 
the  approval  of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  and,  ujoon  the  approval  thereof,  it  may  proceed 
with  the  work  under  such  supervision  as  the  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  shall  require:  Provided, 
That  if  in  any  case  provided  in  this  section,  the  Mayor 
shall  detennine  that  for  the  due  protection  of  the  City, 
the  special  covenant  of  the  Railway  Company  for  the  in- 
demnity of  the  City  is  necessary  or  desirable,  he  shall 
require  the  Railway  Company  to  enter  into  due  covenants 
and  agreements  with  the  City  in  form  and  substance  to 
be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  to  save,  indemnify  and 
keep  harmless  the  City  of  Philadelphia  on  account  of  the 
work  so  proposed  to  be  done  by  the  Railway  Company. 

Sect.  9.  The  City  of  Philadelphia  hereby  consents, 
that  the  Railway  Company,  and  its  successors,  shall,  after 
the  completion  of  the  work  required  hereunder,  to  dis- 
pense Avith  the  said  grade  crossings,  be  at  liberty  from 
time  to  time,  and  at  all  times,  to  enter  upon  all  streets, 
lanes  or  alleys,  whereon  the  supports  of  the  said  several 
structures  shall  rest,  including  bridge  abutments,  piers, 
and  all  columns  and  other  supports  of  the  elevated  struc- 
tures of  all  kinds  herein  provided  for,  for  the  maintenance, 
renewal  or  repair  of  the  same,  and  each  of  them.  Such 
work  shall  be  done  at  the  sole  expense  of  the  Railway

Company  and  its  successors,  and  under  the  direction  and 
supeivision  of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works. 

Sect.  10.  The  Railway  Company,  or  its  lessor,  as  the 
case  may  be,  shall  exercise  their  right  to  appropriate 
property  for  railroad  purposes  in  any  case  where,  under 
their  powers,  or  the  powers  of  either  of  them,  such  prop- 
erty may  be  lawfully  appropriated,  whenever  and  as  often 
as  the  Mayor  of  the  City  and  the  Railway  Company  shall 
be  of  opinion  that  such  appropriation  may  be  lawfully 
made,  and  is  reasonably  necessary  to  carry  out  the  pur- 
poses of  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  11.  The  Railway  Company  shall  release,  and 
secure  the  release  of  the  Philadelphia,  Germantown  and 
.'^^^orristown  Railroad  Company  to  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, of  their  several  rights  and  titles  in  the  bed  of  Nintk 
street,  between  Brown  street  and  a  point  about  one  hun- 
dred (100)  feet  north  of  Jeiferson  street,  subject,  how- 
ever, to  the  right  of  each  of  them,  and  their  successors, 
to  maintain  and  operate  the  four  track  elevated  structure 
thereon  herein  provided  for,  and  to  enter  upon  said  street,, 
from  time  to  time,  and  at  all  times,  when  necessary,  to 
maintain,  repair  or  renew  the  supports  of  the  said  ele- 
vated structure,  and  shall  release  the  City  from  any  and 
all  claims  for  damages  it  oi'  any  corporation,  person  or 
persons  holding  property  in  its  behalf  may  have  by 
reason  of  the  opening,  Avidening,  vacating  or  changing  of 
grade  of  any  street  as  authorized  by  this  ordinance,  or 
by  reason  of  the  execution  of  any  of  the  work  provided 
tor  by  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  12.  In  addition  to  the  work  of  various  kinds 
herein  specifically  provided  to  be  done  at  the  sole  expense 
of  the  Railway  Company,  the  Railway  Company  shall 
pay  the  entire  cost  of  construction,  based  upon  the  prices 
of  material  and  labor  in  the  contracts  to  be  awarded  here- 
under, of  the  two  (2)  additional  elevated  tracks  herein 
authorized,  and  their  appurtenances,  from  the  south  side 
of  Green  street  to  the  north  side  of  Girard  avenue;  of 
any  and  all  additional  tracks,  including  all  labor  and 
structural  work  and  material  required  to  construct  the- 
15 
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same,  intended  to  increase  the  traffic  facilities  of  the 
TJaihvay  Company,  incidental  to  the  work  hereby  author- 
ized ;  of  all  new  j^assenger  stations,  freight  depots,  signal 
towers,  telegraph  or  telephone  stations  or  other  equipments 
or  improvements  where  none  now  exist,  and  of  all  changes 
or  improvements  to  existing  passenger  stations  or  freight 
depots,  other  than  those  required  to  adapt  the  present  local 
passenger,  freight,  baggage  or  express  accommodations  to 
the  new  conditions. 

Sect.  13.  The  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  take  or  sub- 
iriit  to  such  measures  as  shall  be  requisite  and  necessary 
to  enable  the  Railway  Company  to  appropriate  such 
portion  of  the  property  of  the  City  now  under  lease  to 
the  United  Gas  Improvement  Company,  located  between 
iSTorris  and  Diamond  streets,  as  shall  be  necessary  to  en- 
able the  City  and  the  Railway  Company  to  provide  for 
suitable  approaches  to  the  various  coal  and  other  yards, 
now  existing  between  Berks  and  ISTorris  streets. 

Sect.  14.  Except  wherein  it  is  herein  otherwise  ex- 
pressly provided,  the  City  and  the  Railway  Company 
shall  each  pay  one-half  of  all  expenses  of  or  connected 
"\\ith  the  execution  and  completion  of  all  the  work  herein 
provided  for,  and  the  said  contract  to  be  made  and  entered 
into  between  the  City  and  the  Railway  Company,  as  pro- 
vided in  Section  1  hereof,  shall  bind  and  oblige  each  of 
the  parties  to  make  prompt  payment  of  their  several  pro- 
portions of  such  expenses  at  the  times,  and  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  set  forth. 

Sect.  15.  In  respect  of  such  expenses  as  shall  be  pro- 
vided to  be  paid  under  contracts  to  be  entered  into  by  the 
City  and  the  Railway  Company,  respectiv^ely,  the  pro- 
A'isions  of  such  contracts  and  the  amounts  agreed  to  be 
]>aid  from  rime  to  time  thereunder,  shall  be  final  and 
conclusive  as  between  the  Railway  Company  and  the  City 
of  Philadelphia ;  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Works  is  hereby  authorized  to  direct  the  drawing  of 
v^arrants  for  his  approval  for  the  payment  of  all  such 
sums  as  shall  accrue  from  time  to  time  under  contracts 
entered  into  by  him,  and  to  direct  the  drawing  of  warrants 
for  his  approval  for  the  payment  of  one-half  of  all  such 
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sums  as  shall  accrue  from  time  to  time  under  contracts  to 
bo  entered  into  bv  the  Railway  Company  for  the  execution 
of  the  work  herein  provided  for.  or  any  part  of  the  same : 
Provided,  liowever,  That  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  Di- 
rector of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  arrange  with 
the  proper  officials  of  the  Railway  Company  to  keep  just 
and  true  accounts  concerning  the  various  payments  and 
disbursements  made,  or  to  be  made  by  each,  in  respect  of 
such  contracts,  for  and  during  each  month  wherein  such 
work  shall  be  in  progress,  and  that  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  shall  direct  the  drawing  of 
w^arrants  for  his  approval  for  any  balances  that  may  be 
Ijayable  to  the  Railway  Company,  and  which  may  be 
found  to  be  payable  by  the  City  in  the  premises :  And  Pro- 
vided, That  it  shall  also  be  competent  for  the  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  arrange  with  the 
proper  officials  of  the  Railway  Company  to  keep  just  and 
true  accounts  of  and  concerning  the  various  payments  and 
disbursements  made,  or  to  be  made,  by  each  or  either  in 
respect  of  expenses  authorized  to  be  incurred  hereunder, 
but  not  included  in  the  said  contracts,  and  that  the  Di- 
rector of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  shall  direct  the 
drawing  of  warrants  for  his  approval  payable  to  the 
Railway  Company  for  any  balances  that  may  be  found 
to  be  payable  by  the  City  in  the  premises.  The  said 
settlements  shall  be  made  from  month  to  month  as  the 
work  herein  provided  for  shall  progress. 

The  Railway  Company  shall,  from  time  to  time,  and 
at  all  times,  promptly  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  on  the 
ascertainment  of  the  amount  thereof,  in  any  accounting 
to  be  made  hereunder,  all  such  sums  as  shall  be  found 
to  be  due  and  payable  to  the  City. 

The  costs,  expenses  and  damages  incurred  by  reason  of 
the  opening,  widening,  vacating  or  change  of  grade  of  any 
street  as  herein  authorized  or  by  reason  of  the  execution 
of  any  of  the  work  herein  provided  for,  shall  be  included 
in  the  monthly  settlements,  so  that  the  Railway  Company 
shall  pay  its  share  of  such  costs,  expenses  and  damages  as 
soon  as  the  same  has  been  tinallv  determined. 
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Sect.  16.  The  covenants  to  be  contained  in  the  con- 
tract to  be  entered  into  between  the  Railway  Company 
and  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  pursuant  to  Section  1  hereof, 
shall  bind  and  oblige  each  of  the  parties  to  pay  one-half 
of  all  claims  for  damages,  or  judgments  for  the  recovery 
thereof,  including  interest  and  costs  arising  from  accidentij 
due  to  the  execution  of  the  work  for  Avhich  either  party 
may  be  held  to  be  responsible,  excepting  such  accidents 
as  may  be  due  to  negligence  or  carelessness  in  railroad 
operation,  also,  excepting  where  otherwise  herein  pro- 
vided, the  one-half  of  all  damages  arising,  or  to  arise  from 
the  opening  and  widening,  vacation  or  physical  changes 
in  the  lines  or  grades  of  streets,  lanes  or  alleys,  herein 
provided  for,  and  also,  excepting  where  otherwise  herein 
jorovided  to  pay  one-half  of  all  claims  or  judgments  for 
the  I'ecovery  thereof,  including  interest  and  costs,  which 
may  arise  from  the  consequential  injury  to  persons,  prop- 
erty or  estates,  arising  from  or  growing  out  of  the  changes 
or  elevation  of  the  railroad  of  the  Railway  Company,  and 
its  lessor,  or  either  of  them  as  herein  authorized ;  and  for 
the  more  speedy  and  economical  adjustment  of  claims  aris- 
ing or  to  arise  hereunder,  the  City  Solicitor,  with  the  ad- 
vice and  consent  of  the  Mayor,  and  the  approval  of  the 
Railway  Company,  is  hereby  authorized  to  compromise, 
settle  and  adjust  any  or  all  of  such  claims,  and  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  direct  the  drawing  of  warrants  for  his  ap- 
proval upon  the  City  TreasTirer  to  such  sums  as  shall  be 
required  from  time  to  time  for  the  settlement  and  payment 
of  such  claims,  the  amounts  thereof  to  be  taken  from  the 
ajtyn-opriations  herein  provided  for:  Provided,  That  when 
any  claim  shall  be  presented  to  or  any  suit  on  account 
thereof  shall  be  brought  against  either  of  the  said  parties, 
the  other  shall  have  the  right,  on  due  notice,  to  appear  and 
defend,  on  its  o\A'n  behalf,  or  otherwise  it  shall  not  be 
bound  by  any  judgment  or  decree  in  the  premises:  Pro- 
vided, That  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  City  Solicitor 
to  arrange  with  the  Raihvay  Company  and  its  attorneys 
for  division  of  the  work  of  preparing  cases  for  trial,  the 
pi-ej)nration  and  production  of  testimony,  and  the  conduct 
of  hearings  or  ti-ials ;  and  all  expenses  connected  with  the 
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ilefenco  of  such  claims  or  suits  (except  the  service  of  the 
Oity  Solicitor,  or  his  associates,  or  of  special  counsel  to 
b('  employed  on  behalf  of  the  City,  or  the  services  of  the 
attorneys  or  counsel  of  the  Railway  Company)  shall  be- 
included  in  and  settled  and  paid  for,  as  part  of  the  ex- 
pense of  the  work  in  this  ordinance  provided  for  out  of 
the  appropriations  to  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
out  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Sj:ct.  17.  T.^pon  the  completion  of  the  work  herein 
j>rovided  for,  all  old  material  and  property  or  portions 
of  property  purchased  by  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading 
Railway  Company  after  the  date  of  the  approval  of  this 
ordinance  for  tlie  use  and  benefit  of  the  said  w^ork,  but 
not  actually  used  for  the  joint  interest  and  all  old  rails 
and  other  material  now  in  use  by  the  said  Railway  Com- 
pany and  which  may  not  be  used  in  the  construction  of 
the  new  work  shall  be  disposed  of  at  public  sale  and  the 
proceeds  thereof  shall  be  credited  to  the  joint  appropri- 
ation :  Provided,  That  should  the  Philadelphia  and  Read- 
ing Railway  Company  desire  to  hold  any  of  the  said 
property  or  portions  of  property  so  to  be  disposed  of  an 
appraisement  of  the  value  of  the  same  shall  be  made  and 
such  appraised  value  credited  to  the  joint  appropriation. 

Sect.  IS.  That  the  sum  of  one  million  (1,000,000) 
dollars,  provided  for  the  removal  of  grade  crossings,  by 
ordinance  passed  and  approved  the  eighteenth  day  of  May, 
1904,  and  the  further  sum  of  two  million  five  hundred 
thousand  (2,500,000)  dollars,  or  so  much  of  the  same  as 
shall  be  necessary,  provided  by  ordinance  passed  and  ap- 
proved October  '^first,  1900,  for  the  removal  of  grade 
crossings,  to  be  expended  along  the  line  of  the  Philadel- 
phia and  Reading  Railway,  from  Spring  Garden  street 
to  Wayne  Junction ;  also  the  sum  of  one  million  five  hun- 
dred thousand  (1,500,000)  dollars  or  so  much  of  the  same 
as  shall  be  necessary,  provided  by  the  said  ordinance, 
passed  and  approved'  October  first,  1906,  for  the  removal 
of  grade  crossings  to  be  expended  along  the  Richmond 
P>ranch  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway  from 
Front  to  Richmond  street  be,  and  they  are  hereby  sever- 
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ally  appropriated  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
(Bureau  of  Surveys),  for  the  purposes  provided  for  in 
this  ordinance. 

Sect.     19.     All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in- 
consistent herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  OEDINAISTCE 

To  express  the  consent  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to 
the  widening  and  enlargement  of  the  structures  carrying 
the  tracks  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Terminal 
Railroad  over  the  various  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  be- 
tweeJi  Green  street  and  Arch  street,  at  the  sole  cost 
and  expense  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway 
Company,  lessee. 

WiTEEEAR  The  City  of  Philadelphia  is  about  to  enter 
into  a  contract  with  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Rail- 
way Company,  lessee  of  the  Philadelphia,  Germantown 
and  Norristo^Aai  Railroad  Company,  for  the  elevation  of 
certain  of  its  tracks,  for  the  construction  of  a  new  elevated 
four-track  system  between  the  south  side  of  Green  street 
and  the  Richmond  Branch  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Read- 
ing Railway,  and  for  other  purposes,  and  the  said  Phila- 
delphia and  Reading  Railway  Company,  lessee  of  the 
Philadelphia  and  Reading  Terminal  Railroad  Company, 
has  determined  it  to  be  necessary  for  the  better  securing 
the  safety  of  persons  and  property  and  increasing  the  facil- 
ities and  capacity  for  the  transportation  of  traffic  thereon, 
to  widen  and  enlarge  the  said  Philadelphia  and  Reading 
Terminal  Railroad  by  the  construction  thereon  of  two  ad- 
ditional tracks  between  Green  street  and  the  south  side  of 
Arch  street,  so  as  to  connect  with  the  said  new  elevated 
four-track  system  to  be  constructed  north  of  Green  street ; 
therefore, 
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Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Pliiladelpliia  do  ordain.  That  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia hereby  consents  to  the  construction  of  two  addi- 
tional tracks  on  the  line  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading 
Terminal  Pailroad  between  the  sonth  side  of  Green  street 
and  the  south  side  of  Arch  street,  and  to  the  widening  and. 
enlargement  of  the  bridge  structures  carrying  the  tracks  of 
the  said  Terminal  Railroad  over  the  various  streets,  lanes 
and  alleys  between  the  said  above  mentioned  points.  The 
said  Avidening  and  enlargement  of  the  said  bridge  struc- 
tures and  their  su]~»ports  shall  conform  to  the  general  plans 
of  the  existing  structures.  All  general  plans  of  the  work 
and  all  plans  of  construction  upon  or  adjacent  to  streets 
or  public  property  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  for  approval  before  said 
work  shall  be  commenced,  and  all  work  upon  or  adjacent 
to  streets  or  public  property  shall  be  subject  to  the  in- 
spection and  approval  of  the  said  Director.  Provision 
shall  be  made  for  carrying  on  the  work  in  such  a  manner  as 
will  not  interfere  with  the  public  use  of  any  street  and  the 
clearance  under  the  new  structures  crossing  the  highways 
shall  not  be  less  than  that  of  the  existing  structures.  The 
entire  cost  and  expense  of  the  said  enlargement  and  im- 
]n'ovement,  including  all  damages  of  every  nature,  whether 
direct  or  indirect,  which  may  be  lawfully  recoverable,  shall 
be  wholly  borne  and  paid  by  the  Railway  Company  or  its 
lessor.  The  said  widening,  enlargement  and  improve- 
ment shall  not  be  required  to  be  made  at  one  time,  but  may 
be  mnde  from  time  to  time,  as  the  accommodation  of  the 
public  travel  may  require  and  the  rights  of  way  therefoi- 
shall  have  been  acquired.  Provided,  That  before  any  of

The  Select  and  Common  Cotmcils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  ordinance  ap- 
proved December  26,  1902,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to 
regulate  and  license  the  running  and  operating  of  auto- 
mobiles and  motor  vehicles,  whether  the  motive  power  be 
electricity,  steam,  g'asoline,  or  any  source  of  energy  other 
than  human  or  animal  power,"  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  in  Section  2,  after  the  word 
"thereafter,"  the  following:  "which  shall  include  the  cost 
of  a  sign  bearing  the  number  of  said  license."  Also,  by 
striking  out  in  Section  3  the  word  and  figure  "eight  (8)." 
and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  and  figure  "twelve 
(12)";  also,  by  striking  out  in  same  Section  the  follow- 
ing: "and  every  vehicle  described  above  shall  ahvays  dis- 
play or  cause  to  be  displayed  in  a  prominent  and  conspic- 
uous part  of  said  vehicle,  to  be  determined  by  the  said 
Bureau  of  Boiler  Inspection,  a  sign  seven  inches  long  and 
four  inches  wide,  to  be  furnished  by  the  said  Bureau  of 
Boiler  Inspection,  bearing  the  license  number  of  its 
driver." 

So  that  the  Sections  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

"Sect,  2.  No  person  shall  drive  an  automobile  without 
first  obtaining  a  license  granted  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Safety.     The  fee  for  such  license  to  be  paid  by  the 
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applicant  to  said  Department  shall  be  two  (2)  dollars  for 
the  first  year  and  one  (1)  dollar  per  year  thereafter.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  any  applicant  for  such  license  to  fur- 
nish the  said  Bureau  with  satisfactory  evidence  of  his 
conii)etency,  his  name  and  residence,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  said  Bureau  to  keep  a  record  of  the  same  and 
the  number  of  the  license  issued  to  each  person.  If  any 
owner  of  a  license  shall  remove  from  or  change  his  address, 
he  shall  forthwith  notify,  in  writing,  the  said  Bureau  of  his 
new  address,  otherwise  his  license  shall  be  revoked.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Bureau  to  designate  proper 
officers  to  inspect  and  examine  all  vehicles  whose  owners 
may  apply  for  a  certificate,  and  all  persons  who  apply  for 
licenses,  and  report  to  the  said  Bureau  w^hether  the  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance  have  been  in  all  particulars  com- 
plied with.  AA^iereupon,  the  Chief  of  the  said  Bureau 
shall  decide  whether  such  certificate  shall  be  issued  or  not. 

"Sect.  3.  No  person,  driver  or  operator  in  charge  of 
any  automobile  or  motor,  vehicle  or  carriage  described 
above,  shall  drive,  operate,  move  or  permit  the  same  to  be 
driven,  operated  or  moved  on,  over  and  upon  any  public 
street,  alley,  highway,  road  or  driveway  in  the  built  up 
portions  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  at  a  rate  of  speed 
greater  than  seven  miles  per  hour,  and  within  all  other 
parts  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  at  a  rate  of  speed  greater 
than  twelve  (12)  miles  per  hour.  Automobiles  shall  al- 
ways exhibit  during  the  period  while  in  use.  from  one  hour 
after  sunset  to  one  hour  before  sunrise,  two  lamps  show- 
ing white  lights  visible  within  a  reasonable  distance  in  the 
direction  towards  which  the  vehicle  is  proceeding,  and  at 
least  one  lamp  showing  a  red  light  to  the  rear,  said  lamps 
to  be  placed  so  as  to  be  free  from  obstruction  to  light  from 
other  i^arts  of  said  vehicle."

each  of  the  width  of  fifty  feet,  from  Lansdowne  ave- 
nue to  Haddington  street;  Sixtieth  street,  of  the  width 
of  sixty  feet,  from  Lansdo^me  avenue  to  Haddington 
street;  Edgewood  street  of  the  width  of  forty  feet,  from 
Arch  street  to  Race  street:  Provided,  That  before  said 
streets  shall  be  placed  on  the  plan  the  o^vners  of  property 
within  the  lines  thereof  shall  first  dedicate  the  beds  of  the 
same  to  the  City,  upon  the  lines  and  grades  as  confirmed  by

Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  during  the 
winter  months,  to  the  end  that  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  as  far  as  possible,  permit  the  carrying  on  or  con- 
tinuance of  all  classes  of  work  in  said  Department  which 
may  give  employment  to  our  people.  And  that  Joint  Rule 
ISTo.  30  of  Select  and  Common  Councils  be  susj^ended  for 
the  purpose  of  permitting  the  Clerks  of  Councils  to  pre- 
sent this  resolution  to  the  Mayor  for  his  approval  or  dis- 
approval.

AN    ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  purchase  of  a  tract  of  ground  in  the 
Thirty-fifth  Ward,  for  a  Home  for  the  Indigent  and 
Hospital  for  the  Insane,  and  authorizing  the  City  Con- 
troller to  transfer  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  sixty- 
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seven  thousand  (267,000)  dollars,  out  of  the  amount  set 
aside  for  the  payment  of  mandamuses,  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health  and  Charities  to  pay  for  said 
ground. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Fhiladelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  City  Solicitor 
be,  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  examine  the  title  to  all 
those  certain  fourteen  contiguous  lots  or  pieces  of  ground 
with  the  buildings  and  appurtenances  thereon  erected, 
situate,  lying  and  being  in  Byberry  in  the  Thirty-fifth 
Ward  (late  Twenty-third  Ward)  of 'the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia and  described  as  follows:

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AX  ORDINANCE 

Forbidding  policemen  and  firemen  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia to  do  mechanical  or  any  other  work  than  that  for 
which  they  are  hired;  namely,  the  protection  of  the 
lives  and  property  of  the  citizens  of  Philadelphia. 

Sectio]N"  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  policemen  and 
firemen  of  the  said  City  shall  not  be  permitted  to  do  any 
mechanical  work  pertaining  to  the  construction  or  rej)air- 
ing  of  police  station  and  fire  houses,  such  as  carpentering, 
painting,  bricklaying,  plastering,  iron  work,  or  any  work 
that  pertains  to  repairs  or  construction. 

Sect.  2.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety  is  instructed  to  see  that  the  terms  of  the  first  Sec- 
tion of  this  ordinance  is  strictly  enforced  and  that  no  po- 
liceman or  fireman  shall  be  detailed  to  do  any  mechanical 
work,  but  are  confined  strictly  to  what  they  are  employed 
for — the  protection  of  life  and  property. 

Sect.  3.  Councils  shall,  from  time  to  time,  appropriate 
such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  compliance 
with  the  terms  of  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  4.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  incon- 
sistent herewith  be,  and  are  repealed.

rant of  attorney  in  favor  of  the  Lieutenant,  empowering 
him  to  collect  their  pay. 

Provided,  also.  In  the  Bureau  of  Fire  one  warrant  to  be 
drav.'n  in  favor  of  the  Foreman  of  each  Company  for  the 
payment  of  all  employees  of  the  Bureau  of  Fire  in  his 
eom])any.  Provided,  That  such  employees  shall  give  a 
warrant  of  attorney  in  favor  of  the  foreman,  empow- 
ering him  to  collect  their  pay.  Warrants  for  the 
Director's  Office  and  the  Bureaus  of  Police,  Correc- 
tion and  Fire,  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Safety,  and  all  other  warrants  by 
the  chiefs  of  the  respective  Bureaus  and  shall  be  approved 
by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  in  con- 
formity with  existing  ordinances:  Provided,  also,  That 
before  any  warrants  for  contract  Avork  are  countersigned  by 
the  City  Controller,  the  contractor  shall  file  an  affidavit 
with  him  that  none  but  American  citizens  have  been  em- 
ployed on  the  work,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  ordinance  of  Councils  entitled  "An  Ordinance  for 
the  employment  of  American  citizens  by  contractors  doing 
work  for'^the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  approved  by  the 
Mayor,  December  16,  1896 :  Provided,  also.  That  all  chiefs 
of  Bureaus  and  other  employees  in  this  Department  now  or 
hereafter  employed  shall  be  citizens  of  the  United  States 
and  bona  fide  residents  of  the  City  at  least  one  year  prior 
to  their  employment,  and  shall  remain  bona  fide  residents- 
during  such  employment. 
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All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

for  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  all  teachers,  engineers 
and  janitors,  in  a  building,  one  warrant  shall  be  drawn  in 
the  name  of  a  principal  who  shall  be  designated  by  the 
Board  of  Public  Education,  and  payment  to  the  teachers, 
engineers  and  janitors,  shall  thereupon  be  made  by  such 
principal ;  excepting  that  for  salaries  due  for  the  months 
of  July  and  August,  payments  may  be  made  by  individual 
warrant:  Provided,  however.  That  should  the  amount  of 
the  payroll  for  any  one  month  exceed  one-tenth  of  the  ap- 
propriation, the  City  Controller  be,  and  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  approve  warrants  for  said  payroll.

Summer  Schools,  Play- 
grounds and  Gardens  and  Cooking  Classes,  sixty  thou- 
sand (60,000)  dollars:  Provided,  That  no  salaries  shall  be 
paid  out  of  this  item. 

Item  13.  For  maintenance  of  evening  schools,  includ- 
ing salaries  of  teachers  and  janitors  thereof,  sixty-five 
thousand  (65,000)  dollars. 

Item  14.  To  enable  the  Board  of  Public  Education  to 
obtain  and  award  to  the  most  meritorious  pupils  of  the 
Central  High  School,  the  Philadelphia  Normal  School  for 
Girls,  the  High  School  for  Girls,  and  the  Manual  Train- 
ing High  Schools,  scholarships  in  universities  or  colleges, 
ten  thousand  (10,000)  dollars:  Provided,  That  no  scholar- 
ship shall  cost  more  than  one  hundred  (100)  dollars  per 
annum  for  any  pupil.

Deab  Sik  : — In  answer  to  your  oral  inquiry  '  as  to 
■whether  the  Board  of  Public  Education  can  be  required 
to  set  aside  any  portion  of  the  amount  appropriated  an- 
nually under  the  Act  of  1905,  for  Sinking  Fund  purposes, 
permit  me  to  say  that  the  Act  of  Assembly  provides  that 
live  mills  on  each  dollar  shall  be  appropriated  annually 
for  school  purposes.  The  Act  does  not  require  any  por- 
tion of  this  to  be  set  aside  as  a  Sinking  Fund.  The  loans 
created  for  school  purposes  are  debts  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, and  the  law  requires  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to 
provide  for  the  Sinking  Fund.  ISTo  loan  can  be  created 
without  there  has  been  levied  an  annual  tax  sufficient  to 
})ay  the  interest  and  redeem  the  loan  within  thirty  years. 
This  tax  is  separate  and  distinct  from  the  tax  levied  for 
school  purposes.  The  Board  of  Public  Education  have 
no  aiithority  to  create  a  loan  or  levy  a  tax,  and  the  Con- 
stitution and  Act  of  Assembly  as  to  Sinking  Funds,  pro- 
vide that  every  city  shall  create  a  Sinking  Fund,  which 
shall   be   inviolably   pledged   for   its   funded   debt.      T^u 


J^oard  of  Public  Education  cannot  be  required  to  set  aside 
as  a  Sinking  Fund,  any  portion  of  the  sum  annually  ap- 
projDriated  for  school  purposes.

Deak  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  approved  by  you, 
inquiring  as  to  the  proper  course  of  procedure  in  the 
letting  of  contracts  for  repairing  the  streets  of  the  City. 

It  appears  therefrom  that  the  City  has  been  divided 
into  districts  to  correspond  with  the  Highway  Districts, 
and  bids  have  been  received  for  repairing  the  streets  in 
each  district  and  also  for  the  repair  of  the  streets  of  the 
City  as  an  entirety.  It  is  stated  that  the  practice  has  here- 
tofore prevailed,  of  letting  the  contracts  for  all  the  work, 
either  in  the  several  districts,  or  in  the  City  as  a  whole, 
and  you  inquire  whether  the  forms  of  proposal  furnished 
bv  the  Bureau  upon  which  the  bids  are  made,  would  war- 
rant a  departure  from  this  custom  and  the  letting  of  the 
contracts  separately  for  the  sovora]  fln^sos  of  work,  either 
in  the  different  rlistricts  or  in  the  r-Mtiro  City. 

The  form  of  proposal  transmitted  with  the  iucjuiry,  pro- 
vides for  the  tender  of  bids  for  the  ViU-ions  kiiuls  of  work, 
both  in  the  districts  separately  and  in  the  City  at  large, 
thus : 

Eirst  District.      (Describing  it  by  boundaries.) 

For  cobble  and  rubble  pavements,  including  all  ditches 
and  trenches  $ ]ier  square  yard. 

For  granite  blocks  on  sand  or  gravel  foundation,  includ- 
ing all  ditches   and   trenches,   $ per 

square  yard. 


For  granite  blocks  on.  cement  concrete  foundation,  in- 

clnding  all  ditches  and  trenches,  $ 

per  square  yard. 

And  so  on  throughout  the  numerous  kinds  of  pavement 
on  which  bids  are  invited.  This  form  of  blank  proposal  is 
repeated  as  to  each  of  the  Six  Districts  into  which  the  City 
is  divided,  and  again  under  the  heading  ''for  the  entire 
City." 

I  see  nothing  in  this  form  of  bid  to  preclude  the  proper 
City  official  from  entering  into  contracts,  either  for  all  the 
work  in  the  City,  for  all  the  work  in  any  district,  or  for 
work  of  a  particular  kind,  either  in  the  whole  City, 
or  in  one  or  more  districts.  Thus  if  one  bidder  were 
a  lower  or  more  responsible  one  for  cobble  and  rubble 
l»avenient,  another  for  vitrified  bricks  or  blocks,  and 
still  another  for  granite  blocks  on  sand  or  gravel  foun- 
dation, the  proposals  seem  sufficiently  elastic  to  permit 
of  the  contracts  being  awarded  to  said  bidders,  each 
for  the  kind  of  work  in  which  he  offers  the  most  advan- 
tageous terms  to  the  City;  or,  if  it  seems  better  to  follow 
the  practice  of  contracting  with  one  bidder  for  all  the 
■work,  either  by  districts  or  as  an  entirety,  this  may  also 
be  done.  The  matter  is  one  which  appeals  entirely  to  the 
discretion  of  the  representative  of  the  City  charged  with 
the  making  of  the  awards.

Dear  Sir: — In  compliance  with  your  request  of  the 
oth  inst..   I  furnish  von  Avitli  the  following  information 


concerning  the  condemnation  of  the  Cheltenham  and  Wil- 
low Grove  Turnpike. 

On  October  16,  1903,  Cornelius  Erbe,  et  al.,  filed  a 
petition  in  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  for  Philadel- 
phia County,  under  the  Act  of  June  2,  1887,  P.  L.,  306, 
to  have  the  road  freed  from  toll,  etc.  A  jury  was  ap- 
pointed on  October  19,  1903,  who  filed  a  report  on  Decem- 
ber 19,  1904,  awarding  $20,000  as  damages.  The  Turn- 
pike Company  on  January  17,  1905,  filed  an  appeal  to 
the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  ISTo.  5,  December  Term,  1904, 
'No.  2,595,  being  dissatisfied  with  the  amount  awarded, 
having  claimed  $208,856.61  for  4.17  miles  of  road  taken, 
together  with  three  bridges  and  three  toll-houses. 

Section  2  of  the  Ordinance  of  March  19,  1894,  page 
56,  granting  permission  to  the  Philadelphia,  Cheltenham 
and  Jenkintown  Pass'r  Railway  Co.,  to  use  electricity  as 
motive  power  on  York  road:  Provided  inter  alia,  That 
the  Company  "when  it  acquires  the  ownership  of  said  road, 
dedicate  the  same  as  a  public  highway." 

A  copy  of  the  agreement  duly  entered  into  on  May  31, 
1894,  and  a  copy  of  the  Bond  of  the  Equitable  Trust  Com- 
pany given  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  covenants, 
are  enclosed  herewith.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  whether 
a  deputy  officer  of  the  Bureau  of  Health  might  be  ap- 
pointed to  go  into  tenement  houses  at  night  to  investigate 
overcrowding  therein,  the  compensation  of  such  officer  to 
be  paid  by  the  Society  to  Protect  Children  from  Cruelty; 
and  furthermore,  that  you  would  be  glad  to  oblige  the  So- 
ciety as  far  as  possible. 

The  proper  course  to  pursue,  under  these  conditions, 
would  be  either  to  have  an  ordinance  enacted  authorizing 
the  method  suggested,  or  to  permit  the  said  Society,  inas- 
much as  it  is  to  bear  the  expense,  to  appoint  its  own 
deputy.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  as  to  the 
legality  of  the  award  of  a  contract  for  carpet  under  speci- 


lications,  which  after  enumerating  the  various  kinds  of 
carpet  upon  Avhich  bifls  were  invited,  including  the  mak- 
ing, laying  and  lining  thereof,  stated  that  "all  w^ork  men- 
tioned in  the  above  speciications  (is)  to  be  awarded  to 
one  contractor." 

It  appears  that  after  the  receipt  of  the  proposals,  one 
contract  was  awarded  to  Ellis  A.  Gimbel,  for  furnishing 
Brussels  carj^et  at  $1.07^,  and  border  at  $1  per  yard,  and 
another  contract  to  John  Wanamaker,  for  furnishing  Rox- 
bury  Tapestry  carpet  at  .74fc.  per  yard,  and  border  at 
.684c  i^er  yard,  wdiereupon  Mr.  Gimbel  protests,  stating 
that  his  bid  was  based  upon  the  clause  that  all  work  was 
to  be  awarded  to  one  bidder. 

The  word  "work"  as  used  in  the  specifications  is  am- 
biguous, as  literally  the  work  in  contemplation  w^as  mak- 
ing, laying  and  lining  of  the  carpets,  necessary  to  putting 
the  carpets  themselves  into  practical  use.  The  bids  were 
invited  for  carpets,  which  included  impliedly  the  making, 
laying  and  lining. 

If  by  your  inquiry  you  mean  to  ask  whether  the  speci- 
fications were  legal  in  the  sense  that  Mr.  Gimbel  can  now 
he  held  bound  by  his  bid,  I  think  he  may  rightly  claim  that 
the  fair  understanding  of  the  specifications  indicates  that 
the  contract  was  to  be  for  all  of  the  carpets  or  none,  and 
that  therefore  if  he  does  not  wish  to  enter  into  a  contract 
for  a  part  thereof  only,  he  cannot  be  compelled  to  do  so ;  on 
the  other  hand,  the  mere  aAvard  of  a  contract  does  not 
m.ake  it  binding  upon  the  City,  and  he  cannot  insist  that 
the  City  contract  with  him  for  all  or  any  part  of  the 
carpet  in  question. 

The  Board  of  Education  thereupon,  will  have  the  right 
to  re-advertise  for  other  bids,  and  in  such  case  it  may 
either  repeat  the  condition  that  the  award  will  be  made 
to  one  contractor,  or  may  omit  it,  as  the  said  Board  may 
deem  best.

Dkak  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  whether 
il  would  be  lawful  for  the  Board  of  Education  to  exchange 
certain  old  type-writing  machines  with  the  Remington 
1'ype-writer  Company  for  a  number  of  new  ones. 

By  statute,  municipal  corporations,  or  departments 
thereof,  are  required  to  advertise  for  bids  for  the  furnish- 
ing of  articles  which  it  is  desired  to  purchase  and  to  award 
the  contract  for  the  same  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder, 
though  no  such  requirement  is  attached  to  the  sale  by  such 
corporations  of  discarded  articles. 

But  the  Supreme  Court  has  decided  in  the  case  of  Silsby 
Manufacturing  Co.  vs.  xVllentown,  153  Pa.,  319,  that  when 
any  article  is  to  bo  furnished,  which  can  be  had  only  from 
one  source,  as  for  instance,  where  it  is  controlled  by  letters 
patent  and  vended  only  by  the  patentee,  the  statutory  re- 
quirement for  advertising  and  bidding  does  not  apply. 

Assuming  that  the  Board  of  Public  Education  wishes 
to  procure  machines  of  the  Remington  make  and  no  other, 
and  that  the  Remington  Company  is  the  only  party  sup- 
plying them,  I  think  the  subject  would  be  governed  by  the 
foregoing  decision  and  that  it  would  be  entirely  valid  and 
proper  to  make  an  agreement  with  that  Company  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  suggestions  of  your  letter,  and  without 
previous  advertising  and  bidding.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  January  31,  in  which 
you  ask  for  an  opinion  concerning  the  power  of  the  Bureau

of   Health    to   sell    animals   seized    in    the   abatement   o£ 
nuisances. 

In  reply  I  would  say  that  this  question  is  governed  by 
the  Act  of  April  5,  l'849,  P.  L.,  346,  Section  3,  which 
provides,  as  follows : 

"Whenever  any  nuisance  shall  be  found  anywhere 
within  the  juridiction  of  the  Board  of  Health,  by 
reason  of  the  keeping  of  hogs  or  other  animals,  the 
Board  of  Health,  in  addition  to  their  power  of  de- 
stroying the  pens  or  other  inclosui-es  containing  such 
animals,  or  of  otherwise  abating  and  removing  such 
nuisance,  be  and  they  are  herebj^  empowered  to  seize 
such  animals,  and  deliver  them  over  as  forfeited  to 
'The  Guardians  for  the  reli'ef  and  employment  of  the 
poor  of  the   City  of  Philadelphia,   the  District   of 
Southwark  and  the  Townships  of  the  Northern  Liber- 
ties and  Penn,'  for  the  use  of  said  poor,  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  Guardians  of  the  Poor,  on  notice 
from  the  Board  of  Health,  to  receive  the  said  animals, 
and  pay  the  expense  of  their  removal." 
As  the  Bureau  of  Health  and  the  Guardians  for  the  Ile- 
lief  and  Employment  of  the  Poor  of  Philadelphia,   are 
now  under  the  control  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health 
and  Charities,  animals  seized  under  the  above  section  be- 
come the  property  of  that  Department  and  may  be  dealt 
with  as  it  deems  best.

Deab  Sir: — In  rej)ly  to  your  communication  under 
date  of  Saturday,  received  this  morning,  my  opinion  is 
that  so  far  as  police  officers  are  concerned,  the  only  change 
made  by  the  Act  of  February  15,  1906,  in  the  law  as  it 
now  exists,  is  that  officers  of  the  Bureau  of  Police  are 
obliged  to  remain  fifty  feet  distant  from  the  polling  places, 
except  when  required  to  make  lawful  arrests,  or  for  the 
preservation  of  order.  In  the  discharge  of  such  duties, 
they  may  approach  as  near  to  the  polling  places  as  may 
be  necessary,  or  enter  the  same,  if  required  so  to  do  in 
the  performance  of  these  duties.  ]^o  other  change  is  made 
by  the  said  Act  regarding  their  duties  in  connection  with 
elections,  and  which  remain  as  heretofore  prescribed  and 
defined,  by  the  existing  laws  of  this  Commonwealth.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  your  letter  of  February  9,  concern- 
ing rental  of  property  on  Seventy-second  street,  between 
Saybrook  and  Paschall  avenues.  There  are  two  small 
houses  more  than  half  of  which  is  in  the  bed  of  Seventy- 
second  street.  It  is  stated  in  your  communication,  that 
Thomas  B.  Kershaw,  who  has  been  awarded  and  paid 
damages  for  the  opening  of  the  street,  is  still  renting  these 
premises  and  collecting  rent. 

The  City  is  entitled  to  recover  from  Mr.  Kershaw  a 
proportionate  share  of  the  rental,  as  money  had  and  re- 
ceived to  and  for  the  use  of  the  Gity.  The  City  may  also, 
if  it  chooses,  sue  the  individuals  who  have  been  using  these 
houses,  for  the  use  and  occupation  of  the  portion  lying 
within  the  street.  It  is  possible  the  tenants  could  not  re- 
spond in  damages. 

If  the  owner  refuses  to  pay, the  proportionate  share  to 
the  City,  I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  the  most  effect- 
ive way  of  settling  the  matter  is  to  threaten  to  tear  down 
that  portion  of  the  houses  that  lies  within  the  bed  of  the 
street.  This  will  render  the  remaining  portions  untenant- 
able, except  at  the  cost  of  expenditure  for  making  new 
fronts,  a  cost  for  which  Mr.  Kershaw  has  already  been 
given  damages.

claimed  by  him  or  any  part  thereof.  Therefore,  the  only 
action  your  Department  would  be  justified  in  taking  is  to 
refuse  to  pay  the  bill  which  Mr.  O'ltourke  has  j)resented.

Dear  Sir  : — The  communication  of  George  S.  Webster, 
Chief  Engineer,  dated  February  21,  in  reference  to  the 
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contract  with  J.  H.  Loucheim  to  construct  a  branch  sewer 
in  Angora  avenue,  from  Thomas  avenue  to  Fifty-seventh 
street,  has  been  received. 

It  appears  that  the  sewer  was  actually  constructed  or 
completed  on  ISTovembcr  28  last,  except  some  filling  in  over 
the  sewer  where  it  crossed  a  ravine.  This  work  seems  to 
be  delayed  because  of  a  dispute  between  the  City  and 
the  contractor  as  to  whether  the  contractor  was  required, 
under  his  contract,  to  do  the  filling. 

The  contract  required  the  contractor  to  take  assessment 
bills  to  the  amount  of  $5,086  and  to  be  paid  cash  not  ex- 
ceeding $5, GOO.  He  has  received  in  cash  $2,812.69,  leav- 
ing still  due  $2,787.31.  If  the  amount  of  cash  retained 
i?  sufficient  to  secure  the  City,  if  the  contractor  refuse  to 
do  the  filling  and  the  City  is  required  to  do  it,  then  I  would 
advise  that  the  assessment  bills  be  paid  to  the  contractor. 
The  City  should  not  take  the  chances  after  the  six  months 
from  the  completion  of  the  work  had  expired,  that  it  may 
be  determined  that  the  contractor  was  not  required  to  do 
this  filling,  and  that  therefore  he  had  completed  his  con- 
tract; In  that  event  the  City  would  probably  be  liable  to 
the  contractor  for  the  amount  of  the  assessment  bills  which 
had  not  been  turned  over  to  him  in  time  to  file  a  l.j?n. 
AVhere  the  sewer  is  practically  completed  as  a  server,  it 
is  just  as  well  to  treat  it  so  and  deliver  to  the  contractor 
the  assessment  bills,  if  the  City  retains  enough  either  in 
assessment  bills  or  cash,  to  cover  the  cost  of  doing  any  ap- 
purtenant work  which  is  in  dispute. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  assessment  bills  in  this  matter 
be  delivered  to  the  contractor,  his  receipt  being  taken  for 
the  same,  with  the  distinct  understanding  as  set  forth  in 
that  receipt,  that  he  is  not  thereby  relieved  from  doing 
the  filling  which  is  in  dispute,  or  paying  the  cost  thereof, 
if  the  City  is  compelled  to  do  it. 

As  to  the  completion  of  the  sewer,  it  would  be  proper 
under  the  circumstances,  to  certify  that  it  was  completed 
ISTovember  28,  or  thereabouts.  If  completed  iSTovember  28, 
as  the  contractor  is  required  to  give  thirty  days  notice  be- 
fore filing  a  lien,  and  as  the  six  months  will  expire  May 
28,  it  is  important  that  the  assessment  bills  should  he  de- 
livered to  the  contractor  as  speedily  as  possible.     I  advise 
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you  to  turn  over  the  assessment  bills  on  the  assumption 
that  you  will  retain  enough  cash  to  pay  the  cost  of  the 
filling  which  is  in  dispute,  if  the  contractor  does  not  do  it. 
If  you  have  not  enough  cash,  retain  assessment  bills  suffi- 
cient for  that  purpose,  and  file  them  as  liens  in  the  name 
of  the  City,  if  the  dispute  be  not  settled  before  the  six 
months  expire.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  comumnication  from 
the  Cliicf  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  duly  approved  by 
you,  inquiring  as  to  the  liability  of  the  City  and  of  the 
Philadelphia  &  Reading  Kailway  Company  respectively, 
for  the  expense  of  repairing  ventilating  openings  in  the 
Subway  constructed  under  the  Ordinance  of  March  17, 
1894.  It  appears  therefrom  that  the  surface  of  the  high- 
way is  pierced  at  a  number  of  points  with  such  ventilating 
openings,  the  supjiort  of  the  street  at  these  points  being 
steel  girders  covered  with  fire  proofing  materials ;  that  the 
openings  were  insisted  upon  by  the  Reading  Railway 
Company,  as  necessary  to  the  proper  operation  of  the 
tunnel;  that  since  the  construction  thereof  certain  repairs 
have  been  required  on  account  of  the  deterioration  of  the 
metal  work  supporting  the  street,  and  which  I  understand 
to  be  wholly  within  the  tunnel  and  not  u]ion  the  street 
surface.  Demand  having  been  made  upon  the  City  by  the 
Railway  Company  to  make  these  repairs,  the  Chief  En- 
gineer of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  states  that  ''The  position 
of  the  Department  and  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  in  this  mat- 
ter has  been,  that  as  the  tunnel  section  is  being  used  ex- 
clusively by  the  Railway  Company,  the  matter  of  main- 
tenance of  plastering  around  the  ventilating  openings  in 
the  tunnel,  aud  repairs  to  the  metal  work  supporting  the 
street,  Avould  fall  upon  the  Railway  Compan}' ;  while  the 
City  would  be  responsible  only  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
street  and  underground  structures.  The  maintenance  of 
the  bridges  over  the  Subway  would  also  fall  upon  the  City. 
This  position  was  taken  in  view  of  a  tacit  understanding 
in  connection  with  the  maintenance  of  bridges  built  by  the 
City,  or  by  the  City  in  conjunction  with  the  Railroad 
Companies." 

The  ordinance  contains  no  provision  upon  this  subject, 
but  from  its  general  intendment,  and  in  view  of  the  pur- 
pose with  which  such  ventilating  openings  were  made,  I 
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think  the  position  of  the  Department  of  the  Bureau  of 
Surveys  upon  the  question  is  substantially  correct,  and 
that  the  expense  of  such  repairs  should  be  borne  by  the 
Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway  Company  and  not  by 
the  City.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receij^t  of  a  communication  from 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  enclosing  copy  of 
letter  from  the  Special  Agent  of  the  Philadelphia  Rapid 
Transit  Company,  who  complains  that  plumbers  obtaining 
permits  from  the  Bureau  of  Highways  to  make  openings 
in  the  street,  destroy  property  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Com- 
pany by  removing  ties,  etc.,  and  asking  what  protection 
is  afforded  persons  whose  property  is  thus  interfered  with. 

In  reply  1  would  say  that  the  matter  is  one  between  the 
plumbers  who  may  be  iii  fault  and  those  whose  property 
is;  injured.  The  permit  of  the  City  simply  authorizes  the 
plumber  to  open  the  streets  of  the  City,  but  does  not 
guarantee  his  proper  conduct  while  doing  the  work  which 
makes  it  necessary  to  obtain  such  permit.  Xo  provision. 
exists,  so  far  as  I  am  aware,  by  which  the  City  undertakes 
iv  prevent  the  acts  com])lained  of  or  any  similar  improper 
actions  upon  the  part  of  ]ilumbers.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry,  whether 
the  construction  of  a  bridge  by  the  Phikidelphia  &  Head- 
ing Railway  Company  across  Delaware  avenue,  between 
Willow  and  ISToble  street,  under  Ordinance  of  December 
28,  1903,  of  a  height  on  the  underside  of  16  feet  and  on 
the  upper  side  of  38  feet  will  conflict  with  the  proviso  to 
said  ordinance  to  the  effect  that  ''in  case  of  the  erection 
of  an  elevated  railroad  on  said  Delaware  avenue,  the 
bridge  herein  authorized  to  be  built  shall  be  maintained 
and  operated  in  such  a  manner  as  to  allow  the  placing  of 
said  elevated  structure,  at  no  greater  elevation  than  34 
feet  from  the  tops  of  the  tracks  on  said  Delaware  avenue." 

It  would  seem  to  this  Department  that  until  the  elevated 
road  mentioned  in  the  proviso  shall  be  constructed,  a 
bridge  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway  Company 
of  the  height  above  mentioned  could  not  interfere  there- 
with, if  said  Company  will  agree  to  lower  the  bridge  4  feet 
or  more,  whenever  said  elevated  road  shall  be  built.

Dear  Sir: — I  aui  in  receijit  of  your  communication 
of  February  20,  requesting  on  behalf  of  the  Committee 
en  Elementary  Schools,  the  opinion  of  this  Department 
in  response  to  the  following  inquiries: 
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1.  "If,  by  direction  of  a  Medical  Inspector  of  the 
Bureau  of  Health  a  child  is  excluded  from  attendance 
at  school  until  it  procures  glasses  needed  to  correct 
defective  vision,  and  the  parents  or  guardian  of  such 
child,  refuse  to  procure  such  glasses  or  to  permit 
them  to  be  worn  by  the  child,  is  the  exclusion  from 
attendance,  for  such  reason,  to  continue  indefinitely ; 
or  can  the  proper  Committee  or  officer  of  the  Board 
of  Public  Education  direct  that  the  child  shall  return 
to  school?" 

2.  "In  a  case  where  glasses,  to  correct  defective 
vision,  have  been  prescribed  by  a  Medical  Inspector 
of  the  Bureau  of  Health,  for  a  child  who  is  directed 
not  to  return  to  school  until  the  glassess  have  been 
procured,  and  the  parent  or  guardian  of  the  child  re- 
fuses to  procure  them,  or  to  allow  them  to  be  worn, 
can  the  proper  Committee  or  officer  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Education  take  any  legal  step  for  the  purpose 
of  compelling  the  parent  or  guardian  to  comply  with 
the  direction  of  the  Medical  Inspector  ?" 

3.  "Can  any  legal  step  be  taken  for  the  purpose 
of  compelling  a  joarent  or  guardian  to  comply  with 
the  direction  of  a  Medical  Inspector  for  the  vaccina- 
tion of  a  child  in  attendance  at  a  school  ?" 

1.  Section  1  of  the  Act  of  June  11,  1901,  provides  that 
every  parent,  guardian,  &c.,  having  control  and  charge  of 
children  between  certain  ages,  shall  be  required  to  send 
such  children  to  school,  unless  they  shall  be  excused  by  the 
proper  school  authority,  upon  satisfactory  evidence  that 
they  are  prevented  from  attendance  by  mental,  physical 
or  other  urgent  reasons.  This  would  seem  to  place  the  re- 
sponsibility upon  the  Board  of  Public  Education  (being 
the  proper  school  authority  in  this  City),  to  finally  deter- 
mine whethere  defective  vision  presents  satisfactory  excuse 
for  non-attendance  for  physical  reasons. 

2  and  3.  I  would  suggest  that  proceedings  be  taken 
under  the  foregoing  Act  compelling  the  attendance  of  all 
children  at  public  schools,  and  holding  parents,  &c.,  re- 
sponsible for  the  prevention  of  such  attendance,  should 
such  parents  neglect  or  refuse  to  have  the  children  under 
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their  care  vaccinated,  or  provided  with  glassess,  so  that 
they  may  ^^I'operly  be  admitted  to  the  schools.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  request  for  an  opin- 
ion upon  the  question  whether  Undertakers  may  be  prose- 
cuted for  violating  the  rules  adopted  by  the  Bureau  of 
Health  under  the  Act  of  IS 95,  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  nothing  appears  in  the  regulations  adopted,  printed 
and  published  under  authority  of  the  Act  of  April  20, 
1905,  in  regard  to  the  duties  of  Undertakers. 

The  Act  of  1895  is  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the 
more  effectual  protection  of  the  public  health  in  the  sev- 
eral municipalities  of  this  Commonwealth."  Sections  4, 
5,  6,  7,  8,  and  9  of  that  Act  relate  to  the  burial  and  care 
of  the  bodies  of  persons  from  various  enumerated  infee- 
tious  or  contagious  diseases,  from  the  time  of  their  death 
until  they  shall  be  interred,  and  including  the  obligations 
and  duties  of  Undertakers  in  such  cases.  The  proviso  to 
the  4th  section  of  that  Act  authorizes  the  health  authori- 
ties in  any  municipality  to  adopt  more  stringent  rules  and 
regulations  than  are  therein  provided  for  the  disinfection, 
preparation  and  burial  of  the  bodies  of  persons  who  may 
have  died  from  any  of  said  diseases  and  in  various  por- 
tions of  the  Act  the  local  authorities  are  given  the  power 
to  establish  rules  and  regulations  in  addition  to  or  in  lieu 
of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  itself.  Section  21  provides  a 
penalty  for  any  violation  of  the  statute. 

I  understand  from  your  communication  that  in  pur- 
suance of  said  Act  certain  regulations  were  adopted  cover- 
ing, among  other  subjects,  the  duties  of  Undertakers  in 
cases  of  death  from  infectious  and  contagious  diseases. 
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The  Act  of  April  20,  1905,  relates  to  cities  of  the  first 
class,  and  not  to  ninnicipalities  generally,  as  did  the  Act 
of  1895.  It  authorizes  the  Department  of  Health  in  such 
cities  to  establish  rules  and  regulations  relative  to  the  dis- 
eases enumerated  in  the  Act  of  1895,  and  various  others. 
It  is  provided  in  Section  2,  that  said  rules  and  regulations 
shall  cover  and  include  among  other  subjects,  the  care  and 
burial  of  persons  who  may  have  died  from  any  of  said  dis- 
eases, and  the  disinfection  of  conveyances  used  for  the 
burial  of  such  persons.  Section  3  requires  that  all  rules 
and  regulations,  and  all  changes  and  amendments  when 
adopted,  shall  be  printed  and  distributed  for  public  use, 
and  that  copies  shall  be  furnished  to  educational  insti- 
tutions and  to  all  physicians  and  undertakers  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  health  authorities  promulgating  the 
same.    No  penalty  is  provided  for  the  violation  of  this  Act. 

I  do  not  think  that  your  adoption  of  the  various  rules 
and  regulations  under  the  Act  of  1905  can  properly  be 
construed  as  a  repeal  of  rules  and  regulations  established 
under  the  Act  of  1895,  upon  subjects  not  touched  upon  in 
the  first  mentioned  set  of  rules  and  regulations ;  and  I 
would  therefore  say  that  the  rules  framed  under  the  Act 
of  1895  upon  the  duties  of  Undertakers  in  cases  of  death 
from  infectious  diseases,  remain  in  force  and  unimpaired : 
and  therefore,  prosecutions  can  be  sustained  for  violations 
of  «uch  rules  and  regulations,  which  in  eft'ect,  are  adopted 
by  and  virtually  made  a  part  of  the  Act  of  1895.  Since, 
however,  the  iVct  of  1905  provides  that  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations which  may  be  adopted  upon  the  subjects  covered 
by  that  Act  shall  be  published  and  copies  thereof  sent  to 
Undertakers,  etc.,  I  may  be  pardoned  for  suggesting,  that 
what  you  term  an  oversight  of  the  Bureau  of  Health  in 
not  re-enacting  such  rules,  should  be  corrected  as  speedily 
as  may  be  convenient,  and  that  when  so  re-enacted,  and 
published,  copies  thereof  should  be  sent  to  Undertakers 
and  others  affected,  in  order  that  all  possible  excuse  for 
the  violation  of  the  rules  of  the  Bureau  may  be  avoided, 
and  that  no  one  may  be  innocently  misled.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  comiiumication  from 
the  Assistant  City  Treasurer,  inquiring  whether  the  pay- 
ment of  expert  services  rendered  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
and  road  jurors'  ft^es,  in  the  matter  of  the  opening  of  the 
Boulevarcl,  from  Broad  street  to  Second  street,  may  prop- 
erly 1)0  paid  out  of  the  sum  of  $500,000  transferred  to 
your  Department  (Item  10,  1905),  under  Ordinance  ap- 
proved December  17,  IDOi,  which  authorizes  the  appro- 
priation of  snch  fund  "for  the  purpose  of  paying  man- 
damuses for  the  opening  of  the  Boulveard,  from  Broad  to 
Second  street." 

As  you  have  already  been  advised  by  this  Department, 
said  fund  may  be  used  "for  the  purpose  of  paying  land 
damages  and  the  expenses  attendant  thereto,  arising  out 
of  the  improvement  and  construction  of  said  Boulevard." 

I  think  that  the  payment  for  expert  services  and  road 
jurors'  fees,  concerning  which  you  inquire,  may  safely  be 
regarded  as  a  ])art  of  such  attendant  expense,  and  that 
they  may  therefore  be  paid  out  of  this  fund.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  an  inquiry  from  Mr. 
Acker,  your  predecessor,  as  to  water  rent  upon  premises 
JSTos.  801  to  819  Arch  street,  enclosing  a  communication 
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from  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Water  upon  the  subject. 
From  this  it  appears  that  the  properties  in  question  were 
formerly  occupied  by  Messrs.  Marks  Brothers  as  a  whole, 
and  have  been  supplied  with  water  through  two  attach- 
ments severally  upon  Eighth  street  and  Arch  street;  prem- 
ises iN'os.  801,  803,  805  and  807  being  supplied  from  the 
Eighth  street  attachment;  premises  I^os.  809,  811  and  813 
being  supplied  from  the  Arch  street  connection,  and  JSTos. 
815,  817  and  819  not  being  supplied  at  all,  or  securing 
their  supply  during  the  occupancy  of  the  premises,  from 
both  sources. 

Supplemented  by  oral  communication  from  the"  Assist- 
ant to  th-e  Chief  of  the  Water  Bureau,  I  am  advised  fur- 
ther that  the  charges  in  question  amount  to  $267.74,  made 
up  as  follows: — 

Minimum  charge,  Eighth  street  connection,  3 

quarters,  1904 $15.00 

Consumption  Eighth  street  connection,  1905,     112.74 


$127.74 
Minimum  charge,  Arch  street  connection  7 

quarters,  1904,  1905, 140.00

It  appears  that  no  notice  has  been  given  to  your  depart- 
ment of  the  severance  of  these  properties,  which,  however, 
have  actually  been  separate  during  the  greater  part,  if 
not  all,  of  the  time  for  which  such  water  charges  have  been 
running;  also  that  out  of  the  proceeds  of  a  Sheriff's  sale 
thereof  after  the  occupancy  of  the  Messrs.  Marks  had 
ceased,  there  has  been  paid  to  the  City  through  the  Re- 
ceiver of  Taxes  all  arrears  of  %vater  rent  to  the  31st  of 
March,  1904. 

The  opinion  of  this  department  is  desired,  first,  whether 
the  sum  of  $127.74  shoidd  be  accepted  from  the  owner  of 
properties  Xos.  801,  803,  805  and  807  Arch  street,  being 
the  amount  of  the  minimum  and  measured  consumption, 
from  the  connection  on  Eighth  street  supplying  said  prop- 
erties, or  whether  each  of  the  properties  from  Nos.  801 
to  819  Arch  street  should  be  held  for  all  of  the  charges 
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upon  both  connections ;  and  second,  whether  premises  iSTo. 
817  Arch  street,  which  have  been  sold,  should  be  released 
from  the  chare;e  for  Avater  rent  without  any  payment  there- 
for, it  being  alleged  that  said  premises  have  not  used  water 
or  had  connections  therein  during  the  entire  period  in 
question. 

Since  the  tAvo  connections  are  wholly  separate  and  dis- 
tinct and  are  supplied  with  meters  which  measured  the 
consumption,  or  fixed  the  minimum  charge  upon  each  with- 
out reference  to  the  other ;  and  since,  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
premises  jSFos.  801  to  807  Arch  street  have  been  supplied 
alone  from  the  Eighth  street  connection,  of  which  fact 
sufficient  notice  may,  perhaps,  be  considered  to  have  been 
given  to  the  City  through  its  acceptance  of  the  arrears  of 
Avater  rent  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Sheriff's  sale,  there 
would  be  no  impropriety  in  accepting  the  sum  of  »$127.74 
from  the  oAVner  of  said  properties  in  full  payment  for  the 
water  charges  against  the  same,  leaving  a  further  sum  of 
$140.00  as  a  charge  against  the  remaining  properties. 

AnsAvering  your  second  question,  the  premises  ]^o.  817 
Arch  street  should  not  be  released  from  the  charge  of 
$11-0.00,  unless  said  charge  shall  be  paid  by  the  OAvners  of 
some  of  said  properties  Xos.  813  to  819  Arch  street;  this 
is  because  no  notice  of  an  intent  to  discontinue  the  use  of 
water,  or  that  the  appliances  therefor  AA'ould  be  removed, 
lias  ever  been  given  to  the  Water  Bureau,  as  required  by 
Ordinance  of  June  1,  1871,  AA^hich  fixes  ISTovember  30th  of 
the  preceding  year  as  the  latest  time  at  which  such  notice 
must  be  given.  Upon  this  point  see  the  opinion  of  my 
predecessor,  the  Hon.  Charles  F.  WarAviek,  (Opinions  of 
Oity  Solicitor,  1886,  page  (>1)  in  Avhich  opinion  I  concur.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receij^t  of  a  comnmnication  from 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  duly  approved  by 
you,  enclosing  copy  of  an  application  from  the  Auto  Tran- 
sit Company  of  Philadelphia,  for  a  license  for  an  omnibus 
not  to  be  propelled  by  horses,  but  constructed  as  an  auto- 
mobile, concerning  which  inquiry  is  made  whether  an  au- 
tomobile omnibus  may  be  licensed  under  the  Ordinance 
of  March  7,  1893,  page  IG  ;  or  whether  that  ordinance  ap- 
plies solely  to  omnibuses  drawn  l)y  horses. 

The  ordinance  in  question  is  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to 
regulate  the  running  of  omnibuses  in  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia and  providing  for  licensing  the  same."  It  nowdiere 
appears  in  said  ordinance  that  omnibuses  to  be  licensed 
thereunder  are  confined  to  those  drawn  by  horses,  except 
that  in  the  first  section  it  is  provided  that  the  applicant 
shall  state,  among  other  things,  "the  number  of  horses  re- 
quired to  draw  such  vehicle." 

While  it  is  probably  true  that  wdien  this  ordinance  was 
passed,  omnibuses  were  commonly,  if  not  solely  drawn  by 
horses,  yet  I  do  not  think  that  the  general  language  of 
the  ordinance  is  to  be  so  narrowed  as  to  apply  to  such  om- 
nibuses alone,  and  I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  omni- 
buses may  be  licensed,  though  not  depending  upon  horse' 
power  for  their  propulsion,  if  in  other  respects  the  pro- 
vn'sions  of  the  ordinance  shall  be  complied  with.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication 
enclosing  letter  to  yourself  from  Mrs.  A.  11.  Ramsey,  pro- 
bation officer,  who  suggests  that  when  the  House  of  Deten- 
tion shall  be  removed  to  Fifteenth  and  Arch  street,  it  be 
wade  a  station  house,  and  that  a  Magistrate  he  appointed 
to  hold  the  hearings  there  of  all  children  under  arrest. 
She  sets  forth  the  advantages  to  be  expected  from  following 
this  course,  and  you  inquire  what  duty,  if  any,  your  De- 
partment is  under  in  the  premises. 

The  Ordinance  of  JSTovember  15,  1855,  provides  that 
there  shall  be  one  station  house  in  each  Ward  to  be  lo- 
cated by  the  ]\Iayor,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  Councils, 
for  the  use  of  the  police  and  the  temporary  detention  of 
persons  arrested  or  charged  with  offences  against  the  law. 

By  the  operation  of  the  Bullitt  Bill  and  the  ordinance 
to  carry  that  Bill  into  effect,  the  Director  of  Public  Safety 
is  substituted  in  place  of  the  Maj^or,  as  the  officer,  who, 
in  conjunction  with  Councils,  is  authorized  to  locate  sta- 
tion houses. 

By  Act  of  February  5,  1875,  Sec.  16,  P.  L.,  65,  pro- 
vision is  made  for  the  assigTiment  of  committing  Magis- 
trates at  the  various  police  stations. 

From  the  foregoing  it  would  appear  that  while  your  De- 
partment is  not  charged  under  the  law  with  the  duty  of 
establishing  a  station  house  at  the  place  designated,  as  sug- 
gested by  your  query,  nevertheless,  it  is  within  your  power 
to  do  so,  if  the  reasons  set  forth  by  ^Frs.  Pamsey  commend 
themselves  to  you,  and  if  Councils  shall  consent  thereto.

Deak  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry,  whether 
your  Departnio'it  has  authority  to  issue  and  enforce  regu- 
lations of  a  kind  similar  to  those  established  by  the  Board 
of  Health  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  a  copy  of  which  you  enclose ; 
and  in  case  such  rules  are  formulated,  what  penalty,  if 
any,  may  be  enforced  should  they  be  disobeyed.  The  rules 
to  which  you  refer  provide  for  the  regulation  of  public 
conveyances,  and  spitting  in  public  places. 

In  regard  to  public  conveyances  the  rules  sent  me  apply 
to  the  subjects  of  cleansing  the  same,  the  number  of  closed 
cars  to  be  provided,  ventilation,  the  number  of  persons 
v.'hich  transit  companies  shall  be  allowed  to  carry  in  addi- 
tion to  those  for  which  the  cars  have  seating  capacity,  and 
the  carrying  of  noisome  and  filthy  substances. 

Under  the  title  "spitting"  a  series  of  regulations  is 
provided  to  prevent  expectoration  in  public  places,  regula- 
ting the  number  of  spittoons  which  must  be  furnished,  and 
when  and  where  non-absorbent  receptacles  must  be  placed, 
&c. 

Under  our  system  of  municipal  government,  I  think  the 
majority  of  these  matters  pertain  to  the  legislative  author- 
ities, to  wit :  the  Councils  of  the  City,  who  are  authorized 
to  provide  by  ordinance,  regulations  of  the  character  in 
question.  The  function  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Plealth  and  Charities,  like  all  other  executive  branches  of 
the  City  government,  is  to  carry  the  ordinances  of  Coun- 
cils into  effect.  'No  power  seems  to  have  been  lodged  in 
such  departments  to  enforce  its  regulations  by  penalty. 
Councils  have  already  provided  a  penalty  for  spitting  in 
public  places.  (Ord.  March  9,  1903,  Ordinances  1903, 
p.  31.)  As  to  public  convevances.  Councils  alone  may 
legislate  regarding  overcrowding,  deficient  seating  capa- 
city, (Src.  The  Bureau  of  Health  has  power  to  make  inci- 
dental regulations  in  regard  to  matters  which  affect  the 
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public  health ;  may  declare  any  act  which  has  a  deleterious 
effect  thereon,  to  be  public  nuisances,  and  may  require  the 
abatement  thereof,  but  has  not  the  independent  power  to 
fix  penalties  for  the  carrying  of  its  mandates  into  effect. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  best  practical  course  to  be 
followed  would  be  to  formulate  ordinances  which  should 
be  presented  to  Councils  and  passed  by  those  bodies  if  they 
meet  with  the  ap^Droval  of  the  members  thereof.

Dear  Sir  : — From  several  papers  submitted  to  me  by 
your  Honor  this  morning  it  appears  that  the  Market  Street 
Elevated  Railway  Company  has  determined  to  abandon 
certain  portions  of  its  road,  rights  and  franchises,  which  by 
its  charter  and  ordinances  of  Councils  it  was  possessed, 
relating  to  certain  streets,  and  which  are  described  in  de- 
tail in  paragraphs  lettered  a,  b,  c,  d,  e,  in  a  certain  docu- 
ment designated  "Resolution  passed  by  Board  of  Directors 
of  Market  Street  Elevated  Railway,"  bearing  date  March 
22,  1906,  under  seal  of  said  Company  and  signature  of  the 
Secretary  thereof,  and  which  is  herewith  enclosed. 

Under  the  Act  of  March  25,  1903,  P.  L.  52,  such  aban- 
donment can  be  effected  by  appropriate  action  of  the 
Board  of  Directors,  with  the  approval  of  a  majority  of 
its  stockholders  after  thirty  days  notice,  and  the  filing  of 
notice  of  said  action  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Common- 
wealth, and  upon  the  consent  of  City  Councils  to  the  same. 

It  appears  also  in  conformity  with  the  said  Act  that  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  said  Market  Street  Elevated 
Passenger  Railway  Company  has,  by  a  resolution,  aban- 
doned the  said  road,  rights  and  franchises  above  referred 
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to,  and  that  this  action  has  been  approved  by  a  majority  of 
its  stockholders.  This  being  so,  the  said  abandonment 
will  be  completed  when  the  City  consents  thereto. 

A  stockholder  of  the  Philadelphia  Tiapid  Transit  Com- 
pany would  not  have  legal  standing  to  prevent  such  aban- 
donment, simply  because  the  said  Company  is  the  holder 
of  a  majority  of  the  stock  of  the  Market  Street  Elevated 
Passenger  Railway  Company,  for  the  reason  that  the  said 
holder  of  the  stock  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Company  is  not 
necessarily  a  stockholder  of  the  Market  Street  Elevated 
Passenger  Railway  Company ;  and  even  if  he  were,  the 
action  of  the  majority  would  make  it  binding  on  him. 

I  herewith  enclose  the  letter  of  Messrs.  Johnson  &  Bal- 
lard, in  which  they  state  that  the  Market  Street  Elevated 
Passenger  Railway  Comi^any  has  abandoned  those  portions 
of  its  road  hereinbefore  mentioned,  and  further  give  it  as 
their  oj^inion  that  such  abandonment  is  valid  and  effective. 
It  appears  also,  from  this  letter  and  from  the  certified 
copy  of  the  resolution  which  I  herewith  send  you,  that  the 
Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Company  is  the  holder  of 
stock  of  the  Market  Street  Elevated  Passenger  Railway 
Company,  and  that  by  proper  action  it  authorized  and  em- 
jiowered  Charles  O.  Kruger  to  vote  that  stock,  at  the  meet- 
iing  held  March  22,  1906,  in  the  matter  of  the  abandon- 
ment of  the  portions  of  the  road  of  the  said  Market  Street 
Elevated  Passenger  Railway  Company,  as  hereinbefore 
stated.

articles  so  provided  not  being  furnished  to  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  or  any  department  thereof.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  made  on 
behalf  of  the  Board  of  Inspectors  of  the  Phihidelphia 
County  Prison,  whether  the  Ordinance  of  March  29,  190J:, 
l^roviding  for  the  creation  of  an  Insurance  fund,  etc.,  ap- 
plies to  your  Department,  and  whether  the  five  year  term 
policies  covering  the  Reed  street  and  Holmesburg  Prisons 
should  be  cancelled  and  their  withdrawal  value  paid  to 
the  Sinking  Fund  Commission. 

Section  1  of  the  Ordinance  in  question  provides:  ''That 
all  perpetual  fire  insurance  policies  covering  real  estate 
now  owned  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  having  a 
v/ithdrawal  value,  shall  be  forthwith  cancelled,  and  the 
said  withdrawal  value  of  such  policies  paid  to  the  Sink- 
ing Fund  Commission,  to  be  held  by  said  Commission  as 
hereinafter  directed." 

This,  you  will  notice,  applies  only  to  perpetual  fire  in- 
surance policies,  so  that  the  two  policies  concerning  which 
you  inquire  should  not  be  cancelled  or  paid  into  the  Sink- 
ing Fund. 

Section  2  of  the  Ordinance  provides  that  the  i^ayment  of 
annual  or  other  periodic  premiums,  upon  fire  insurance 
policies  covering  real  and  personal  property,  now  owned  or 
hereafter  to  be  owned  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  or  in 
which  the  City  is  or  shall  be  solely  interested,  shall  be 
discontinued ;  and  such  annual  or  periodic  payment  of 
premiums  shall  be  paid  to  the  Sinking  Fund  Commission. 

The  Holmesburg  Prison  was  conveyed  to  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  by  deed  of  Richard  J.  Dobbins,  etc.,  Decem- 
ber 26,  1884,  recorded  in  Deed  Book  J.  O.  D.,  246,  page 
293.  The  title  to  the  Reed  Street  Prison  vested  in  the 
City  by  virtue  of  the  Consolidation  Act.  Both  of  these 
buildings  are,  therefore,  within  the  language  of  Section  2 
of  the  Ordinance,  as  being  owned  by  the  City  of  Phila- 


delphia.  In  obedience  to  the  ordinance,  therefore,  no  far- 
ther payiuents  of  insurance  premiums  should  be  made  upon 
these  buildings,  but  instead  the  payments  should  be  made 
to  the  Sinking  Fund  Commission. 

You  ask  whether  the  Board  in  making  up  the  estimate 
for  its  next  year's  expenses  shall  insert  the  Item  of  In- 
surance. 

As  I  understand  the  ordinance,  the  same  payments  are 
to  be  made  as  if  it  had  not  been  passed,  except  that  instead 
of  going  to  the  insurance  companies,  the  money  is  dis- 
bursed to  the  Sinking  Fund  Commission.  I  should  sup- 
pose, therefore,  that  no  change  in  the  method  of  making 
up  estimates  would  be  necessary,  though  this  is  largely 
a  matter  of  bookkeeping,  governed  by  the  correct  practice- 
in  such  cases.

Dear  Sir  : — -The  ordinance  before  you  entitled  "An 
Ordinance  supplementary  to  the  ordinance  approved  the 
iirst  day  of  June,  1903,  etc.,"  merely  extends  the  time  of 
the  completion  of  the  route  of  the  Market  Street  Elevated 
Passenger  Railway  Company  from  Sixty-third  and  jMar- 
ket  streets  to  Delaware  avenue  and  South  street,  as  limited 
in  the  ordinance  approved  elune  1,  1903. 

The  ordinance  of  June  1,  1903  required  the  completion 
of  this  route  on  the  first  day  of  June,  1906.  The  sup- 
plementary ordinance  now  before  you  extends  that  time 
until  June  1,  1909,  or  three  years  from  June  1,  190C, 
It  particularly  provides  that  the  time  for  the  commence- 
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nient  or  completion  of  the  work  on  any  of  the  other  routes, 
mentioned  in  the  ordinance  of  June  1,  1903,  shall  not  be 
extended. 

The  second  section  of  the  ordinance  requires  the  Phila- 
delphia Rapid  Transit  Company,  lessee  of  the  Market 
Street  Elevated  Passenger  Railway  Company,  to  pay  to 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  $400,000  on  account  of  the  abol- 
ition of  grade  crossings,  in  consideration  of  this  extension 
of  time. 

jSTo  additional  powers,  franchises  or  privileges  will  be 
conferred  upon  the  Market  Street  Elevated  Passenger 
Railway  Company,  or  the  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit 
Oompany,  its  lessee,  by  this  ordinance  other  than  the  ex- 
tension of  time  for  three  years  for  the  completion  of  the 
subway  on  Market  street.  The  consideration  to  be  paid, 
namely,  $100,000  is  "in  consideration  of  the  extension 
herein  granted." 

This  supplementary  ordinance  adds  nothing  more  to  the 
validity  of  the  franchises  of  the  Market  Street  Elevated 
Passenger  Railway  Company,  or  its  lessee,  than  did  the 
original  ordinance  of  June  1,  1903.  The  City  by  this 
supplementary  ordinance  waives,  in  consideration  of  the 
psijinent  of  $400,000,  its  right  to  forfeit. the  franchises  of 
the  Market  Street  Elevated  Passenger  Railway  Company 
as  to  Market  street,  because  it  was  not  completed  within 
the  time  required  by  the  Ordinance  of  June  1,  1903.

Dear  Sir  : — -I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  March  li, 
relative  to  the  expenses  for  advertising  the  sale  of  lots  dis- 
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posed  of  by  tbo  Park  Ci)imiiissioners  under  authority  of 
Section  13,  of  the  Act  of  April  14,  1868. 

It  appears  that  said  lots  were  sold  for  the  sum  of 
$213,000,  which  sum  has  been  paid  into  the  City  Treas- 
ury, and  a  deed  for  the  lots  has  been  executed  by  the 
]\Jayor,  in  accordance  with  the  ordinance  of  Councils.  The 
cost  of  the  advertisement  for  the  sale  of  the  lots  at  public 
auction  amounted  to  $627.25 ;  that  the  Commissioners  of 
Fairmount  Park  have  no  current  appropriation  in  their 
hands  which  will  permit  the  payment  of  these  bills,  and 
that  the  City  Controller  will  not  countersign  them  as 
charged  against  the  fund  of  $213,000,  proceeds  of  the 
sale,  unless  this  Department  shall  be  of  opinion  that  he 
has  the  right  to  do  so. 

The  Ordinance  of  January  5,  1870,  page  30,  requires 
that  all  leases  or  sales  of  City  property,  shall  be  made  at 
I'ublic  auction  to  the  highest  and  best  bidder,  after  due 
advertisement. 

I  think  that  the  expenses  of  advertising,  in  accordance 

with  the  directions  of  this  ordinance,  are  a  proper  charge 

against  the  fund  realized,  and  that  the  City  Controller 

Mould  be  justified  in  countersigning  said  bills  accordingly.

Dear  Sir: — I  send  you  herewith  a  form  of  contract 
between  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  Joseph  H.  Tisdall, 
for  furnishing  books  and  stationery  to  the  Board  of  Public 
Education,  during  1006.  From  this  it  will  be  seen  the 
form  in  which  contracts  of  the  Board  of  Public  Education 
should,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Department,  be  drawn,  since 
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the  passage  of  the  Act  of  A]3ril  22,  1905,  together  with 
the  form  of  the  incidental  bonds.  This  may  be  followed 
in  all  similar  cases,  both  as  to  the  form  of  contract  and  the 
method  of  signat\ire. 

The  foregoing  is  in  answer  to  the  commnnication  from 
the  Board  of  Pnblic  Edncation,  of  January  15,  1906,  and 
February  6,  of  the  same  year. 

Rehitive  to  your  inquiry  as  to  .the  right  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Education  to  select  sites  for  school  buildings  and 
purchase  the  same,  without  awaiting  the  directions  of  an. 
ordinance  or  ordinances  for  that  purpose  in  each  indivi- 
dual case,  I  would  say  that  the  Act  of  April  22,  1905, 
gives  the  Board  control  over  the  moneys  appropriated. 

The  said  Act  of  1905,  in  Section  9,  provides  that  Coun- 
cils shall  annually  appropriate  a  sum  for  school  purposes, 
which  shall  not  be  less  than  five  mills  on  each  dollar  of  the 
total  assessment  of  real  property  in  said  school  district. 
All  the  money  raised  shall  be  appropriated  by  Councils, 
to  and  for  such  purposes  as  to  them  shall  seem  best,  an'^.' 
said  money  shall  not  be  expended  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Education  for  any  purpose  not  authorized  by  Councils : 
''The  Board  shall  have  complete  power  to  administer  all 
money  or  moneys  appropriated  or  available  for  its  use,  as 
hereinbefore  provided,  and  to  enter  into  and  execute  con- 
tracts, and  for  these  purposes  shall  possess  the  powers  and 
privileges  of  a  corporation  of  the  first  class.  The  title  to 
all  property  now  held  or  that  may  hereafter  be  acquired 
for  school  or  educational  purposes,  in  the  said  school  dis- 
trict of  the  first  class,  shall  be  vested  in  said  City  of  the 
first  class ;  but  all  such  property  shall  be  under  the  exclu- 
sive care  and  control  of  the  Board  of  Public  Education." 

Viewing  the  above  language  of  the  Act  of  Asssembly 
in  connection  with  the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
preceding  it,  the  inference  seems  clear  that  in  the  Board  of 
Public  Education  alone  resides  the  power  to  determine  the 
sites  of  school  houses,  to  purchase  such  sites,  to  erect 
buildings  thereon,  and  for  these  purposes  to  expend  the 
moneys  which  the  Act  makes  it  the  duty  of  Councils  to 
appropriate. 
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I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  a  general  appropria- 
tion made  by  Councils  annually,  or  otherwise,  for  the  pur- 
chase of  school  sites,  is  a  sutficient  warrant  for  the  Board 
of  Public  Education  to  expend  such  appropriation  in  the 
purchase  of  any  particular  site  or  sites,  as  it  may  deem 
best,  without  further  authorization  or  direction  on  the  part 
of  Councils.

Dear  8ri;: — On  February  27  last,  in  answer  to  the  iu- 
<liiiry  of  the  then  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
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Works,  whether  the  construction  of  a  bridge  by  the  Phila- 
delphia &  Reading  Railway  Company,  across  Delaware 
avenne,  under  Ordinance  of  December  28,  1903,  of  a 
height  of  16  feet  on  the  underside  and  38  feet  on  the  upper 
side,  would  conflict  with  the  proviso  of  the  said  ordinance, 
it  was  stated  that  "It  would  seem  to  this  Department  that 
u]itil  the  elevated  railroad  mentioned  in  the  proviso  shall 
be  constructed,  a  bridge  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading 
Railway  Company,  of  the  height  above  mentioned  could 
not  interfere  therewith,  if  said  Company  will  agree  to 
lower  the  bridge  four  feet  or  more  whenever  said  elevated 
railroad  shall  be  built." 

When  the  above  opinion  was  written,  I  was  not  aware 
that  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway  Company  had 
already  tiled  its  agreement  with  the  City,  dated  December 
12,  1905,  in  which,  after  reciting  the  provisions  of  said 
ordinance,  the  Railroad  Company  agi'eed  "to  remove  the 
said  railroad  through  truss  bridge  whenever  required  to  do 
so  by  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  for  that  purpose,  such 
removal  to  be  completed  within  six  (6)  months  from  the 
date  of  the  passage  of  such  ordinance  *  *  *  *  -^ 
and  that  in  case  of  the  erection  of  an  elevated  railroad 
on  said  Delaware  avenue^  the  said  railroad  through  truss 
bridge  authorized  to  be  built,  shall  be  maintained  and 
operated  by  it  in  such  manner  as  to  allow  of  the  placing 
of  said  elevated  structure  at  no  greater  elevation  than 
thirty-four  feet  from  the  top  of  tracks  on  said  Delaware 
avenue." 

In  view  of  such  contract  or  agreement  on  the  jDart  of  the 
Railway  Company,  I  do  not  think  it  necessary  for  it  to 
make  or  file  a  further  agreement  upon  the  subject,  as  the 
one  already  made  sufficiently  answers  the  requirements  of 
the  ordinance.

Dear  Sik: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  coinmiinicatioii  from 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highwa,ys,  relative  to  the  til- 
ling in  of  Ontario  street,  from  Memphis  to  Chatham  street, 
over  a  sewer  which  has  been  constructed  in  said  street,  for 
the  protection  of  said  sewer. 

It  appears  that  the  street  in  question  is  plotted,  but  not 
yet  opened ;  that  a  sewer  has  been  placed  therein  and  that 
it  is  deemed  advisable  to  fill  in  the  street  over  the  sewer 
Avith  earth  to  a  Avidth,  say  of  three  feet  on  either  side  of 
it,  and  up  to  a  depth  of  three  feet  above  the  seAver. 

Inquiry  is  made  whether  your  Department  Avill  be  jus- 
tified in  doing  this  Avork,  notwithstanding  that  the  street 
is  not  a  legally  opened  public  highwaj'. 

Having  placed  the  scAver  in  the  unopened  street,  the  City 
is  at  liberty  to  take  Avhatever  steps  may  be  necessary  to 
complete  and  protect  the  Avork  of  laying  the  sewer,  leaving 
to  the  OAvner  or  oAvners  of  the  bed  of  the  street  such  reme- 
dies as  they  may  see  fit  to  pursue.  I  Avould  therefore  ad- 
vise you  that  your  Department  Avould  be  entirely  justified 
in  doing  the  filling  over  and  around  such  seAver,  if  it  be 
deemed  necessary  or  proper,  for  the  protection  of  the  same, 
or  the  completion  of  the  AA'ork.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  as  to  the 
proper  person  to  employ  an  Architect  to  draAv  plans  and 
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supervise  the  erection  of  the  Hospital  for  the  Indigent, 
the  Philadelphia  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  The  Philadel- 
phia General  Hospital  for  Surgical  and  other  diseases  and 
the  ]\runicipal  Hospital  for  Contagious  Diseases. 

The  Ordinance  of  ]\rarch  21,  1903,  page  45,  authorized 
the  President  of  the  Department  of  Charities  and  Cor- 
rection and  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety,  to  employ  such  Architect,  and  empowered  the 
Mayor  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  Architect  so 
selected. 

By  the  Act  of  April  S,  1903,  P.  L.  155,  the  Department, 
of  Public  Health  and  Charities  is  substituted  for  the  De- 
partment of  Charities  and  Correction,  the  head  of  which 
latter  is  made  a  Director  instead  of  President,  and  the 
Bureau  of  Correction  was  transferred  to  the  Department 
of  Public  Safety;  the  Bureau  of  Health  and  the  Bureau 
of  Charities  being  consolidated  to  make  up  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health  and  Charities. 

From  the  municipal  and  state  legislation  thus  sum- 
marized, I  think  it  clearly  follows  that  the  Architect  for 
the  purposes  aforesaid,  is  to  be  appointed  by  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Charities,  in  con- 
nection with  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety,  and  that  the  contract  with  such  Architect  is  to  be 
countersigned  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  in  accordance  with 
the  direction  of  Section  2  of  the  Ordinance  of  1903.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
April  19th,  inquiring: 

"1.  An  individual  alleging  a  medical  degree  is 
practicing  without  having  passed  the  State  Exami- 
nation and  without  having  registered  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia.  Does  the  prosecution  come  under  this 
Department,  or  should  it  be  conducted  by  the  State 
authorities  ?" 

''2.  An  individual  has  passed  the  State  Exami- 
nation, but  has  failed  to  register  in  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia. Py  whom  should  this  individual  be  prose- 
cuted, and  by  what  legal  procedure  ?" 

''3.  Individuals  without  medical  training  (drug- 
gists, professional  abortionists,  quacks,  etc.)  should 
be  prosecuted  by  what  legal  procedure  ?" 

The  subject  is  governed  by  the  Act  of  May  18,  1893, 
which,  after  providing  for  a  medical  counsel  and  State 
Board  of  Medical  Examiners  and  requiring  that  all  ap- 
plicants for  the  right  to  ])ractice  medicine,  etc.,  shall  first 
be  examined  by  said  Board,  enacted  in  Section  1-1  that : 

"From  and  after  the  first  day  of  March,  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-four, 
no  person  shall  enter  upon  the  practice  of  medicine 
or  surgery  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  unless  he 
or  she  has  complied  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act, 
and  shall  have  exhibited  to  prothonotar}'  of  the  Court 
of  Common  Pleas  of  the  County  in  which  he  or  she 
desires  to  practice  medicine  or  surgery,  a  license  duly 
granted  to  him  or  her  as  hereinbefore  provided,  where- 
upon he  or  she  sliall  be  entitled,  upon  the  payment 
of  one  dollar  to  be  didy  registered  in  the  ofhce  of 
the  prothonotary  of  the  Court  of  Connnon  Pleas  in 
the  said  County,  and  any  person  violating  any  of  the 
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IDrovisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  upon  conviction  thereof  in  the  Court  of 
Quarter  Sessions  of  the  County  wherein  the  offence 
shall  have  been  committed,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  five  hundred  dollars  for  each  offence." 

From  the  foregoing  it  is  seen  that  to  violate  the  Act 
by  practicing  medicine  without  conforming  to  the  require- 
ments thereof,  or  without  registration  in  the  office  of  the 
Prothonotary  of  the  proper  County,  as  provided  in 
Section  14,  is  made  a  misdemeanor,  punishable  by  a  fine 
'of  not  more  than  $500  for  each  offence.  'No  provision  is 
made  for  devolving  the  duty  of  j^rosecution  upon  any 
official,  either  State  or  City,  and  it  is  left  open  as  in  the 
case  of  other  crimes,  for  any  person  with  a  knowledge  of 
the  facts,  to  appear  before  a  Magistrate  and  swear  out  a 
warrant  and  cause  the  arrest  and  prosecution  of  the 
offender.  Thus,  either  your  Department  or  the  State 
authorities,  or,  in  fact,  a  ])rivate  person,  might  properly  in- 
itiate a  prosecution  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  but 
as  the  care  of  the  piddic  health  in  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia is  especially  committed  by  law  to  the  charge  of  your 
Department,  it  would  seem  to  be  within  its  province,  where 
it  has  knowledge  of  any  violation  of  the  law,  to  proceed 
against  the  party  guilty  thereof.

The  Ordinance  of  July  9,  1807,  page  151,  after  pro- 
viding for  certain  specific  instances  in  which  definite 
methods  of  adjustment  are  authorized  by  the  Water  Bu- 
reau, concludes  as  follows :  "All  claims  not  fully  met  by 
the  foregoing  are  to  be  adjusted  by  the  Department  in  such 
manner  as  it  may  deem  just  and  equitable." 

I  think  the  facts  recited  by  Mr.  Saul  bring  the  case 
within  this  clause  of  said  Ordinance,  and  that  the  matter 
may  be  adjusted  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
(Bureau  of  Water)  in  such  manner  as  it  may  deem  just 
and  equitable. 

The  question  is  one  of  fact.  If,  as  stated,  some  of  the- 
appliances  on  the  premises  were  supplied  with  water  from 
the  City  and  some  from  other  sources,  then  an  adjustment 
should  be  made,  and  only  those  to  which  the  City  water 
was  furnshed  should  be  considered  as  chargeable  accord- 
ing to  the  fixed  schedule.

Deae  Sie: — -Your  favor  of  the  9tli  inst.,  in  reference 
to  the  payment  to  the  Estate  of  Samuel  Josephs,  deceased, 
for  rent  of  premises  2732-34  JSTorth  Second  street,  re- 
ceived. It  appears  that  Elizabeth  Josephs,  who  was  the 
executrix  of  the  Estate  of  Samuel  Josephs,  deceased,  on 
January  5,  1905,  authorized  the  payment  of  this  rent  to 
Henry  J.  Scott,  Esq.,  as  her  attorney;  that  Elizabeth 
Josephs  died  February  27,  1905,  and  on  March  21,  1905, 
letters  testamentary  were  issued  to  Howard  Josephs, 
Eemuel  H.  Woddrop  and  Josephine  J.  Woddrop,  as  suc- 
ceeding executors.  On  April  4,  1906,  these  executors  au- 
thorized the  payment  of  this  rent  to  Henry  J.  Scott,  as 
tlieir  attorney. 

I  understand  the  rent  was.  paid  to  Henry  J.  Scott,  as 
attorney  until  January  22,  190(3,  when  you  received  a 
letter  from  Howard  Josephs  and  Lemuel  H.  Woddrop, 
executors  of  the  Estate  of  Samuel  Josephs,  deceased,  re- 
questing you  to  deliver  the  warrant  to  any  one  of  the  three 
executors  and  naming  them,  thus  revoking  the  authority 
given  to  Henry  J.  Scott  by  at  least  two  of  those  executors. 
These  two  executors  now  demand  payment. 

Mr.  Scott  under  letter  of  February  3,  1906,  also  de- 
mands payment  as  acting  for  Josephine  J.  Woddrop,  the 
other  executor. 

You  are  protected  in  paying  or  delivering  the  warrant 
to  any  of  the  executors,  and  if  two  of  them  call  in  person, 
you  would  be  justified  in  delivering  the  warrant  to  them. 
It  would  seem  more  advisable  to  pay  the  warrant  to  an 
executor,  or  two  of  them,  than  to  the  attorney  in  fact  of  one 
of  the  executors.  If  you  pay  to  any  of  the  executors,  the 
receipt  given  by  him  or  her  will  relieve  the  City  from 
being  required  to  pay  again.

Dear  Sir  : — I  return  herewith  the  lease  by  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  to  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  of 
the  Dock  street  wharf,  dated  February  21,  1898,  which 
you  kindly  sent  nie  in  conjunction  with  your  communica- 
tion upon  the  subject. 

The  lease  provides  in  Section  8,  that  in  addition  to  the 
payment  of  the  rent  reserved,  the  lessee  agrees  to  con- 
struct, within  one  year  from  December  31,  1898,  upon  the 
demised  premises,  a  wharf  or  pier  to  extend  into  the  river 
Delaware,  as  far  as  the  adjoining  piers  on  the  north,  pro- 
vided that  the  lessee  shall  in  no  manner  impair  the  prop- 
erty of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  by  encroaching  with  the 
adjoining  piers  to  the  north  and  south,  upon  dock  room 
existing  at  the  date  of  the  lease,  or  otherwise. 

It  is  further  provided  by  the  said  lease,  that  if  the  lessee 
shall  fail  or  omit  to  pay  the  rents  reserved,  within  thirty 
days  after  the  same  are  payable  "or  shall  in  any  other  re- 
spect violate  any  of  the  conditions  and  covenants  here- 
inabove contained,"  then  the  lease  shall  become  absolutely 
void  at  the  option  of  the  lessor,  to  be  signified  by  the  lessor 
giving  written  notice  of  its  intention  so  to  determine  the 
lease  on  a  day  to  be  therein  fixed,  such  notice  to  be  de- 
livered to  the  lessee  or  left  upon  the  premises  at  least  ten 
days  previous  to  the  day  so  fixed,  whereupon  an  action  of 
ejectment  is  authorized  to  be  brought  by  the  lessor  for  the 
recovery  of  the  demised  premises,  with  a  confession  of 
judgment  without  stay  of  execution,  and  with  waiver  and 
release  of  all  errors,  &c. ;  and  provided  that  the  lessor  shall 
first  cause  to  be  filed  in  such  action,  an  affidavit  made  by 
the  Director  of  the  De])artment  of  Public  Safety,  or  some 
one  in  his  behalf,  setting  forth  the  facts  necessary  to  au- 
thorize the  entry  of  such  judgment,  of  which  fact  such 
affidavit  shall  be  evidence. 
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You  state  that  the  lease  has  been  violated  in  two  parti- 
culars: First,  that  the  lessee  has  never  built  the  wharf  or 
pier  thus  provided  for;  Second,  that  the  lessee  has  en- 
croached from  the  north,  and  j)Ossibly  from  the  south, 
upon  the  clear  water  between  the  piers  north  and  south  of 
the  leased  property,  and  you  inquire : 

1.  Whether  the  lease  can  be  determined  because  of  fail- 
ure to  extend  the  pier,  and  the  encroachment  upon  the  clear 
water  between  the  piers  ? 

2.  Who,  under  the  lease,  should  give  notice  of  the  ter- 
mination of  the  lease,  and  would  it  require  legislative 
action  for  that  purpose? 

I  am  of  opinion :  First,  that  if  the  lessee  has  failed  to- 
comply  with  the  terms  provided  in  the  eighth  paragraph, 
of  the  lease,  the  City  is  at  liberty  to  terminate  the  lease 
in  accordance  with  and  in  the  manner  provided  by  the 
conditions  above  recited.  Second,  that  the  Mayor  should 
give  the  required  notice,  the  affidavit  as  to  the  necessary 
facts  to  authorize  the  judgment  being  made  by  the  Direc- 
tor of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  or'  some  one  on 
his  behalf.  Such  proceedings  should  not,  however,  be  com- 
menced until  Councils  shall  have  passed  an  ordinance- 
directing  that  the  lease  be  terminated  and  the  lessee  dis- 
possessed of  the  premises.

My  Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  an  inquiry  from, 
your  Secretary,  whether  an  application  to  you  for  permis- 
sion to  blast  in  the  Schuylkill  river  on  the  east  side  of  the 
second  wharf  south  of  South  street,  should  be  granted,  or 
whether  you  have  jurisdiction  in  the  premises. 
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Section  34  of  the  Ordinance  of  Soptoniber  23,  1864, 
}3age  361,  makes  it  a  nnisance  to  blast  in  or  near  any  of 
the  highways  of  the  City  without  a  permit  from  the  Mayor, 
or  to  do  so  otherwise  than  in  accordance  with  such  condi- 
tions as  may  be  imposed  by  him.  This,  however,  relates 
to  the  highways  of  the  City  generally,  over  which  the  of- 
ficers of  the  nninicipality  have  jurisdiction,  but  by  the  Act 
of  April  15,  1853,  P.  L.,  430,  Section  5,  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Board  of  Port  Wardens  was  extended  to  all  the 
navigable  streams  within  the  City  limits.  The  Schuylkill 
river  is  such  a  navigable  stream,  although  it  is  also  a  pub- 
lic highway,  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  applicant  should 
be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Port  Wardens  for  the  permit. 
\\  hich  he  seeks.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  re- 
lative to  the  case  of  Whitney  H.  Milward,  appointed  by 
you  on  Ajiril  19,  1900,  to  the  position  of  sweeper  and 
cleaner  in  the  Bureau  of  City  Property.  .You  state  that 
"the  Civil  Service  Commission  have  held  up  the  card  of" 
this  appointee,  who  was  an  enlisted  man  in  the  95th  Penn- 
sylvania Veteran  Volunteers,  who  served  during  the  Civil 
AVar  and  was  honorably  discharged  from  such  service, 
May  22,  1865.  You  ask,  whether  under  the  Act  of  March 
5,  1906,  you  have  the  right  to  appoint  to  the  offices  within 
your  Department,  men  who  were  regularly  enlisted  in  the 
Army  of  the  Ignited  States  during  the  War  of  the  Rebel- 
lion, and  who  were  honorably  discharged  therefrom,  with- 
out having  the  names  of  such  persons  certified  by  the  Civil 
Service  Commission. 
4 
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The  proviso  to  the  First  Section  of  the  Act  of  1906,  is 
as  ■  follows :  "Provided,  That  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
shall  not  apply  to  any  soldier,  sailor  or  marine  honorably 
discharged  from  service  in  any  war  for  the  United  States 
Government,  nor  to  their  widows  or  children." 

As  this  Act  repealed  all  others  relative  to  the  Civil  Ser- 
vice in  cities  of  the  first  class,  and  furnished  a  complete 
and  exclusive  system  for  the  a])pointment,  &c.,  of  all  of- 
ficers, clerks,  laborers,  and  other  employees  in  said  cities 
(see  Section  28)  it  follows  that  no  other  Acts  relating  to 
that  subject  remain  in  force,  and  as  the  above  quoted  pro- 
viso specifically  exempts  honorably  discharged  soldiers, 
sailors  and  marines  from  the  operation  of  the  Act,  I  am 
of  opinion  that  such  honorably  discharged  soldiers,  &c., 
may  be  appointed  by  the  Heads  of  Departments  without 
having  been  examined  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  or 
being  certified  by  it.

Deae  Ste  : — Your  favor  of  the  11th  iust.,  together  with 
letter  from  Major  Gillette,  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau 
of  Filtration,  in  reference  to  the  laying  of  water  mains 
under  the  tracks  of  street  passenger  railway  companies, 
received.  You  inquire  for  information  as  to  the  following 
points : 

''1.  Has  the  City  the  right  to  take  up  the  track 
while  laying  the  pipe  so  as  to  stop  street  car  traffic 
entirely  ?" 
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"2.  Can  the  City  coiii])cl  the  Street  Car  Company 
to  take  up  these  tracks  where  necessary,  for  the  lay- 
ing of  pipe  ?" 

"3.  If  the  Avork  can  be  done  by  shoring  np  the 
track,  is  the  City  or  the  Street  Car  Company  respon- 
sible for  the  expense  of  doing  this  ?" 

"4.  Should  an  accident  occur  while  the  track  is 
thus  shored  up,  is  the  City  or  the  Street  Car  Company 
responsible  for  damage  suits  that  may  result?" 

"5.   Can  the  Street  Car  Company  be  required  at 
such  points  to  lay  special  continuous  rail,  or  take 
other   precautions   to  prevent  their   electric   current 
causing  electrolysis   or   other   damage   to  the  water 
pipe  ?" 
The  first  four  may  be  answered  together.     The  City  has 
the  right  in  the  laying  of  water  pipes  to  remove  the  tracks, 
or  if  necessary,  to  stop  the  traffic.     It  should  not  arbitra- 
rily or  unnecessarily  interfere  with  the  operation  of  the 
road.     The  Street  Car  Company  can  be  compelled  to  take 
up  the  tracks,  if  necessary,  relocate  them,  or  do  the  neces- 
sary shoring.     This  work  or  whatever  work  may  become 
necessary  in  the  laying  of  the  pipes  in  reference  to  the 
tracks,  should  be  borne  by  the  street  car  company.     In  the 
shoring  up  of  the  tracks  the  street  car  company  would  be 
responsible  for  any  damage  caused,  if  the  company  did  the 
work.     If,  however,  the  City  is  doing  the  work  because 
the  railway  company  refuses  or  fails  to  do  it,  then  the  City 
would  be  liable,  unless  it  has  protected  itself  by  an  agree- 
ment with  the  contractor,  or  he  be  such  an  independent 
contractor  as  would  relieve  the  City  from  liability.     Who- 
ever is  doing  the  work  is  liable,  whether  it  be  the  City  or 
the  street  passenger  railway  company. 

The  occupation  of  the  streets  by  the  railway  companies 
is  subject  to  the  paramount  right  of  the  City,  and  the  City 
has  the  right  to  lay  water  pipe  or  do  any  other  necessary 
public  work  on  the  said  streets  and  compel  the  railway 
company  at  its  own  expense  to  adjust  its  tracks  or  support 
them  so  as  to  permit  of  the  doing  of  the  work. 

As  to  the  fifth  question,  referring  to  the  laying  of  the 
sj^ecial  continuous  rail,  as  the  passenger  railway  companies 
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have  constructed  their  roads  under  the  direction  of  the  Di- 
rector of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  in  pur- 
suance of  an  ordinance  it  would  be  necessary  to  have  an 
ordinance  passed  authorizing  the  Director  to  require  the 
street  2:»assenger  railway  companies  to  lay  a  different  rail 
from  that  now  in  use.,  The  railway  company,  however, 
would  be  responsible  to  the  City  for  any  damage  done  to 
the  water  pipes  caused  by  the  electric  current.  If  the  rail- 
Avay  com])any  refuses  to  lay  the  special  continuous  rail, 
and  damage  is  caused  by  the  rail  now  in  use,  the  railway 
company  would  be  responsible. 

In  this  connection,  jiermit  me  to  refer  you  to  the  opinion 
of  the  City  Solicitor  to  Frank  j\[.  Riter,  Director  of  the 
Deartment  of  Public  Safety,  dated  Juno  30,  1896,   (Or- 
dinances,  1896,  City  Solicitor's  opinions,  page  182).

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  as  to  the 
power  of  the  Philadelphia  Local  Telegraph  Company  to 
string  its  wires,  lay  cables,  etc.,  without  an  ordinance  au- 
thorizing it  to  do  so. 

From  the  copy  of  the  charter  of  the  "Printing  Machine 
Telegraph  Company"  which  you  kindly  enclosed,  it  ap- 
pears that  that  company,  which  by  a  change  of  name  has 
become  the  Phihideljdiia  Local  Telegraph  Company,  is 
authorized  in  Section  2  of  said  charter,  to  lay  down,  con- 
struct, maintain  and  operate  a  line  or  lines  of  telegraph 
wires,  etc.,  within  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  through,  along, 
over,  upon  or  under  any  of  the  public  streets,  roads  or  high- 
ways, or  through,  across  or  at  the  bottom  of  any  of  the 
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waters,  navigable  or  nnnavigable,  Avithin  the  limits  of  the 
City,  and  also  along,  over  and  across  or  nnder  any  other 
land  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  by  the 
erection  of  masts,  poles,  posts  and  all  other  material  for 
sustaining  wires,  conductors  and  other  materials  thereon 
or  therefrom,  and  by  constructing,,  establishing  and  main- 
taining a  line  or  lines  of  wire  or  other  materials  used  in 
telegraphing,  upon  or  Tinder  said  lands,  or  under  water, 
with  or  without  tubes  or  covering,  or  by  any  other  means 
or  instruments  which  shall  from  time  to  time  be  deemed 
most  suitable  by  such  company,  and  said  company  is  au- 
thorized to  select  and  adopt,  from  time  to  time,  in  lieu 
of  the  route  or  routes  for  said  line  or  lines  which  are 
to  be  used  and  maintained  for  the  purpose  of  transmitting 
and  delivering  messages  to  and  from  any  and  all  parts  of 
the  city,  and  to  facilitate  the  business  and  other  interests 
of  the  citizens  or  residents  thereof,  and  generally  to  exer- 
cise all  the  powers,  rights,  privileges  of  telegraph  com- 
panies in  said  City:  Provided,  That  its  line  or  lines  shall 
in  no  case  be  constmcted  in  such  a  manner  as  to  incom- 
mode the  public  use  of  streets,  kc,  or  injuriously  interrupt 
navigation  on  said  waters. 

The  foregoing  comprehensive  powers  granted  before  the 
present  Constitution  became  operative,  assuming  said 
charter  to  be  still  in  full  force  and  effect,  would  authorize 
the  chartered  company  to  string  its  wires  along  or  over 
the  streets  (^f  Phila<lelphia,  or  to  place  them  underground, 
either  with  or  without  the  sanction  of  Councils.  The 
lines  must  l)e  so  constructed  as  not  to  incommode  the  pub- 
lic use  of  the  streets,  and  in  the  method  of  ]dacing  said 
lines,  I  think  the  company  is  obliged  to  conform  to  the 
reasonable  regulations  of  the  City  for  the  care  and  safety 
of  the  highways,  and  to  obtain  permits  from  the  Electrical 
Bureau  which  are  ])rovided  for  under  general  ordinances; 
but  I  am  of  o])inion  that  the  Electrical  Bureau  would  not 
have  the  right  to  refuse  such  permits  merely  because  Coun- 
cils have  not  antliorizfd  this  company  to  erect  or  con- 
struct its  lines.

Deak  Sir  : — In  reference  to  yonr  qnery  as  to  the  rela- 
tion of  the  matter  of  the  Hayes'  ^Mechanics'  Home  to  the 
case  of  City  vs.  Masonic  Home  in  regard  to  taxes,  I  reply 
that  there  is  a  material  difference  between  the  two.  In 
the  latter  case  it  was  held  that  a  voluntary  association  like 
the  Masons  was  not  a  pnrely  public  charity,  being  limited 
to  the  class  of  the  commnnity  who  belonged  to  that  fra- 
ternity, of  "s^Iiich  no  person  could  be  a  member  unless  voted 
upon  and  duly  chosen,  and  unless  he  should  conform  to 
certain  prescribed  regulations. 

The  Hayes'  Mechanics'  Home  is  open  to  all  classes  of 
mechanics  who  constitute  a  considerable  part  of  the  gen- 
eral public.  Any  one  may  become  a  mechanic  without  the 
consent  of  any  other  person  or  body,  and  this  fact  brings 
the  case  more  analogously  within  the  doctrine  applicable 
to  asylums  or  hospitals  for  the  benefit  of  the  l^lind,  the 
deaf  mutes,  sailors  or  soldiers,  and  others  of  a  like  char- 
acter, which  have  been  held  to  be  purely  public  charities, 
rather  than  that  of  the  Masonic  case,  to  which  your  sug- 
gestion pertains.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  whether 
you  would   be   justified   in   recrediting   certain   amounts. 
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ii])on  the  books  of  yonv  Department  after  you  have  been 
notitied,  as  you  have  been  in  various  instances,  that  con- 
tracts heretofore  entered  into  have  been  annulled  by  the 
licad  of  the  Dej^artnient  concerned,  so  that  the  fund  set 
a])art  for  such  annulled  contracts  might  be  used  for  the 
liquidation  of  bills  rendered  for  the  same  work  by  others 
than  those  in  said  contracts  named. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  when  you  receive  official  notifi- 
cation from  the  head  of  a  Department  that  he  has  annulled 
any  contract  awarded  by  him  and  entered  into  by  the  City, 
you  shoidd  recredit  the  amoimt  charged  off  against  such 
c<:>ntract  to  the  item  to  which  it  was  originally  appro- 
priated, and  thereafter  said  amount  would  be  available  to 
be  debited  for  other  contracts  for  the  same  work,  or  for 
use  in  any  other  manner  which  would  have  been  proper 
under  the  appropriation  as  made  by  Councils.

My  Dear  Mr.  Foss  : — To  3'our  several  inquiries  re- 
garding the  interpretation  by  this  department  of  the  27th 
Section  of  the  Act  of  March  5,  1906,  my  answ^er  is  that 
I  imderstand  that  section,  inserted  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  Act  providing  for  a  new  Civil  Service  Board,  to  have 
been  meant  to  have  a  quieting  and  not  a  disturbing  effect 
upon  conditions  that  existed  before  its  passage ;  nor  was 
it  intended  to  be  retrospective  so  as  to  refer  to  the  old 
Civil  Service  Board,  which  by  its  enaction  was  extin- 
guished. T^nless  so  interpreted  it  seems  to  me  that  the 
section  is  lueanino'less. 
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rrom  this  view,  therefore,  I  hohl  that  those  who  had 
served  the  City  by  appointment  to  places  requiring  con- 
tinuous service,  were  intended  to  be  considered  as  perma- 
nent, unless  March  1,  1906,  the  date  at  which  the  Act  be- 
came operative,  fell  within  the  thirty  days  for  which  any 
such  employee  had  been  appointed.  In  the  latter  case 
his  title  to  office  was  not  more  than  temporary,  as  pro- 
vided by  the  "Bullitt  Bill"  and  the  old  Civil  Service  rules, 
and  it  was  not  made  permanent  by  the  new  Act. 

It  is  hardly  reasonable  to  consider  that  the  Legislature 
meant  to  compel  a  comprehensive  examination  of  those 
who  had  been  serving  for  a  considerable  length  of  time, 
even  if  their  original  appointment  had  been  simply  pro- 
visional, if  without  question  by  the  old  Civil  Sei*vice  Board 
they  had  been  permitted  to  so  continue  in  office. 

As  to  any  persons  who  were  on  the  first  of  March,  190G, 
serving  in  municipal  ])Ositions,  which  froni_the  nature  of 
their  duties  were  necessarily  merely  temporary  or  special, 
I  do  not  think  that  the  27th  Section  of  the  Act  of  1906 
was  intended  to  enlarge  their  tenure  or  make  them  per- 
manent incumbents.

]\Ly  Dear  Sir: — In  response  to  your  conununication  re- 
garding the  status  of  "sweepers  and  cleaners"  under  the 
Civil  Service  rules  of  the  old  Civil  Service  Board,  my 
answer  is  that  from  an  inspection  of  those  rules  I  find  that 
under  Regulation  18,  Schedule  G,  Class  1,  certain  classes 
of  enqiloyces  Avere  named  as  subject  to  Civil  Service  ex- 
aminations,   to    wit:    "messengers,    doorkeepers,    janitors. 
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stal)loiiioii,  flrivors,  watchmen,  helpers  to  mechanics,  caulk- 
ers and  lampliohters,"  and  no  other  class  of  workmen  of 
the  like  cliaracter  was  named  therein. 

Therefore,  it  is  a  jn-esumption,  that  employees  so  neces- 
sarv  and  well  known  as  sweepers  and  cleaners  were  not 
overlooked,  but  that  thev  were  advisedly  exempted  there- 
from. 

In  Class  2,  of  Schedule  G,  I  find  that  ''laborers  and 
other  like  employees"  were  not  required  to  be  examined. 
I  take  it  that  sweepers  and  cleaners  were  meant  to  be  in- 
cluded under  this  class  as  either  laborers  or  "other  like  em- 
ployees." I  do  not  think  that  the  presumption  thus  aris- 
ing from  the  language  of  these  regulations  is  affected  either 
by  the  fact  that  Councils  have  specially  appropriated 
money  for  the  payment  of  sweepers  and  cleaners  under 
these  titles,  or  that  a  per  diem  payment  is  named  for  their 
compensation. 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  sweepers  and  cleaners  ap- 
pointed before  March  1,  1906  \vere  not  required  to  pass 
.a  Civil  Service  examination.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  9th  inst.,  enclosing  a 
•contract  between  the  George  W.  Gibbons  &  Sons  Company 
and  the  County  Commissioners,  also  a  receipt  showing  that 
that  the  George  W.  Gibbons  &  Sons  Company  paid  $5  fee 
to  the  City  Treasurer,  received. 

I  believe  that  since  February  2,  3  854,  contracts  for  sup- 
plies to  the  City  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia have  been  prepared  in  the  Department  of  Law,  and 
I  am  sure  that  such  has  been  the  practice  since  the  passage 
of  the  Act  of  Juno  1,  1885. 
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Officials  knoAvn  as  County  Commissioners  do  not 
exist  in  Philadelphia.  By  the  Act  of  February  2,  1854,. 
City  Commissioners  were  authorized  to  be  elected  in  place 
of  the  then  existing  County  Commissioners.  Ssection  13 
of  that  Act  provides:  ''  "'  *  '-  ""^  The  City  Com- 
missioners, under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  City 
Councils,  shall  be  charged  with  all  duties  relating  to  as- 
sessors and  to  assessments,  to  the  selection  and  drawing  of 
jurors,  and  to  elections  and  election  officers,  that  arc  now 
pci'formed  by  the  County  Commissioners  of  the  Count}'',, 
not  otherwise  provided  for  in  this  Act." 

In  Section  41  of  the  said  Act  it  is  provided  "  *  *  * 
and  the  Councils  of  said  City  and  the  officers  thereof  shall 
exercise  all  the  powers  and  authorities  of  the  superseded 
County  Commissioners  and  County  board,  and  Commis- 
sioners of  Sinking  Fund,  and  of  other  officers  not  incon- 
sistent with  this  Act,  in  such  way  and  manner  as  by  this 
A^ct  is,  or  by  the  City  Councils  may  be  established." 

The  City  Solictor  previous  to  the  charter  of  1885,  was 
required  by  Councils  to  prepare  bonds  and  contracts,  and' 
subsequently  by  the  terms  of  said  charter,  is  required  to- 
prepare  all  contracts  to  be  made  with  the  City,  or  any  of 
its  trusts  and  departments,  and  endorse  on  each  his  ap- 
j^roval  of  the  form  thereof  before  the  same  shall  take  effect, 
etc. 

The  appropriation  to  pay  for  printing  assessors'  lists, 
is  an  ajjpropriation  to  the  De])artment  of  City  Commis- 
sioners. We  do  not  know  of  any  law  authorizing  the  City 
Commissioners  to  enter  into  contracts  such  as  that  sub- 
mitted to  you,  and  it  is  our  opinion  that  you  should  con- 
form to  the  usual  practice  of  requiring  the  contract  to  be 
drawn  and  aj^proved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  approved  and 
executed  by  the  Mayor,  and  then  forwarded  to  y(Mi  for 
countersignature. 

This  contract  should  be  executed  by  th(>  Mayor  in  ac- 
cordance with  Article  XIV,  Section  1  of  the  Act  of  June 
1,  1885.

Dear  Sir: — In  answer  to  your  inquiry,  Avhetber  Item 
oS,  Bureau  of  Water,  which  reads:  ''For  the  purchase  of 
mains  for  extending  system  to  Bustleton,  thirty-eight  thou- 
sand (38,000)  dollars"  authorizes  the  purchase  of  mater- 
ials needed  in  laying  said  mains,  "such  as  lead  and  other 
fittings,"  out  of  said  Item,  I  reply  that  as  I  understand 
it,  if  these  fittings  should  not  be  purchased,  the  separate 
pieces  of  the  water  pipe  could  not  be  conjoined  so  as  to 
make  a  continuous  main  of  them,  and  also,  that  no  further 
appropriation  is  available  for  such  purchase. 

In  view  of  these  facts  I  think  there  can  be  no  doubt 
that  the  purchase  of  such  fittings  out  of  the  appropriation 
is  duly  authorized,  if  the  same  is  necessary  for  the  exten- 
sion of  the  Bustleton  system.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  l.'>th  inst.,  enclosing 
copy  of  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  authorizing 
the  Director  of  Public  Safety  to  serve  notice  on  every  in- 
dividual, firm,  company  or  corporation  to  remove  all  over- 
head wires,  electrical  conductors  or  cal)los  within  certain 
prescribed  territory',  on  or  before  the  thirty-first  dav  of 
December,  1910."  " 
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Yon  state  that  the  sub-committee  of  the  Electrical 
Committee  of  Councils  referred  this  ordinance  to  me  for 
an  opinion  as  to  its  legality  and  practicability. 

As  an  exercise  of  the  police  powers  the  ordinance  is 
legal.  The  City  of  Philadelphia,  as  a  police  measure,  can 
compel  all  overhead  wires  to  be  put  underground.  This  is 
because  overhead  wires  are  dangerous,  interfering  in  case 
of  fire,  and  likely  to  cause  injury  to  persons  and  property. 
Any  reasonable  ordinance  which  looks  to  the  protection 
of  the  lives  and  property  of  the  inhabitants  is  a  valid  ex- 
ercise of  the  police  power,  and  all  companies  having  the 
privilege  to  use  the  highways  for  overhead  wires  and  poles, 
take  the  privilege  with  the  right  in  the  government  as  a 
])olice  measure,  to  compel  them  to  place  the  wires  under- 
gTound  when  underground  wires  are  feasible  and  practi- 
cable, as  they  now  are. 

Councils  of  June  13,  1882,  passed  a  similar  ordinance, 
but  its  enforcement  was  postponed  by  various  resolutions ; 
and  by  resolution  of  January  21,  1886,  the  Chief  of  the 
Electrical  Bureau  was  directed  not  to  enforce  the  removal 
of  overhead  wires. 

In  a  recent  case.  City  of  Philadelphia  vs.  Atlantic  & 
Pacific  Telegraph  Company,  argued  in  the  ITnited  States 
Supreme  Court,  it  was  conceded  by  Judge  Dillon,  attorney 
for  the  telegraph  company,  and  assented  to  by  the  court, 
that  it  was  in  the  power  of  the  City  of  Philadel]ihia  to 
fiompel  the  telegraph  company  to  place  its  wires  under- 
p;round.  The  City  of  I^Tew  York,  I  understand,  has  com- 
jielled  telegraph,  telephone  and  other  companies  to  place 
their  wires  underground,  and  in  the  City  of  Erie,  Pa., 
such  action  on  the  ]iart  of  the  muuici])ality  has  been  sus- 
tained by  the  county  court. 

It  would  seem  that  the  practicability  of  the  ordinance 
could  better  be  determined  by  the  Committee,  but  it  ap- 
pears to  me  that  it  is  one  that  could  be  enforced.  More 
than  four  years  time  is  given  for  the  removal  of  the  over- 
head wires,  and  that  would  appear  to  be  ample  for  the 
])urpose.

Dear  Sir  : — Replying  to  your  inquii\y  whether  there- 
is  a  law  prohibiting  the  employment  of  aliens  in  the  City 
Departments,  I  would  say  that  I  Und  no  law  to  that  gen- 
eral effect. 

The  Act  of  July  26,  1897,  proyided  that  as  to  all  me- 
chanics, workmen  and  laborers  employed  by  the  City  or  any 
municipal  corporations  therein  through  its  agents  or  of- 
ficers, or  in  the  employ  of  persons  contracting  with  the- 
State  or  said  corporations  for  the  performance  of  public 
work,  such  mechanics,  workmen,  or  laborers  must  be  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States,  or  aliens  who  shall  haye  legally 
declared  their  intention  to  be  such,  and  who  haye  been 
residents  of  the  State  for  the  six  months  preceding  the 
date  of  their  employment.  But  as  no  reference  to  this 
siibject  appears  in  the  title  of  said  Act,  which  refers  only 
lo  the  hours  of  labor  of  such  mechanics,  workmen  anl  la- 
borers, I  think  it  may  be  assumed  that  this  portion  of  the- 
Act  is  unconstitutional  and  of  no  effect.

In  re  Liability  for  paving  streets  improved  as  country- 
roads.

Dear  Sir: — Your  fayor  of  the   11th  inst.,   enclosing- 
the  communication  of  J.  A.  Hunter,  Chief  of  the  Bureau? 
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of  Iligiiways,  requesting  an  opinion  as  to  the  liability  of 
pro]3erty  owners  for  paving  streets  which  had  been  pre- 
viously stoned  as  country  roads,  under  the  Ordinance  ap- 
proved March  6,  1894,  received. 

The  Ordinance  referred  to  March  6,  1894  (Ordinances, 
''91,  pages  41  and  42)  provides  for  an  appropriation  of 
$100,000  for  repairing  country  roads  and  unpaved  streets 
in  the  rural  and  suburban  sections  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia. The  evident  purpose  of  this  appropriation  was 
to  repair  country  roads  or  suburban  streets.  It  was  not 
the  intention  to  construct  a  permanent  paving  of  any  road 
or  street,  thereby  making  it  a  well  paved  street  and  recog- 
nizing it  as  a  permanent  pavement  for  the  future. 

Any  repair,  improvement,  or  pavement  made  under 
that  ordinance  did  not  make  the  pavement  an  original  pave- 
ment, and  the  property  owner  is  liable  for  any  subsequent 
paving  of  the  street,  which  is  intended  for  a  permanent 
pavement  of  the  street  or  road  as  a  City  street. 

This  is  the  decision  of  our  Supreme  Court  in  all  of  the 
cases,  and  I  refer  particularly  to  City  vs.  Hill,  166  Pa. 
211;  Philadelphia  to  use  vs.  Eddleman,  169  Pa.  452; 
Philadelphia  vs.  Dibeler,  147  Pa,  261 :  Dick  vs.  Philadel- 
phia, 197  Pa.  467. 

The  case  of  Mt.  Airy  avenue,  referred  to  in  the  letter 
of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  reported  as  Phila- 
delphia to  use  vs.  Gowen,  202  Pa.,  453,  does  not  establish 
any  other  principle,  but  on  the  contrary,  asserts  what  is 
herein  stated.  The  Judge  deciding  that  case  cites  from 
Philadelphia,  vs.  Eddleman,  supra,  as  follows : — 

"The  City  may  own,  as  in  fact  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia does,  common  dirt  roads  and  macadamized  or 
other  quasi  paved  roads,  as  well  as  fully  paved  streets, 
and  the  test  of  the  right  to  charge  abutting  property 
for  a  first  pavement  is  not  the  material  with  which  the 
road  was  formely  covered,  or  the  manner  in  which  it 
was  laid,  but  the  municipal  adoption  of  recognition 
of  it  as  a  pavement  which  converted  a  common  road 
into  a  street." 


And  then  i^roceeds : 

"It  cannot  be  maintained  therefore  that  the  special 
plea  showed  as  a  matter  of  law  from  the  condemna- 
tion and  taking'  of  the  turnpike  that  the  City  thereby 
recognized  it  as  a  paved  street.  But  the  plea  went 
further  and  averred,  as  already  quoted,  that  the  City 
has  since  1890  maintained  said  street  ^as  a  paved 
street,'  etc.     If  this  had  been  proved  or  admitted  as 
a  fact  in  a  trial  before  a  jury  it  would  have  been  a 
complete  defence,  for  it  would  have  brought  the  case 
directly   within   the    rule   of   municipal   recognition 
which  under  Philadelphia  vs.  Eddleman,  supra,  and 
other  cases,  is  the  test  of  the  right  to  assess  abutting 
property  for  further  paving." 
I  advise  you,  therefore,  as  to  any  of  the  roads  or  streets 
repaired  or  improved  under  the  Ordinance  of  1894,  the 
abutting  property  owner  is  liable  for  the  cost  of  a  pave- 
ment which  may  now  or  hereafter  be  ordered  to  be  laid 
on  those  roads  or  streets  by  Councils,  and  that  the  paving 
done  under  the  Ordinance  of  1894  is  not  the  first  or  orig- 
inal pavement.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  communication  of 
J.  A.  Hunter,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  in  refer- 
ence to  the  paving  of  Roberts  avenue,  from  Wissahickon 
avenue  to  King  street. 
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It  appears  that  the  Barber  Asphalt  Paving  Company- 
are  requested  to  sign  a  contract  for  paving  Koberts  ave- 
nue, from  Wissahickon  avenue  to  King  street,  but  it  refuses 
to  do  so  because  the  south  side  of  the  street  is  the  rie-hi; 
of  way  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  and  the 
contract  would  require  it  to  take  assessment  bills  against 
this  right  of  way,  and  its  counsel  advises  that  the  right 
of  way  is  not  liable  to  assessment,  and  it  therefore  declines 
to  execute  the  contract  until  the  City  arranges  payment  for 
work  done  in  front  of  this  railroad  property.  Of  course, 
we  cannot  tell  if  it  be  right  of  way ;  that  is  a  matter  for  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways. 

Since  the  passage  of  the  Act  of  June  -i,  1901,  we  have 
advised  your  Department  to  make  out  assessment  bills 
against  the  right  of  way  of  a  railroad  company,  and  wo 
do  this  because  the  Act  of  Assembly  is  not  clear.  It  does 
not  specifically  exempt  the  right  of  way  of  railroads,  but 
after  exempting  certain  kinds  of  j^roperty,  it  in  general 
terms  states  that  all  other  real  estate,  no  matter  how  held, 
shall  be  liable  to  assessment  for  street  improvements,  etc. 
We  are  not  aware  of  any  Supreme  Court  decision  that  the 
right  of  way  of  a  railroad  company,  under  the  Act  of  1901, 
is  not  liable,  and  we  only  desire  to  have  our  liens  on  record 
until  such  a  decision.  We  do  not  consider  it  advisable  to 
put  any  construction  on  the  Act,  deeming  it  better  to  file 
our  liens  and  then  if  the  court  held  the  right  of  way  liable 
we  would  be  able  to  collect,  and  if  the  court  should  hold 
that  the  right  of  way  was  not  liable,  the  liens  could  be 
stricken  off. 

As  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  states  that  he 
has  been  advised  that  the  Supreme  Court  has  decided  that 
railroad  companies  are  not  liable  for  assessment  for  pav- 
ing against  their  right  of  way,  I  think  he  is  referring 
to  the  decisions  made  prior  to  the  Act  of  1901.  Prior  to 
that  Act  it  was  the  law  that  the  right  of  way  of  railroad 
companies  could  not  be  assessed  for  street  improvements, 
but  we  do  not  know  of  any  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court 
on  this  point,  under  the  Act  of  1901. 

It  would  be  better,  where  the  paving  is  in  front  of  the 
right  of  way  of  a  railroad,  for  the  City  to  arrange  to  pay 
the  contractor  by  Avarrant,  take  the  assessment  bills  and 
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endeavor  to  collect  tlieni.  There  is  too  much  uncertainty 
as  to  the  validity  of  the  claim  to  ask  the  contractor  to  take 
them  in  payment  of  the  work.

De.vb  Sik  : — In  reply  to  your  favor  of  the  3rd  inst.,  for 
advice  whether  Fifty-third  street,  from  Locust  to  Spruce 
street,  and  Locust  street,  from  Fifty-third  to  Fifty-fourth 
street,  are  streets  open  to  public  use,  would  say  that  from 
your  letter  I  infer  that  these  streets  not  having  been  placed 
on  the  City  j)lan  until  1871,  the  sales  by  the  West  End 
and  Walnut  Street  Land  Company  in  18G2,  describing  the 
properties  as  bounding  on  those  streets,  were  made  with 
reference  to  a  plan  of  lots  of  said  Company  showing  said 
streets.  If  that  be  so,  the  streets  in  question  were  thereby 
dedicated  to  public  use  and  as  between  the  land  company 
and  its  grantees,  could  never  be  closed.  The  subsequent 
placing  of  said  streets  upon  the  City  plan  in  1871,  did  not 
change  their  character.  In  this  connection,  however,  it 
is  material  to  know  whether  these  streets  have  been  in 
actual  use  since  the  sales  in  1862,  for  if  they  have  not, 
the  Act  of  May  9,  1889,  P.  L.  173,  would  give  the  owner 
of  the  bed  of  the  street  a  cause  of  action  against  the  City, 
if  at  this  time  it  should  attempt  to  physically  open  said 
streets.  This  Act  reads  as  follows:  ''That  no  street,  lane 
or  alley  laid  out  by  any  person  or  persons  in  any  village 
or  town  plot,  or  plan  of  lots,  on  lands  owned  by  such  per- 
son or  persons,  in  case  the  same  has  not  been  opened  to, 
or  used  by,  the  public  for  twenty-one  years  next  after  the 
5 
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laying  out  of  the  same,  shall  be  and  have  no  force  and 
effect  and  shall  not  be  opened,  without  the  consent  of  the 
owner  or  owners  of  the  land  on  which  the  same  has  been, 
or  shall  be,  laid  out." 

If  the  said  streets  have  not  been  used,  and  it  is  desirable 
to  open  them  to  public  use,  an  ordinance  should  be  passed 
directing  the  opening  of  the  said  streets  and  providing 
for  the  indemnification  of  the  City  against  any  damages 
by  reason  of  any  claim  of  the  owner  of  the  bed  of  the 
street,  which  claim  would  be  merely  nominal,  because  as 
above  stated,  the  owner  of  the  bed  of  the  street  could  not 
close  up  the  streets  as  to  the  abutting  grantees  who  pur- 
chased through  him. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  the  streets  have  been  travelled 
and  used  since  1862  (the  time  of  their  dedication),  or  if 
they  have  been  in  actual  use  adversely  and  continuously 
by  the  public  for  a  period  of  twenty-one  years  and  up- 
wards, they  become  public  streets  as  effectually  as  though 
they  had  originally  been  laid  out  and  opened  by  the 
proper  authorities,  and  after  the  expiration  of  that  time, 
no  matter  what  the  original  intention  of  the  owner  or 
owners  might  have  been,  no  damages  will  accrue,  and  yoiT 
■would  be  justified  in  presuming  a  full  and  legal  dedi- 
cation of  the  streets  to  public  use,  and  you  may  certify 
them  to  be  public  highways  for  the  purpose  of  enabling 
the  City  to  grade,  curb,  pave,  lay  water  pipes,  sewers  and 
give  lines  and  grades,  etc.

Dear  Sik  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  of  May  7, 
whether  the  Bureau  of  Water  is  authorized  to  require  the 
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owner  of  property  abutting  on  a  private  street  to  pay  the 
frontage  assessment  for  water  pipe  before  connecting  with 
snch  pipe,  which  is  laid  upon  the  main  public  thorough- 
fare, in  the  rear  of  which  his  property  is  situated. 

From  the  communication  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  AVater  to  yourself,  the  substance  of  which  you  trans- 
mit, it  would  appear  that  this  requirement  has  been  cus- 
tomary at  least  since  1855,  at  which  date  the  AVatering 
Committee  of  Councils,  which  then  had  full  control  of  the 
subject,  specifically  enacted  that  this  charge  should  be  re- 
quired under  circumstances  similar  to  those  now  in  ques- 
tion. 

In  addition  to  this,  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of 
Boswell  vs.  City,  15  W.  ^.  C,  169,  decided  that  to  per- 
mit houses  erected  on  a  private  street  not  adopted  by  the 
City,  and  upon  which  no  water  pipe  has  been  laid,  to  con- 
nect with  the  water  main  upon  the  public  street,  was  dis- 
cretionary with  the  Water  Department,  and  in  that  case 
such  charge  was  sustained  by  that  Court. 

I  would  therefore  advise  you  that  in  the  opinion  of  this 
Department  there  is  no  legal  objection  to  the  collection  of 
the  frontage  charge  for  connecting  houses  situated  as  those 
are,  to  which  reference  is  made.

Dear  Sir  : — The  communication  of  George  S.  Webster, 
Chief  Engineer,  of  the  14th  inst.,  in  reference  to  paying 
the  amount  retained  on  account  of  claims  against  Howard 
E.  Ruch,  arising  out  of  the  construction  of  a  sewer  in  Lo- 
cust street,  from  Forty-fifth  to  Forty-sixth  street,  and  in 
Midvale  avenue,  from  Spruce  to  Walnut  street,  received. 
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If  the  claimants  in  the  case  have  not  brought  suit 
against,  and  do  not  intend  to  hold  the  City,  you  would 
be  justified  in  paying  the  retained  sum  to  Howard  E. 
Tiuch.  If.  however,  the  claim  is  made  against  the  City, 
or  there  still  be  time  in  which  to  bring  such  an  action,  the 
f?ct  that  in  the  case  against  the  contractor  he  has  entered 
security,  would  not  relieve  the  City  from  being  liable  to 
pay.  The  claimant  may  not  have  any  case  against  the 
contractor,  or  he  may  fail  in  his  proceedings  on  some  tech- 
nical ground,  but  he  may  have  an  action  against  the  City 
and  recover  from  it,  and  in  that  case  the  contractor  would 
probably  be  liable  over  to  the  City  under  his  contract. 

If,  therefore,  you  are  satisfied  that  no  claim  is  to  be 
made,  or  suit  brought  against  the  City,  the  claimant  look- 
ing only  to  the  contractor,  then  in  view  of  the  security 
being  entered  by  him,  you  would  be  protected  in  paying 
over  to  him  the  amount  retained.

Deae  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  duly  approved  by 
you,  stating  that  an  ordinance  was  passed  June  27,  1904, 
for  paving  Cornwall  street,  from  "G"  to  '^H"  streets,  with 
granite  blocks.  The  work  was  advertised  on  February 
17,  1905,  but  nothing  was  done,  as  the  street  was  not  a 
legally  opened  public  highway.  A  deed  of  dedication  was 
filed  in  February  of  1906,  and  accepted  by  the  Board  of 
Surveyors  on  March  5,  of  this  year.  The  property  owners 
now  desire  to  avail  themselves  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Ordinance  of  September  12,  1905,  authorizing  the  Direc- 
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tor  of  Public  Works  to  grant  permission,  when  advisable, 
to  the  owners  of  abutting  property  to  pave  or  repave 
streets,  where  the  City  will  be  at  no  cost  or  expense.  In- 
quiry is  made,  whether  the  City  may  legally  enter  into  a 
contract  with  the  owners  of  private  property  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Ordinance  of  September  12,  1905,  for  the 
paving  of  the  streets  with  vitrified  brick,  Councils  having 
previously  directed  that  the  street  be  paved  with  granite 
blocks,  but  such  street  not  being  a  legally  opened  public 
highway  when  the  direction  to  pave  with  granite  blocks 
was  enacted  by  ordinance. 

I  think  this  inquiry  is  answered  by  the  opinion  of  this 
department  of  October  5,  1905,  to  the  then  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works.  In  such  opinion  the  fol- 
lowing passages  occur : 

"The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  also  asks  to  be  advised 
that  where  Councils  authorize  the  paving  of  a  street 
with  vitrified  bricks,  and  the  property  owners  desire 
to  have  the  street  paved  by  private  contract  under  the 
Ordinance  of  September  12,  1905,  with  sheet  asphal- 
tum,  whether  the  Department  would  be  justified  in 
permitting  the  property  owners  to  pave  the  said  street 
with  sheet  asphaltum  under  private  contract,  I  ad- 
vise you  that  as  the  ordinance  was  passed  directing 
the  paving  of  the  street  with  vitrified  bricks,  you 
have  no  authority  to  permit  the  street  to  be  paved 
with  any  other  kind  of  material. 

''If  the  property  owners  desire  to  pave  under  the 
Ordinance  of  Sejotember  12,  1905,  they  must  p'ave 
the  street  with  vitrified  bricks.  The  character  of  the 
paving  is  entirely  within  the  control  of  Councils,  and 
when  they  direct  by  ordinance  what  kind  of  pavement 
is  to  be  laid,  your  de])artment  has  no  authority  to 
lay  any  other  kind.  If  it  is  desired  to  pave  the  street 
with  sheet  asphaltum,  it  will  be  necessary  to  have  an 
ordinance  passed  directing  it  to  be  paved  with  sheet 
as])haltum,  as  Councils  have  already  directed  it  to 
be  ])av('d  with  vitrified  bricks." 
I  do  not  see  that  the  case  now  in  hand  differs  from  that 
alreadv  treated  as  above.    The  only  distinction  seems  to  be 
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tbat  in  the  present  instance,  the  street  was  not  dedicated 
when  the  ordinance  relating  to  the  character  of  paving 
was  passed.  Said  ordinance,  however,  is  imperative  in  di- 
recting that  the  paving  shall  consist  of  granite  blocks,  and 
no  authority  exists  therefore  for  entering  into  a  contract 
to  have  the  work  done  with  vitrified  bricks.

Deak  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiries: 

"1.  Whether  the  curb  stone  markets  on  South 
street  were  originated  by  law  or  ordinance,  or  are  they 
merely  the  continuance  of  an  old  custom  ?" 

"2.  What  constitutes  'market  hours'  under  the 
law?" 

"3.  If  a  farmer  obtains  the  privilege  of  standing 
at  a  certain  point  on  market  days,  is  that  privilege 
exclusively  his,  and  for  how  long?" 
First.     The  curb  stone  markets  appear  to  have  been  es- 
tablished or  at  least  sanctioned  by  various  ordinances.    As 
to  the  South  street  market,   of  which  you  inquire,  this 
seems  to  have  been  done  by  Ordinance  of  April  4,  1859, 
page  144  (repealed  as  to  South  street,  west  of  Broad,  by 
Ordinance  of  March  28,  1889).     See  also,  on  this  subject 
the  various  ordinances  cited  in  Brown's  City  Digest,  208, 
Sections  95  and  98;  197,  Section  51;  207,  Section  93; 
196,  Sections  48-50,  and  various  other  citations  under  the 
headiiig  "Market  Begulations"  in  Brown's  Digest  running 
from  page  194  to  210. 

Second.  The  Ordinance  of  December  12,  1865,  Sec- 
tion 18,  page  406,  provides  that  any  person  occupying 
stalls  or  stands  in  the  market  houses,  shall  vacate  the  same 
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at  3  o'clock  P.  M.,  except  on  Saturdays,  and  then  at  10 
o'clock  P.  M.  (Ordinance  May  3,  18G7,  page  147),  pro- 
vided that  no  part  of  the  Ordinance  of  December  12,  1865, 
shall  be  constrned  to  establish  night  markets  where  they 
did  not  then  exist,  excejit  upon  the  application  of  one- 
third  of  the  occupants  of  any  section,  to  hold  market  on 
Saturday  evenings. 

Third.  I  do  not  find  any  regulations  whatever  as  to 
the  exclusive  privileges  of  farmers  to  occupy  certain  points 
or  spaces,  nor  for  how  long  such  privilege  exists.  I  pre- 
sume this  matter  is  one  that  must  be  regulated  by  custom, 
or  by  the  rules  of  your  Bureau,  if  any  such  rules  exist.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from 
the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Survey's,  counter- 
signed by  you,  relative  to  the  payment  of  moneys  due  on 
contract  with  Mr.  Darling  for  the  removal  of  the  sunken 
steamship  "Bermuda." 

It  appears  that  the  American  Surety  Company  of  New 
York,  the  surety  for  the  contractor,  has  notified  the  City 
that  Mr.  Darling  has  defaulted  in  his  contract  and  that 
the  same  has  been  completed  by  said  surety,  which  had  an 
indemnity  agreement  with  Mr.  Darling  providing  that  in 
case  of  such  default  by  him  "that  the  surety  shall  have 
the  right  to  collect  and  receive  all  reserve  percentages  and 
all  moneys  due  and  to  become  due  such  principal  under 
said  contract." 

Inquiry  is  made  whether  the  Survey  Bureau  would  be 
justified  in  drawing  a  warrant  in  favor  of  the  American 
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Surety  Company  of  jSTew  York,  for  Louis  H.  Darling,  and 
whether  by  so  doing  the  interests  of  the  City  are  fully 
protected. 

In  reply  I  would  refer  3'ou  to  the  opinions  of  the  City 
Solicitor  of  1902,  July  22nd  and  December  3rd,  pages  46 
and  70.  The  question  to  which  said  opinions  related  was 
whether  the  money  due  for  the  completion  of  the  con- 
tract for  the  erection  of  the  Annex  to  the  High  School 
should  be  paid  to  the  trustee  in  bankruptcy  of  the  con- 
tractor, or  to  his  surety,  and  it  was  held  that  the  surety 
should  be  paid  so  much  of  the  contract  moneys  as  covered 
the  work  and  material  furnished  by  such  surety  after  the 
contractor  had  made  default.  In  the  present  instance 
the  agreement  between  the  contractor  and  the  surety  com- 
pany seems  to  go  further  and  to  authorize  the  latter  to 
collect  and  receive  all  reserve  percentages  and  all  moneys 
due  and  to  become  due  the  principal  under  the  contract. 

If,  therefore,  you  are  satisfactorily  assured  that  the 
contractor  has  made  default,  and  that  the  work  was  done 
or  completed  by  the  surety,  and  that  the  indemnity  agree- 
ment referred  to  in  the  letters  from  the  manager  of  the 
American  Surety  Company  was  actually  made,  you  would 
be  justified  in  paying  to  that  company  all  the  unpaid 
money  due  upon  the  contract,  and  by  your  so  doing  the 
interest  of  the  City  would  not  be  prejudiced.

My  Dear  Captaix  Walton  :; — In  reply  to  your  com- 
munication of  this  morning  regarding  the  dredging  of  the 
Delaware   River,    together   with    correspondence    relating 
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thereto  enclosed;  inasmuch  as  this  is  a  matter  of  imme- 
diate transcendent  importance  to  the  commerce  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  I  answer  that  as  the  entire  object  and 
end  of  competitive  bidding,  under  the  Act  of  Assembly, 
is  to  secure  the  lowest  possible  price  for  work  to  be  done 
under  certain  specifieations,  and  as  the  United  States 
Government,  which  will  not  condescend  to  become  the 
bidder  for  private  work  of  this  kind,  will  do  the  same 
work  much  cheaper  than  the  parties  who  have  respectively 
submitted  their  bids,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  as  the 
sole  pur[5ose  and  reason  of  the  law  is  fulfilled  by  securing 
the  same  to  be  done  at  the  lowest  proper  price,  that  there- 
fore a  contract  with  the  Government  made  on  such  terms 
will  be  valid. 

Furthermore,  it  should  be  noted  that  the  appropriation 
made  by  the  State  of  $'375,000  is  to  be  expended  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  (Bu- 
reau of  Survey's)  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  in  ac- 
cordance Avith  plans  and  projects  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  War  Department  of  the  United  States. 

That  Act  of  Assembly  requires  the  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  alone  to  determine  how  this  sum 
shall  be  expended.  The  Act  also  provides  that  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  shall  appropriate  an  equal  amount  for 
the  like  purpose  of  deepening  and  improving  the  channel 
in  the  Delaware  river.

Dear  Sir: — In  re])ly  to  your  communication  of  May 
2G,  190G,  relative  to  the  0])ening  of  Xinth  street,  from 
]\f aster  street  to  Germantuwn  avenue,  I  beg  to  state  that 
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there  is  no  record  in  this  Department  of  the  opening  of 
said  street  in  accordance  with  the  Act  of  April  18,  1864, 
P.  L.  445.  A  careful  search  has  been  made  amongst  the 
records  of  the  Courts  of  Common  Pleas,  as  well  as  in  the 
Road  Department  of  the  Qnarter  Sessions  Courts,  but  ab- 
solutely no  record  can  be  found. 

There  was  a  proceeding  instituted  ISTovember  9,  1854, 
to  02)en  !N^inth  street,  from  Jefferson  street  to  ]\Iontgom- 
ery  avenue.  A  jury  was  duly  appointed  and  report  filed 
on  September  15,  1855.  This  was  recorded  in  Book  17, 
page  191  of  the  road  records  of  the  Court  of  Quarter 
Sessions.  There  appears,  however,  to  be  no  record  of  the 
confirmation  of  this  report. 

As  to  the  effect  of  said  Act,  so  far  as  relates  to  the  open- 
ing of  the  street  in  the  absence  of  any  other  record,  I  would 
say  that  if  the  street  has  been  physically  opened  for  more 
than  twenty-one  years  it  can  be  safely  assumed  that  some 
action  was  taken  by  the  Court  and  the  Commissioners  to 
be  appointed  by  it  under  said  Act  of  Assembly.  On  the 
face  of  it,  the  Act  itself  has  no  force  unless  some  action 
is  taken  in  accordance  therewith.

Dear  Sir  : — To  your  communication  as  to  the  right  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Heat,  Light  &  Power  Company  to  lay 
certain  j^ipes,  etc.,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance 
of  July  3,  1895,  which,  according  to  the  application  made 
as  stated  in  the  copy  furnished  me,  is  simply  for  a  permit 
to  lay  a  steam  pipe  across  Tenth  street,  and  thence  across 
Sanson!  street,  so  as  to  supply  heat  to  the  Jeft'erson  Hos- 
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pital,  my  reply  is  that  if  this  he  tlie  whole  of  the  said 
application,  the  grautiiii*;  of  that  limited  permission,  in 
my  opinion,  Avoiild  not  be  a  violation  of  the  Ordinance 
referred  to,  save  only  in  an  unimportant  particular,  and 
as  a  matter  of  charitable  necessity,  and  thereby  excusable 
from  humanitarian  consideration. 

Upon  the  broad  and  general  interpretation  of  that  Ordi- 
nance, I  give  no  opinion  at  the  present  time,  as  such  is 
not  necessary  in  order  to  accomplish  the  single  purpose  as 
above  contemplated.

Deae  Sir: — I  herewith  return  draft  of  a  proposed  or- 
dinance to  authorize  the  issuing  of  licenses  to  the  Peoples' 
Vehicle  Co.,  to  run  automobile  omnibuses  on  certain  des- 
ignated streets  of  the  City,  which  you  have  referred  to 
this  Department  at  the  request  of  the  Committee  on  High- 
ways for  an  opinion  as  to  its  legality. 

The  ordinance  in  effect  authorized  the  Peoples'  Vehicle 
C.^ompany  to  run  automobile  omnibuses  on  the  streets  men- 
tioned in  it,  for  a  period  of  twenty-five  years,  with  a  right 
on  the  part  of  the  City  to  renew  its  franchises  at  the  end 
of  that  period,  or  to  purchase  the  rolling  stock  of  the 
('Ompany  at  its  apju-aised  value.  The  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  is  directed  to  issue  licenses 
to  the  Company  on  the  conditions  mentioned,  which  are 
substantially  that  it  shall  pay  annually  certain  designated 
amounts  for  each  onmibus,  according  to  the  number  of  pas- 
sengers to  bo  carried  in  the  respective  vehicles ;  and  limit- 
ing the  weight  thereof,  when  loaded,  to  11,000  pounds. 
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Other  provisions  of  the  said  ordinance  ay)pcar,  which  it 
is  unnecessary  to  specify  more  particularly. 

The  right  of  Councils  to  pass  ordinances  upon  this  sub- 
ject is  derived  from  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  April  15, 
■J 860,  Section  12,  P.  L.,  469,  which  provides: 

'"That  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  and  the  commissioners  of  the  incor- 
porated districts,  in  the  County  of  Philadelphia,  shall 
severally  have  authority,  (by  ordinance  or  ordi- 
nances) to  provide  for  the  proper  regulation  of  om- 
nibuses, or  vehicles  in  the  nature  thereof ;  and  to  this 
end  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Councils  and  com- 
missioners as  aforesaid,  to  pass  ordinances,  from  time 
to  time,  to  provide  for  the  issuing  of  licenses  to  such 
and  so  many  persons  as  may  apply  to  keep  and  use 
omnibuses,  or  vehicles  in  the  nature  thereof,  and  to 
charge  a  reasonable  annual,  or  other  sum  therefor; 
and  to  provide  for  the  punishment  of  the  owners  and 
drivers  of  the  same  by  fine,  for  any  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  the  ordinances  to  be  enacted  by  virtue 
hereof," 

Under  this  Section  of  the  Act,  the  general  ordinance  of 
March  7,  1893,  page  16,  has  been  duly  passed.  This  or- 
dinance authorized  the  issuing  of  annual  licenses  to  run 
omnibuses,  to  all  who  may  apply  therefor,  and  who  shall 
comply  with  the  various  provisions  and  restrictions  which 
it  contains.  ISTo  franchise  for  any  fixed  period  beyond  one 
year  is  granted  or  authorized  to  be  granted  by  virtue  of 
this  ordinance,  but  the  license  is  to  be  renewed  annually, 
nor  is  any  fixed  route  prescribed.  The  provisions  for  the 
regulation  of  omnibuses  by  the  general  ordinance  are  of 
a  different  character  from  those  provided  by  the  present 
one.  The  fees  to  be  paid  by  the  licensee  depend  not  upon 
the  number  of  passengers  to  be  carried,  as  in  the  present 
ordinance,  but  are  fixed  by  the  weight  of  the  vehicle  when 
loaded,  varying  from  $75  for  one  weighing  4,000  pounds 
to  $200  per  annum  for  an  omnibus  which  with  its  pas- 
sengers shall  weigh  over  7,000  poimds,  and  not  more  than 
11,000  pounds. 
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In  the  case  of  Rciiner's  Appeal,  100  Pa.,  182,  and  Com- 
monwealth vs.  Harris,  10  W.  N.  C,  page  10,  the  courts 
of  this  Commonwealth  have  held  that  a  special  ordinance 
authorizing  the  construction  of  a  bay  window  in  an  in- 
dividual case  in  a  different  manner  and  upon  different 
conditions  from  those  prevailing  throughout  the  City,  is 
invalid  and  illegal.  The  Act  of  Assembly  under  which 
Councils  are  authorized  to  regulate  bay  windows  is  not 
different  in  effect  from  the  Act  of  1850,  above  referred  to, 
which  contains  the  necessary  authority  for  Councils  to 
regulate  omnibuses  and  vehicles  in  the  nature  thereof,  and 
the  ground  upon  which  these  decisions  rest  are  therefore 
equally  applicable  in  the  present  instance. 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  such  privileges  as  arc 
included  in  the  measure  submitted,  should  be  granted  only 
by  general  ordinances,  and  not  specially  to  designated  per- 
sons or  corporations.

In  re  Liahilify  for  assessment  for  imvlng  cartway  on  Old 
York  road. 

Thomas  L.  ITicks^  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  the  15th  inst.,  in  relation 
to  paving  Old  York  road,  between  Germanto'UTi  avenue 
and  Butler  street,  received. 

It  appears  that  Old  York  road  was  a  toll  road  for  many 
years  and  was  macadamized  by  the  turnpike  company. 
By  Ordinance  of  March  19,  1894  (Ord.  1894,  p.  56), 
the  City  gave  consent  to  the  Philadelphia,  Cheltenham  & 
Jenkintown  Passenger  Railway  Company  to  lay  its  tracks 


on  York  road  within  the  County  of  Philadelphia.  Re- 
cently the  City,  by  condemnation  proceedings,  freed  the 
said  road  from  toll  and  it  has  thus  become  a  City  road. 

You  state  that  the  City  has  not  done  any  paving  or  re- 
paving  on  the  said  road  and  now  proposes  to  pave  it  be- 
tween Germantown  avenue  and  Butler  street,  and  you  de- 
sire to  know  whether  the  property  owners  or  the  railway 
company  will  be  liable  for  the  cost  of  the  paving. 

From  the  statements  in  your  letter  it  does  not  appear  to 
be  similar  to  Frankford  avenue.  As  to  Frankford  avenue, 
the  Supreme  Court  held  that  the  property  owners  were  not 
liable  for  the  paving  authorized  by  the  Ordinance  of 
March  11,  1891,  because  previously  thereto  the  City 
adoj^ted  the  pavement  laid  by  the  turnpike  company  and 
had  kept  the  same  in  repair  as  a  City  street.  The  paving 
of  Frankkford  avenue  gave  rise  to  two  cases,  Leake  vs. 
Phila.,  150  Pa.,  643,  in  which  the  Court  refused  to  re- 
strain the  City  from  paving  the  street,  and  Leake  vs. 
Phila.,  171  Pa.,  125,  wherein  it  was  held  that  the  paving 
authorized  by  the  Ordinance  of  March  11,  1891,  was  not 
an  original  pavement,  but  a  repaving,  for  which  the  prop- 
erty owners  were  not  liable.  A  mere  reference  to  this 
latter  case  will  show  the  difference  between  it  and  York 
road,  if  you  have  stated  in  your  letter  all  the  facts  in  con- 
nection with  the  latter  road. 

Frankford  road  was  an  old  road  or  street,  and  the  Bor- 
ough of  Frankford,  long  prior  to  consolidation,  policed 
it  and  provided  it  with  light.  By  ordinance  of  the  Bor- 
ough in  1801,  it  was  styled  "Main  street."  The  owners 
abutting  thereon  were  required  by  the  Borough  to  pave  and 
curb  their  footways  and  construct  gutter  of  stone,  and 
that  was  the  condition  of  Frankford  road  where  the  pav- 
ing of  1891  was  constructed.  It  Avas  in  appearance  a 
City  street;  was  closely  built  upon  and  furnished  with 
all  the  City  conveniences.  It  was  cleaned  and  lighted  at 
the  expense  of  the  City.  The  master  in  the  case  found 
"that  Frankford  avenue  was  paved,  and  assimilated  with 
the  rest  of  the  City  streets,  and  so  recognized  and  treated 
by  the  municipality  for  many  years  before  the  ashalt  pave- 
ment Avas  laid,  and  that  the  latter  was  a  repaving  for  which 
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the  abutting  owners  were  not  liable."  This  is  cited  from 
the  opinion  of  the  court,  after  making  the  follow^ing 
statement:  "Although  macadamizing  is  prima  facie  not 
a  paving  for  a  City  street,  yet  it  may  be  a  paving  if  put 
down  by  the  City  in  the  first  instance,  or  adopted  subse- 
quently as  a  pavement  for  the  purpose  of  turning  a  road 
into  a  street.  This  municipal  act  of  adoption  or  recogni- 
tion as  a  paved  street  is  the  test  of  the  liability  of  an 
abutting  property  owner  to  pay  for  further  repairs  or  re- 
paving." 

The  macadamizing  done  by  the  turnpike  company  did 
not  constitute  an  original  pavement.  An  original  pave- 
ment is  one  laid  by  the  municipal  authorities ;  or,  if  laid 
by  other  authority,  such  as  a  turnpike  company,  subse- 
quently adopted  by  the  municipal  authorities  as  the  paving 
of  a  City  street. 

Starting  then  with  the  thought  that  the  pavement  wa^ 
laid  by  the  turnpike  company  and  was  not  an  original 
pavement,  we  inquire  whether  the  Cit}^  has  adopted  that 
pavement,  since  freeing  the  road  from  toll.  If  the  City 
has  not  adopted  it  as  the  pavement  of  a  City  street,  and  if 
the  pavement  ijow  proposed  is  the  first  step  taken  by  the 
City  in  reference  to  that  road,  then  the  pavement  laid  by 
the  turnpike  company  was  not  an  original  pavement  and 
the  paving  now  proposed  is  the  first  pavement,  and  the 
property  owners  are  liable. 

Let  me  quote  from  Phila.  vs.  Eddleman,  169  Pa.,  458: 
"It  may  perhaps  be  safely  stated  as  a  corollary  that, 
prima  facie,  macadamizing  is  not  a  street  paving  in 
Philadelphia,  or  probably  in  other  large  cities,  while 
on  the  other  hand  there  may  be  a  presumption  the 
other  way  in  smaller  cities  or  towns,  as  indicated  in 
Greenburg  vs.  Laird;  Ilarrisburg  vs.  Segelbaum,  and 
Boyer  vs.  Reading.  Some  illustrations  of  the  legis- 
lative use  of  the  vrord  in  relation  to  paving  will  be 
found  in  the  opinion  of  Willson,  J.,  quoted  in  Leake 
vs.  Phila.,  150  Pa.,  G13,  649,  650  and  in  some  of  the 
other  cases  cited,  supra.  But  Philjidelj^hia  vs.  Ehret, 
153  Pa.,  1,  shows  that  there  is  no  hard  and  fast  rule 
on  the  subject  of  the  kind  of  paving.  It  is  a  question 
of  fact  in  each  case,  and  the  governing  consideration 
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is  the  nature  of  the  municipal  action  with  regard  to- 
it.  When  the  boundaries  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
were  made  coterminous  with  the  County,  hj  the  Con- 
solidation Act  of  1854,  certain  rural  and  suburban, 
districts,  wdth  their  roads,  were  brought  under  the 
municipal  jurisdiction.  Some  of  these  Avere  mere 
township  roads,  while  others  w^ere  main  arteries  of 
travel  and  trade,  biiilt  up  closely  for  considerable  dis- 
tances so  as  to  be  practically  streets.  Radiating  from 
the  old  City  were  several  principal  thoroughfares  such 
as  Moyamensing  and  Passyunk  roads  to  the  south, 
Frankford,  Old  York,  Germantown  and  Ridge  roads 
to  the  north.  These  the  City  might  continue  as  or- 
dinary though  important  and  much  traveled  roads, 
and  keep  in  repair  as  such,  until  the  proper  time 
should  arrive  for  the  change,  or  on  the  other  hand, 
might  recognize  or  adopt  as  streets  sufficiently  well 
paved  for  all  the  requirements  of  the  present  or  near 
future.  And  if  the  latter  course  was  adopted  as  to 
any  road  or  any  portion  thereof,  no  matter  how  or 
with  what  material  it  was  paved,  then  it  became  a 
street  as  a  result  of  such  action,  and  the  future  growth 
of  the  City,  and  necessity  of  a  different  pavement 
would  not  change  its  character  or  subject  the  abutting 
owners  to  charge  for  new  paving.  The  case  of  Alle- 
gheny avenue,  Philadelphia  vs.  Ehret,  153  Pa.,  1, 
is  an  illustration  of  this  resvilt.  The  present  claim 
is  for  paving  with  Belgian  blocks,  a  part  of  Ridge 
avenue,  one  of  the  main  thoroughfares  above  referred 
to,  leading  northw^est  from  the  old  City.  The  affi- 
davit of  defense  sets  forth  that  the  road  was  macad- 
amized by  the  Ridge  Turnpike  Company  in  1811,  and 
so  maintained  until  it  w^as  acquired  by  the  City  in 
1873;  and  since  1873,  the  City  'has  maintained  the 
said  road  or  turnpike  as  a  public  highway,  and  has 
repeatedly  repaired  and  repaved  the  same  with  mac- 
adam.' There  is  nothing  here  to  show  that  Ridge 
avenue,  where  appellant's  property  is  situated,  has 
ceased  to  be  a  road  and  become  a  street,  still  less  that 
it  has  become  so  by  municipal  action  or  acquiescence. 
The  Ridge  turnpike  by  the  charter  of  1811  (P.  L., 
167),  began  at  Tenth  and  Vine  streets  in  Philadel- 
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pliia,    and    extended    to    Perkiomen    hridge,    Mont- 
gomery County.     In  fact,  it  was  made  to  begin  at 
Ninth  and  Vine.    We  might  assume  from  our  general 
knowledge  of  the  localities,  that  in  1890  it  had  cer- 
tainly become  a  street  at  Ninth  and  Vine,  and  almost 
certainly  had  become  a  street  at  Perkiomen  bridge. 
But  its  status  as  a  road  or  street  at  the  intermediate 
point  in  Roxborough  does  not  appear,  and  the  affi- 
davit showing  that  down  to  1873,  it  was  not  a  paved 
street,  the  burden  was  on  appellant  to  show  that  its 
character  in  that  respect  had  changed.     This  the  affi- 
davit fails  to  do.     Mere  maintenance  as  a  highway, 
and  repairs  and  repavings  for  the  purpose  of  such 
maintenance,  are  all  that  are  averred,  and  these  are 
not  sufficient." 
You  will  thus  notice  that  whether  the  pavement  is  a 
first  pavement  or  not,  in  either  case,  is  a  question  of  fact, 
and  relying  upon  the  facts  as  stated  in  your  letter,  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that  the  paving  proposed  is  the  first  pave- 
ment and  the  property  o\^Tiers  would  be  liable  for  the  cost 
thereof. 

This  disposes  of  the  question  of  the  liability  of  the  rail- 
way company,  because,  if  the  proposed  paving  be  the  first 
pavement,  then  the  railway  company  would  not  be  liable. 
If,  however,  this  proposed  paving  be  a  second  paving,  then 
imder  the  ordinances  the  railway  company  would  be  liable 
for  the  cost  thereof.  The  character  of  York  road,  from 
Oermantown  avenue  to  Butler  street,  should  be  considered, 
but  your  letter  does  not  inform  us  as  to  this.

My  Dear  Mr.  Mayor  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry 
v,'hcth('r  'Tn  the  ten  days  that  the  Mayor  has  for  approv- 
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ing  ordinances  after  the  presentation  to  him  would  it  not 
count  ten  clear  days  exclusive  of  the  day  that  it  was  pre- 
sented, so  that  he  would  have  till  the  last  moment  of  the 
tenth  day  exclusive  of  the  day  that  it  was  presented  ?" 

The  ]\Iayor  has  ten  days  from  presentation,  not  count- 
ing the  day  on  which  such  presentation  occurs,  for  ap- 
proving ordinances.  Thus,  if  the  ordinance  be  presented 
to  him  upon  say,  the  fifth  day  of  June,  he  has  until  the 
last  moment  of  the  fifteenth'  day  to  approve  or  veto  the  bill. 

The  subject  is  governed  by  the  Declaratory  Act  of  June 
20,  1883,  P.  L.  136.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  favor  of  the  7tli  inst., 
requesting  an  opinion  as  to  the  meaning  of  the  Act  of 
Assembly  of  May  5,  1889,  Section  28,  P.  L.  205,  which 
provides  "That  every  dwelling  house  shall  have  an  open 
space  attached  to  it  in  the  rear,  or  at  the  side,  equal  to 
at  least  one  hundred  and  forty-four  square  feet  clear  space 
unobstructed  by  any  overhanging  structure,"  when  applied 
to  corner  houses,  permit  me  to  say  that  this  section  of 
the  Act  would,  in  my  opinion,  apply  with  equal  force  to  a 
corner  property  as  to  an  interior  one. 

While  it  is  true  that  the  intent  of  the  Act  was  evidently 
to  preserve  a  proper  space  for  light  and  air,  and  a  corner 
house  would  have  such  proper  space  regardless  of  the  pre- 
servation of  the  one  hundred  and  forty-four  square  feet 
in  the  shape  of  a  yard,  nevertheless,  the  language  of  the 
Act  applies  to  every  dwelling  house ;  and  if  the  owner  of 
such  a  corner  property  were  permitted  to  cover  his  entire 
lot,  or  any  portion  of  said  one  hundred  and  forty-four 
square  feet,  with  a  structure  and  the  street  running  along 
the  side  should  at  any  time  be  vacated,  you  can  readily 
see  the  intent  of  the  Act  would  be  defeated.

Dear  Sir: — In  a  communication  to  this  department, 
dated  June  19th,  you  state  that  last  year  the  Superintend- 
ent of  the  Bureau  of  Charities  was  permitted  by  special 
ruling  of  the  City  Controller,  to  buy  ice  from  the  appro- 
priation Item  ISTo.  li  for  groceries,  etc. ;  that  the  ice  plant 
provided  for  that  purpose  is  not  adequate  for  the  produc- 
tion of  a  sufficient  quantity,  and  you  ask  to  be  advised  if 
the  purchase  of  ice  from  the  same  Item  for  the  current 
year  will  meet  with  the  approval  of  this  department. 

While,  perhaps,  in  the  strict  use  of  language  "ice"  is 
not  groceries,  yet  in  its  nature  it  is  so  analogous  thereto, 
that  the  use  of  money  appropriated  for  groceries  in  the 
purchase  of  ice  should  not  be  regarded  as  an  undue  diver- 
sion of  such  funds.  I  would,  therefore,  not  disapprove  of 
your  following  the  course  suggested  in  the  present  instance.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  several  iuquiries 
whether  your  department  has  the  right  to  enter  upon  and 
construct  sewers  through  private  property  under  conditions 
named  in  a  letter  from  IJr.  A,  C.  Abbott,  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Health,  and  whether,  if  so,  the  City  can  assess 
the  usual  charges  against  the  property  owners  through 
whose  grounds  the  sewer  passes ;  and  inquiring  further, 
whether  your  department  should  proceed  with  the  con- 
struction of  said  sewer  through  private  property  in  the  in- 
stance referred  to,  leaving  the  owners  thereof  to  their 
action  at  law  to  recover  any  damages  which  may  be  sus- 
tained. 

^^'hile  the  Board  of  Health  has  the  undoubted  right 
to  declare  the  existence  of  nuisances  and  to  proceed  for 
their  abatement,  when  in  so  doing  it  becomes  necessary  to 
build  sewers  through  private  property,  or  upon  the  public 
highways,  it  appears  to  this  department  that  the  power 
of  thus  proceeding  is  vested  in  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  acting  under  authority  of  an  ordinance  of  Coun- 
cils, and  that  the  Board  of  Health  by  so  doing  would 
trench  ujDon  the  authority  of  the  legislative  branch  of  the 
City  government,  and  also  the  executive  department  to 
which  that  function  is  confided  by  law. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  matter  be  called  by  your  de- 
partment to  the  attention  of  Councils,  and  that  an  ordi- 
nance be  submitted  to  that  body  for  passage  authorizing 
the  construction  of  said  sewer  and  making  the  necessary 
appropriation.

My  Deak  Sik  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication 
enclosing  copies  of  contracts  relative  to  the  employment 
of  an  architect  to  draw  plans  and  supervise  the  erection 
and  construction  of  the  "Hospital  for  the  Indigent"  and 
other  municipal  buildings.  It  appears  that  under  au- 
thority of  an  Ordinance  of  March  21,  1903,  authorizing 
such  employment,  a  contract  was  entered  into  for  those 
purposes  with  Philip  H.  Johnson,  stipulating  for  the  pay- 
ment to  him  of  commissions  aggregating  five  per  cent,  of 
the  moneys  to  be  expended  on  the  buildings  in  question 
at  various  times  during  the  progress  of  the  work.  I  as- 
sume that  said  contract  was  duly  certified  by  you,  though 
you  do  not  expressly  so  state. 

On  May  19,  1906,  another  contract  for  the  same  pur- 
poses was  entered  into  under  authority  of  the  said  ordi- 
nance with  Messrs.  Wilson,  Harris  and  Richards,  for  the 
consideration  of  four  per  centum  commission  upon  the 
amount  expended. 

You  inquire  whether  you  would  be  justified  in  placing 
your  certificate  on  the  last  named  contract  in  view  of  the 
existence  of  the  earlier  one.  I  reply  that  if  there  is  suffi- 
cient money  appropriated  to  the  necessary  Item  to  cover 
the  possible  expense  of  both  contracts,  you  should  duly 
certify  that  with  Wilson,  Harris  and  Richards.  If  there 
is  not  a  sufficient  appropriation  to  cover  both,  this  depart- 
ment is  not  possessed  of  the  necessary  information  to  de- 
cide whether  or  not  you  should  attach  your  certificate  to 
the  second  contract,  as  this  would  depend  upon  whether 
the  first  contract  is  still  in  force,  or  Avhether  it  has  for 
any  reason  been  abrogated  or  annulled.

Deajr  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from 
the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  approved 
by  you,  in  reference  to  the  right  of  the  Twenty-second 
street  and  Allegheny  avenue  Passenger  Eailway  Company 
to  lay  tracks  on  Sedgley  avenue.  Therefrom,  it  appears 
that  Councils,  by  Ordinance  of  June  19,  1890,  authorized 
that  company  to  lay  a  double  track  on  Allegheny  avenue, 
from  Ridge  avenue  to  Delaware  avenue  that  imder  au- 
thority of  a  subsequent  ordinance  a  plan  was  confirmed  by 
the  Board  of  Surveyors  on  August  3,  1891,  revising  the 
lines  of  Allegheny  avenue  from  Eighth  street  to  German- 
town  avenue,  whereby  the  lines  of  said  Allegheny  avenue 
between  Glenwood  avenue  and  Sedgley  avenue,  were 
changed  so  as  to  cross  the  Connecting  Railway,  and  the 
width  of  Sedgley  avenue,  from  !N^inth  street  to  German- 
to\^•n  avenue  increased  from  sixty  feet  to  one  hundred  feet. 
Some  question  arose  Avhether  the  name  of  the  street  be- 
tween Germantown  avenue  and  JSTinth  street  was  Allegheny 
avenue  or  Sedgley  avenue;  and  thereupon  the  Board  of 
Surveyors,  on  April  8,  1895,  passed  a  resolution  that  the 
proper  name  of  the  avenue  parallel  to  the  Connecting  Rail- 
way and  north  thereof,  between  Germantown  avenue  and 
Ninth  street,  was  and  always  had  been  Sedgley  avenue; 
and  that  Allegheny  avenue  crosses  the  Connecting  Rail- 
way at  right  angles  and  extends  northwardly  to  the  south- 
erly line  of  Sedgley  avenue,  terminating  thereat,  and  again 
continuing  westward  of  Sedgley  avenue. 

The  Twenty-second  street  and  Allegheny  Avenue  Pas- 
senger Railway  Company  has  made  ap])lication  for  a  per- 
mit to  lay  tracks  on  Sedgley  avenue,  between  Germantown 
avenue  and  Ninth  street,  and  therefrom  arises  the  inquiry 
as  to  its  legal  right  to  have  such  permit,  which  is  necessary 
to  comjjlete  the  continuity  of  its  line. 
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The  Ordinance  of  October  26,  1895  (Ord.  p.  235)  pro- 
vides that  the  intent  and  meaning  of  the  ordinance  of 
March  7,  1893  was  and  is  to  inclnde  in  the  opening  to 
its  full  width  of  AUeg'heny  avenue,  from  ISTinth  street  to 
Gemiantown  avenue,  that  portion  heretofore  known  as 
Sedglev  avenue ;  and  that  so  much  of  the  Ordinances  of 
JSTovember  30,  1891  and  JSWember  14,  1893  authorizing 
the  opening  of  Sedgley  avenue  from  I^inth  street  to  Ger- 
mantown  avenue  are  repealed. 

I  would  advise  you  that  you  should  consider  Sedgley 
avenue,  from  Gemiantown  avenue  to  Xinth  street,  the  same 
as  Allegheny  avenue.

Deak  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  20th  inst.,  in  reference 
to  tracks  on  Fifteenth  street,  between  Erie  and  German- 
town  avenues,  received.  If  a  coj^y  of  the  letter  from  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  of  June  5th,  1906,  to 
the  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Company  had  been  en- 
closed, it  would  probably  give  us  more  information  as  to 
what  question  the  chief  of  the  bureau  desires  to  solve. 
You  ask  whether  there  is  any  existing  agreement  between 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  the  Thirteenth  and  Fif- 
teenth Streets  Passenger  Railway  Company  relative  to 
these  tracks. 

The  Act  of  ]\rarch  2rth,  1873,  P.  L.  435,  provided  that 
the  Thirteenth  and  Fifteenth  Streets  Company,  after  its 
merger  with  the  Xavy  Yard,  Broad  Street  &  Fairmount 
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Ivailway  Company,  having  the  right  to  occupy  Broad  street, 
should  roniove  the  trjicks  from  Broad  street  to  Thirteenth 
and  Fifteenth  streets,  as  each  six  consecutive  squares  of 
Thirteenth  and  Fifteenth  streets  northward  and  south- 
ward from  designated  points,  should  be  opened.  The 
Thirteenth  &  Fifteenth  Streets  Passenger  Railway  Com- 
pany was  required  to  accept  the  provisions  of  that  Act. 

I  do  not  know  of  any  agreement  made  between  the  City 
and  the  luiilway  Company  at  the  time  the  tracks  were  re- 
niovd  from  Broad  street,  between  Erie  avenue  and  Cayuga 
street,  as  stated  in  the  communication  of  the  Special  Agent 
of  the  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Company.  Should  such 
an  agreement  exist,  the  Special  Agent  would  be  able  to 
let  you  have  a  copy,  and  that  will,  I  suppose,  give  you  the 
information  desired.

Deak  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  copy  of  resolution  of 
the  Board  of  Public  Education,  referring  to  this  Depart- 
ment, a  communication  from  the  acting  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  with  the  documents  accompanying  it,  with  the 
request  for  an  opinion  as  to  whether  the  decision  of  the  At- 
torney General  of  Pennsylvania,  affecting'  the  child  labor 
law,  and  the  circular  of  the  Chief  Factory  Inspector  is- 
sued in  pursuance  thereof,  apply  to  and  are  binding  upon 
the  Department  of  Compulsory  Attendance  of  the  Board 
of  Public  Education. 

The  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General  in  question  is 
simply  to  the  effect  that  the  recent  decision  of  the  Superior 
Court  in  the  case  of  Collett  vs.  Scott,  30  Superior  Court, 
page  430  (Advanced  Reports),  declaring  the  Act  of  May 
i,  1905,  P.  L.,  344  C^o.  222)  unconstitutional,  is  equally 
effective  in  demonstrating  the  unconstitutionality  of 
similar  provisions  (to  wit:  Sections  5  and  6),  in  an  Act 
of  the  same  date,  (P.  L.,  352,  ISTo.  226)  and  wherein  he 
advises  that  no  more  prosecutions  be  brought  for  viola- 
tions of  said  sections,  unless  the  decision  of  the  Superior 
Court  on  appeal  shall  be  reversed. 

Upon  examination  of  the  two  statutes,  there  is  no  escape 
from  the  conclusion  of  the  Attorney  General,  inasmuch  as 
the  substantial  identity  between  the  Act  specifically  found 
by  the  Superior  Court  to  be  unconstitutional,  and  those 
sections  of  the  analogous  Act  of  1905,  is  apparent. 
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Inasmnch,  however,  as  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney 
General  only  advises  the  cessation  of  prosecutions  for  vio- 
lations of  those  sections  of  the  Act  (Xo.  226)  it  cannot 
])ro])erly  be  said  to  be  bindine;  upon  or  applicable  to  any 
other  person  than  those  concerned  with  the  bringing  of 
such  prosecutions. 

The  Factory  Inspector  to  whom  said  opinion  was  given, 
infers  therefrom  that  the  affidavit  as  to  age,  required  from 
parents,  need  no  longer  be  corroborated  by  a  transcript 
from  the  public  or  religious  record  of  birth,  baptism  or 
circumcision ;  or  that  a  statement  from  a  teacher  as  to  a 
child's  educational  qualifications  need  be  given.  "Or," 
to  quote  the  language  of  the  said  Inspector,  "to  put  the 
matter  positively,  the  only  conditions  required  in  order  to 
issue  an  employment  certificate  to  a  child  are  the  follow- 
ing: a  parent's,  guardian's  or  custodian's  affidavit  showing 
that  the  child  is  at  least  fourteen  years  of  age;  ability  on 
the  part  of  the  child  to  read  and  write  simple  sentences  in 
the  English  language,  and  physical  ability  in  the  child  to 
perform  the  proposed  labor." 

The  said  Inspector  thereupon  instructs  local  public 
school  superintendents,  principal  teachers  and  their  re- 
spective deputies,  and  those  in  the  Department  of  Factory 
Inspection,  to  issue  employment  certificates  as  heretofore, 
and  to  make  the  same  disposition  of  duplicate  certificates 
as  "has  been  the  custom  in  the  past. 

The  said  case  of  Collett  vs.  Scott,  was  an  appeal  from 
the  judgment  of  the  lower  court,  which  refused  to  issue 
a  peremptory  mandamus  to  a  school  superintendent  to  com- 
pel him  to  perform  the  duties  prescribed  by  the  Act  of 
May  2,  1905,  P.  L.,  3^4,  and  the  action  therein  was  af- 
firmed. 

In  analogy  to  this  decision  it  would  seem  to  be  no  longer 
compulsory  upon  sui)erintendents  of  public  instruction  (or 
principal  teachers  where  there  are  no  such  superinten- 
dents) to  comply  with  the  unconstitutional  Sections  5  and 
6,  of  Act  Xo.  226,  by  furnishing  the  certificates  or  per- 
forming the  duties  required  by  those  sections.  If,  how- 
ever, the  superintendent  determines  to  continue  the  custom 
of  furnishing  said  certificates,  then  such  should  be  done 
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in  the  forms  provided  by  the  Chief  Factory  Inspector  and 
in  accordance  with  the  regulations  and  suggestions  pre- 
scribed by  him,  as  the  Act  authorizes  him  to  define  the 
forms  to  be  used. 

As  to  the  inquiry  of  the  Acting  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  'Svhether  or  not  this  decision  (the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral's) applies  only  to  children  seeking  employment  in 
domestic  service,  in  anthracite  coal  mines  and  collieries, 
and  in  farm  labor  under  an  Act  'Regulating  the  employ- 
ment of  minor  children  in  and  about  any  anthracite  coal 
mine  or  colliery,  etc./  or  to  the  Child  Labor  Law,  or  also 
to  children  between  the  ages  of  eight  and  sixteen  years 
seeking  general  employment  under  the  compulsory  attend- 
ance Act  to  provide  for  the  attendance  of  children  of  this 
Commonwealth,  etc.,"  as  I  have  said,  the  decision  of  the 
Superior  Court  refers  only  to  Act  ISTo.  222 ;  but  that  the 
reasoning  thereof  makes  it  equally  applicable  to  Sections 
5  and  6  of  Act  JSTo.  226,  and  to  which  the  opinion  of  the 
Attorney  General  properly  extends  it.  The  latter  Act,  in 
Section  1,  expressly  defines  "establishments"  to  mean  any 
place  within  the  Commonwealth  other  than  Avhere  domes- 
tic, coal  mining,  or  farm  labor  is  employed,  and  where  a 
salary  or  wages  is  paid  to  men,  women  and  children  en- 
gaged therein.  So  that  the  Attorney  General's  opinion 
undoubtedly  includes  all  such  establishments,  that  is,  to 
all  places  employing  child  labor,  except  domestic,  coal 
mining,  or  farm  lal)or ;  and  to  children  seeking  employ- 
ment in  establishments  as  thus  defined. 

As  to  the  Act  of  July  11,  1901,  P.  L.,  658,  providing 
for  compulsory  education,  etc.,  referred  to  in  the  letter  of 
Mr.  Singer,  I  cannot  see  that  either  the  decision  of  the 
Superior  Court,  or  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General 
has  any  reference  to  the  certificate  required  to  be  furnished 
by  the  provisions  of  Section  1.

My  Dear  Sir  : — To  your  inquiry  relative  to  an  ordi- 
nance transferring,  among  other  sums,  $2,500  to  Item  35, 
for  paving  streets  occupied  by  passenger  railway  compa- 
nies, I  reply  as  follows :  That  the  real  purpose  of  this  ap- 
propriation being,  as  you  have  stated,  not  to  repave  but  to 
repair  such  streets,  which  the  companies  after  notice  have 
refused  to' repair,  and  for  the  City  thereupon  to  bring  suit 
to  recover  the  amount  thereof,  and  your  question  being 
whether  the  ordinance  enclosed  having  been  passed  for  that 
specific  purpose,  would  prevent  such  recovery,  and  whether 
the  word  "repaving"  could  be  construed  to  mean  "repair- 
ing,"! answer,  that  in  my  opinion  the  terms  of  the  ordi- 
nance would  not  prevent  a  recovery  against  the  derelict 
railway  companies. 

Moreover,  considering  the  circumstances  as  stated  by 
yourself,  as  well  as  the  limited  amount  appropriated,  I 
'am  of  the  opinion  that  the  word  "repaving"  might  prop- 
erly, under  a  liberal  construction,  be  construed  as  includ- 
ing repairing. 

The  proposed  ordinance  sent  me  by  _\ou  is  herewith 
returned.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  resolution  requesting 
the  opinion  of  this  Department  as  to  the  legal  authority 
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cf  Councils  to  make  an  appropriation  for  erecting  and 
maintaining  ice  plants  under  the  supervision  of  the  Direc- 
tor of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Charities  "in 
different  localities  of  the  City,  Avith  sufficient  output  to 
care  for  those  who  are  sick  or  who  are  prevented  by  limited 
means  to  pay  the  outrageous  price  for  this  great  necessity." 
I  am  of  opinion  that  while  the  City  of  Philadelphia  has 
p-Ot  the  legal  right  to  manufacture  and  sell  ice  as  a  busi- 
ness, or  to  erect  plants  for  that  purpose,  yet  in  pursuance 
of  its  police  power  and  as  incidental  to  its  duty  to  re- 
lieve the  poor  of  the  community,  it  would  have  the  right  to 
erect  plants  for  the  manufacture  and  distribution  of  ice, 
either  gratuitously  or  otherwise.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from 
you  enclosing  a  letter  to  yourself  from  the  Chief  Engineer 
of  the  Bureau  of  Filtration  relative  to  Contracts  ISTos.  11 
and  67,  with  the  Holly  Manufacturing  Company,  for 
erecting  boilers,  etc.,  at  Lardner's  Point  Pumping  Station. 

It  appears  therefrom  that  Contract  No.  11  has  been 
practically  completed  and  the  consideration  money  paid, 
excepting  $1,000.  In  respect  to  this  contract  the  contrac- 
tor has  made  various  claims  against  the  City  amounting 
in  the  aggregate  to  $7,876.79,  the  greater  part  of  Avhich 
the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Filtration  thinks  to 
be  well-founded. 

Contract  ISTo.  67  was  for  three  pumps,  etc.,  similar  to 
those  furnished  under  Contract  ISTo.  11.  Respecting  this 
contract   there    appears    to    have    been   much    delay,    the 
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resj)onsibility  for  wliicli  is  stated  to  be  ditFicult  to  deter- 
mine. The  lirst,  second,  third  and  fourth  payments  upon 
this  contract  have  been  made,  and  the  fifth  and  sixth  pay- 
ments are  to  bo  made  by  the  terms  of  the  contract,  respec- 
tively four  montlis  and  one  year  after  the  starting  of  the 
engines.  The  boilers  to  be  provided,  have  not  yet  been  put 
in,  and  of  course  the  engines  have  not  been  started  and 
cannot  be,  until  such  boilers  are  installed.  The  reason 
that  the  boilers  have  not  been  furnished  appears  to  be  that 
the  type  of  boiler  originally  specified  is  not  satisfactory, 
as  it  is  believed  to  be  disadvantageous  to  the  interest  of 
the  City.  Such  boilers  will  not  be  needed  for  a  year,  and 
it  is  j)roposed  to  design  and  install  a  better  or  more  suit- 
able type  of  boiler  in  place  of  those  described  in  the  speci- 
fications. It  is  further  stated  that  the  engines,  being  "dup- 
licates of  others  in  the  same  building,  that  have  been  found 
complete  and  satisfactory  in  every  particular,  the  City 
apparently  gains  nothing  by  holding  up  the  contractors' 
money  until  these  tests  are  made,  and  the  contractor  has 
expressed  a  willingness  to  compromise  the  entire  matter 
by  receiving  now  the  bid  price  on  both  contracts,  excepting 
the  boilers  under  Contract  67,  they  to  be  paid  for  when 
finished  and  placed.  By  accepting  this  proposition  the 
City  would  save  whatever  may  be  justly  due  the  contractor 
under  the  above  claims." 

It  is  clear  from  the  various  specifications  under  Con- 
tract 67,  that  the  delay  provided  for  in  the  payment  of 
the  fifth  and  sixth  installments  of  the  contract  price  are 
for  the  protection  of  the  City,  it  being  intended  that  these 
installments  shall  be  held  back  until  the  merits  of  the 
work  shall  have  been  thoroughly  investigated,  the  contrac- 
tor being  obliged  to  keep  it  in  repair  for  a  year  and  at  the 
end  of  that  time  to  submit  it  to  a  severe  test.  Obviously 
this  purpose  would  be  nullified  if  the  delayed  payments 
should  be  made  at  the  present  time,  before  the  completion 
of  the  work,  and  necessarily  before  the  prescribed  tests 
can  be  applied. 

If,  as  is  feared  by  the  Chief  Engineer,  the  City  may  be 
liable  in  damages  to  the  contractor  under  Contract  11,  such 
liability  will  l)e  fixed  by  the  proper  tribunal  and  will  not 
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involve  an  assumption  of  responsibility  by  your  Depart^ 
nient.  To  compromise  said  claim  in  the  manner  suggested 
by  releasing  the  money  which  should  be  held  to  guarantee- 
the  work  under  Contract  67,  would,  on  the  contrary,  in- 
volve such  an  assumption  of  responsibility. 

As  the  head  of  your  Department,  however,  you  are 
vested  with  a  large  measure  of  discretion  in  carrying  out 
contracts  of  this  character,  and  the  matter  is  one  to  be  de- 
cided in  the  sound  exercise  of  such  discretionary  authority. 

Whatever  deviation  shall  be  made  from  the  terms  of 
the  contract  should  only  be  with  the  clear  written  assent 
of  the  sureties  of  the  contractor,  so  as  to  avoid  any  pos* 
sibilty  of  misunderstanding  by  them,  or  of  release  from 
their  obligations  upon  this  ground.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  approved  by  you,  in. 
which  it  is  stated  that  sewers  have  been  laid  at  the  expense 
of  private  owners  of  property  on  Fifty-third  and  Fifty- 
fourth  street,  from  Catharine  to  Webster  street,  and  on. 
Fitzwater  and  Catharine  streets,  from  Fifty-third  to  Fifty- 
fourth  streets,  the  same  having  been  completed  Novem- 
ber 4,  1905,  and  January  5,  1906,  and  duly  authorized 
by  your  Department  by  virtue  of  the  8th  Section  of  the 
Ordinance  of  May  12,  1866,  and  the  Ordinance  of  April 
4,  1891 ;  that  a  plan  and  statement  of  the  cost  of  the  said 
sewers  has  been  filed  as  required  by  Section  8  of  the  Or- 
dinance of  1866;  and  that  the  Trustees  of  the  Wharton; 
Street  M.  E.   Church  at  the  northeast  corner  of  Fifty- 
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fourth  and  Catharine  streets,  make  application  for  per- 
njission  to  connect  with  the  sewer  either  on  Catharine  or 
Fifty-fourth  street,  without  contributing  to  the  expense 
of  the  construction  thereof,  claiming  such  privilege  under 
the  Ordinance  of  April  25,  1905.     Thereupon  you  ask: 

1.  Whether  your  Department  would  be  justified  in  is- 
suing a  permit  to  connect  with  either  of  said  sewers  with- 
out payment  to  the  parties  who  constructed  the  sewers  of 
a  proportionate  share  of  the  cost  thereof. 

2.  Whether  when  the  cost  of  such  private  sewer  ex- 
ceeds one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  foot  frontage,  other 
owners  connecting  therewith  can  be  compelled  to  pay 
more  than  that  sum  per  foot  front. 

3.  Whether,  if  the  lot  in  question  be  a  corner  lot  and 
the  sewers  be  laid  on  the  long  front,  the  lot  owner  is  en- 
titled to  a  deduction  equal  to  one-third  its  length,  as  pro- 
vided by  Ordinance  of  May  12,  1866,  Section  1. 

In  reply  to  your  queries  in  their  order,  I  would  say: 

1.  The  Ordinance  of  October  25,  1905,  page  234,  re- 
lates only  to  sewers  laid  by  the  City  and  not  those  laid  by 
private  owners,  the  intention  of  said  ordinance  being  to 
exempt  proi^erties  used  as  places  of  religious  worship  from 
contributing  to  the  City  the  usual  frontage  charge  for  such 
sewers.  The  purpose  is  not  to  provide  such  exemption 
from  contribution,  to  sewers  constructed  at  private  ex- 
pense. Therefore,  you  would  not  bo  justified  in  issuing 
the  permit  requested  until  the  church  applying  therefor 
shall  furnish  a  receipt  for  the  contribution  to  the  expense 
of  the  sewer  which  the  ordinance  of  1866  requires. 

2.  The  First  Section  of  the  Ordinance  of  May  12, 
1866,  provides  "That  whenever  any  sewers  or  drains  shall 
be  laid  in  any  of  the  streets  or  highways  within  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  the  owner  of  ground  in  front  whereof 
the  same  shall  be  laid,  shall  pay  for  the  expense  thereof, 
the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  for  each  foot 
of  their  ground  upon  such  street."  This  was  altered  by 
the  Ordinance  of  February  16,  1869,  to  one  dollar  and 
fifty  cents  per  foot  frontage. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  requirement  is  as  to  any 
sewers  or  drains  laid  in  any  of  the  streets  or  highways 
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within  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  not  specifically  to 
sewers  laid  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  But  aside  from 
the  consideration  concerned  with  the  literal  reading  of  this 
section  of  the  ordinance,  it  would  seem  unjust  that  the 
owner  of  projierty  desiring  to  connect  with  a  sewer  laid 
at  private  expense  should  be  required  to  contribute  more 
than  if  the  sewer  had  been  constructed  by  the  City  itself. 
Moreover,  in  the  case  of  City  vs.  Verner,  20  Phila.,  292, 
the  late  Judge  Arnold  has  clearly  demonstrated  that  the 
sewers  authorized  by  Section  8  of  this  ordinance,  are  at 
least  of  a  quasi  public  character.  It  is  true  that  that 
section  requires  a  statement"  of  the  cost  of  the  sewer  to  be 
filed  with  a  plan  thereof,  and  it  might  be  thought  that  this 
seems  to  imply  that  the  contribution  to  be  exacted  of  other 
connecting  lot  owners  must  be  in  all  cases  their  propor- 
tionate share  of  such  cost ;  but  the  purpose  of  this  require- 
ment may  have  been  merely  to  relieve  such  connecting 
property  owners  of  the  payment  of  a  greater  sum  than  the 
proportionate  share  "where  the  cost  should  be  less  than  one 
dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  foot,  without  making  them  liable 
to  pay  more  where  the  cost  exceeds  that  sum. 

Upon  consideration  of  the  entire  subject,  the  better 
opinion  would  seem  to  be  that  no  greater  amount  than  one 
dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  foot  can  be  exacted  from  those 
making  connection  with  such  sewers. 

3.  The  right  of  the  City  to  lay  servers,  and  hence  its 
power  to  delegate  that  right  to  private  owners,  is  derived 
from  the  Act  of  March  27,  1865,  P.  L.  791,  repealed  in 
part  by  Act  of  March  3,  1866,  P.  L.  354.  The  above  men- 
tioned Act  of  1865,  in  granting  such  power  to  the  City 
]u-ovides  that  the  same  deduction  in  the  case  of  corner 
lots  must  be  made  as  is  re(i[uire(l  in  respect  to  water  pipes. 
It  follows,  therefore,  that  the  City's  right  is  so  limited 
by  Act  of  Assembly  that  it  has  no  authority  to  provide 
by  ordinance  for  the  laying  of  sewers  otherwise  than  with 
the  statutory  allowance  for  corner  lots,  and  if  it  cannot 
do  so  itself,  it  cannot  empower  others  to  dispense  with 
that  exemption.  The  necessary  implication  is  that  when 
the  owner  of  a  corner  lot  makes  application  to  connect  with 
a  sewer  laid  in  accordance  with  Section  8  of  the  Ordinance 
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of  18G6,  he  is  entitled  to  a  deduction  of  one-third  the 
length  of  the  sewer  on  the  long  front

Deab  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  as  to  the 
effect  of  so  much  of  the  Act  of  February  15,  1906,  page 
19,  as  amends  Section  2,  Article  XII,  of  the  Act  of  June 
1,  1885.  That  Article  of  the  Act  of  1885,  provided  for 
the  appointment  of  all  subordinate  officers  and  clerks  by 
the  heads  of  departments.  It  further  provided  that  the 
heads  of  the  departments  might  by  written  order,  giving 
their  reasons  therefor,  remove  or  suspend  such  subordi- 
nate officers  and  clerks,  if  not  for  political  reasons,  and  that 
in  case  of  such  removal  the  Director  of  the  Department 
should  appoint  a  successor  subject  to  confirmation  by  Se- 
lect Council.  As  this  portion  of  the  Act  of  1885,  is 
amended  by  the  Act  of  February  15,  1906,  the  power  of 
appointment  in  the  Directors  or  Chief  Officers  of  Depart- 
ments is  left  unaltered,  except  appointments  of  the  suc- 
cessors to  such  subordinate  officers,  etc.,  as  may  be  re- 
moved. As  to  the  latter,  the  new  Act  requires,  first,  that 
suspension  shall  be  ''for  a  reasonable  period;"  and  second, 
that  no  removal  can  be  made  except  upon  notice  in  writing, 
an  opportunity  to  reply,  and  the  decision  of  a  court  of 
trial  or  inquiry  if  demanded.  But  the  provision  as  to  the 
confirmation  of  a  successor  to  the  removed  official,  which 
was  embraced  in  the  Act  of  1885,  is  omitted. 

I  think  the  clear  inference  is  that  the  safeguards  thrown 
about  the  tenure  of  subordinate  officials  by  the  Act  of 
1906,  were  considered  by  the  Legislature,  to  be  an  adc- 
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quate  substitute  for  the  necessary  confirmation  by  Select 
Council  of  their  successors,  which  the  Act  of  1885  re- 
quired, this  requirement  having  been  obviously  intended  as 
a  check  upon  the  undue  exercise  of  the  power  of  removal. 
(See  ''Opinions  of  City  Solicitor,  1898,"  page  66.) 

It  would  follow,  therefore,  that  after  the  discharge  or 
removal  of  a  subordinate  ofiicial  under  the  Act  of  Feb- 
ruary 15,  1906,  the  necessity  for  having  his  successor  con- 
firmed by  Select  Council  no  longer  exists. 

This  opinion,  you  will  notice,  is  predicated  upon  the 
provisions  of  the  Acts  concerning  which  you  inquire,  and 
does  not  refer  to  any  possible  effect  upon  the  Act  of  Feb- 
ruary 15,  1906,  by  the  provisions  of  Section  20  of  the 
Act  of  March  5,  1906,  page  91,  entitled  "An  Act  to  regu- 
late and  improve  the  Civil  Service  of  the  cities  of  the 
first  class,"  etc.

Dear  Sik  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  rel- 
ative to  the  practice  of  the  proprietors  of  lying-in  estab- 
lishments and  baby  farms,  in  finding  homes  for  infants 
left  in  their  charge,  and  of  securing  the  verbal  or  written 
consent  of  their  mothers  to  the  adoption  of  such  infants, 
which  practice  you  state  has  prevailed  for  years ;  that  this 
is  done  by  advertising  babies  for  adoption  and  handing 
over  the  child  with  an  agreement  by  the  mother,  as  above 
stated,  giving  up  all  her  claims. 

To  your  various  inquiries  on  the  subject,  I  would  say 
that  the  Act  of  May  19,  1887,  P.  L.,  125,  provides  for  the 
adoption  of  children  by  petition  of  the  parents  to  the 
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Court  of  Common  Pleas,  or  where  one  parent  shall  have 
neglected  or  refused  to  provide  for  the  child  for  one  year 
or  upwards,  upon  the  petition  of  the  non-neglecting  parent, 
"or  if  none,  of  the  next  friend  of  such  child,  or  of  the 
guardians  or  overseers  of  the  poor,  or  of  such  charitable 
institutions  as  shall  have  supported  such  child  for  at  least 
one  year." 

There  is  a  further  method  of  adoption  without  the  de- 
cree of  the  Court  by  deed  of  the  parent.  This  is  provided 
for  by  Act  of  April's,  1872,  Section  1,  P.  L.,  31. 

From  the  foregoing  it  is  apparent  that  your  Depart- 
ment, as  successor  of  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor,  is  without 
authority  to  interfere  in  the  question  of  the  adoption  of 
children,  except  where  there  are  no  parents,  and  that  one 
parent  may  procure  the  adoption  of  the  child  where  both 
are  living,  if  the  other  parent  has  neglected  or  refused  to 
f)rovide  for  it  for  one  year  ;  illegitimate  children,  of  course, 
having  but  the  one  parent,  the  mother. 

This  would  appear  to  answer  the  first,  second,  third  and 
fourth  of  your  inquiries,  and  in  reply  to  the  fifth  and 
sixth,  I  would  say  that  the  action  suggesred  by  your  De- 
partment therein  can  be  taken  only  when  the  child  has  no 
parents.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  certain  resolutions  of 
the  Committee  on  Property  of  the  Board  of  Public  Edu- 
cation, pur]:)orting  to  authorize  the  Superintendent  of 
Buildings  to  order  work  where  the  probable  cost  will  be 
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less  than  $100,  without  inviting'  bids ;  where  the  cost  will 
probably  be  between  $100  and  $500,  to  invite  three  bids, 
and  where  snch  cost  will  probably  be  between  $500  and 
$1,000,  to  invite  five  bids.  Inquiry  is  made  as  to  the  valid- 
ity of  such  resolutions. 

The  Acts  of  Assembly  requiring  that  public  work  shall 
be  let  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  manifestly  intend 
that  all  who  wish  to  do 'so  shall  have  the  opportunity  to 
participate  in  such  bidding,  in  order  to  give  the  widest 
possible  opportunity  to  have  the  work  done,  or  materials 
furnished  in  the  best  and  cheapest  manner,  in  accordance 
with  the  dictates  of  interest  and  public  policy. 

If  I  correctly  understand  the  second  and  third  resolu- 
tions, they  provide  for  privately  invited  bids  to  the  num- 
ber of  three  and  five  respectively.  This  would  be  in  con- 
flict with  the  purpose  of  said  statutes  as  above  indicated, 
and  I  do  not  think  that  the  said  second  and  third  resolu- 
tions should  be  sanctioned  by  the  Board  of  Public  Edu- 
cation. 

In  so  far  as  work  or  materials  costing  less  than  $100 
is  concerned,  it  has  long  been  the  practice,  authorized  by 
many  ordinances  of  Councils,  to  permit  minor  work  of 
this  character  to  be  done  without  bidding,  and  while  this 
course  is  not  in,  strict  accordance  with  the  letter  of  the 
statutes,  I  think  the  practice  may  Avell  be  justified  by 
reason  of  the  small  amount  to  be  expended  and  the  undue 
proportion  of  expense  which  would  be  involved  in  publicly 
inviting  bids  for  work,  the  cost  of  which  is  comparatively 
trivial.

JJeak  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  as  to  the 
meaning  of  the  opinion  of  this  Department,  recently  for- 
warded to  the  Secretary  of  the  Civil  Service  Board,  in 
regard  to  the  proper  interpretation  of  the  27th  Section  of 
the  Act  of  March  T),  1906.  I  send  you  here\vith  a  copy  of 
the  said  opinion. 

Your  inquiry  is  answered,  I  think,  by  the  following  lan- 
guage contained  therein:  "I  hold  that  those  who  had 
served  the  City  by  appointment  to  places  requiring  con- 
tinuous service  were  intended  to  be  considered  as  perma- 
nent, unless  March  1,  1006,  the  date  at  which  the  Act  be- 
comes operative,  fell  within  the  thirty  days  for  which  any 
such  employee  had  been  appointed.  In  the  latter  case  his 
title  to  office  was  not  more  than  temporary,  as  provided 
by  the  'Bullitt  Bill'  and  the  old  Civil  Service  rules,  and  it 
was  not  made  permanent  by  the  new  Act.  *  *  *  * 
''As  to  any  persons  who  were  on  the  first  of  March,  1906, 
serving  in  municipal  positions  which  from  the  nature  of 
their  duties  were  necessarily  merely  temporary  or  special, 
I  do  not  think  that  the  27th  Section  of  the  Act  of  1906, 
was  intended  to  enlarge  their  tenure  or  make  them  per- 
manent imcumbents."

Dear  Sir  : — Ileplying  to  your  several  letters  in  refer- 
ence to  further  opinion  concerning  disputed  water  rent 
charges  against  No.  3587  Tulip  street,  I  beg  to  say  that 
as  it  clearly  appears  that  the  City  when  turning  off  the 
water  in  January  1901,  did  so  by  digging  down  to  the 
ferrule  and  shutting  it  off  there,  the  position  of  the  City 
in  the  premises  is  the  same  as  it  would  have  been  if  the 
ferrule  had  been  removed,  and  this  being  so,  the  case 
presented  falls  within  the  second  provision  of  the  Ordi- 
nance of  July  9,  1897,  p.  151,  to  wit:  ''Where  ferrules 
have   been   drawn   for   delinquency,    payment   in    full    to 
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inclnde  the  current  year  when  the  ferrule  is  drawn.  ISTo 
further  payment  until  the  water  is  introduced,  provided 
an  affidavit  be  furnished  bv  the  owner  that  no  City  water 
was  used. 

Under  the  circumstances  I  think  a  proper  disposition 
of  this  matter  would  be  to  require  the  owner  to  pay  the 
charges  assessed  for  the  year  1900  and  to  remit  the  charges 
for  subsequent  years,  if  he  makes  an  affidavit  that  no  City 
water  Avas  used  upon  the  premises  during  the  years  for 
which  the  charges  were  made.

My  Dear  Mr.  Hicks  : — To  your  request  under  date  of 
the  9tb  inst.,  for  an  opinion  as  to  whether  the  Act  of 
June  1,  1895,  known  as  the  ''Bullitt  Bill,"  by  Section 
1  of  Article  XIV  repeals  an  Act  of  Assembly  of  April 
21,  1855,  which  latter  provides  that  "for  new  work,  the 
contract  and  sureties  be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor  and 
Councils,  and  the  supervision  of  Councils  shall  extend  to 
adjudge  the  character  of  all  work  and  materials  done  and 
furnished  for  the  City;  and  to  the  scrutiny  of  the  accounts 
and  vouchers  therefor,"  I  reply  as  follows : — 

The  Act  of  1855  has  been  acquiesced  in  for  more  than 
fifty  years,  covering  a  period  both  prior  to  and  since  the 
passage  of  the  Bullitt  Bill.  All  contracts  during  that  time 
have  been  submitted  to  Councils  and  approved  by  them. 
Under  such  circumstances,  I  do  not  think  any  municipal 
department  should  assume  the  responsibility  of  declaring 
that  Act  abrogated  by  the  later  one,  and  thereby  incur  the 
possible  peril  and  involve  the  uncertainty  and  confusion 
that  might  ensue  therefrom.  Thus,  if  it  should  be  so 
assumed  that  the  Act  of  1855  is  repealed,  and  contracts 
should  be  entered  into  without  the  approval  of  Councils, 
and  subsequently  the  courts  should  hold  that  the  Act  of 
1855  was  not  repealed  and  that  such  contracts  had  not 
been  legally  executed  and  are  therefore  invalid;  and  if 
Councils  should  hereafter  refuse  to  approve  said  contracts 
or  the  sureties  thereon,  the  City  would  be  placed  in  the 
position  of  having  upon  its  hands  partly  performed  but 
invalid  contracts,  the  completion  of  which  would  in  all 
probability  be  enjoined,  the  work  left  unfinished,  and  the 
City  placed  in  a  situation  of  inextricable  confusion.  On 
the  other  hand,  if  it  be  assumed  by  the  executive  depart- 
ments that  the  Act  of  1855  remains  in  force,  since  Coun- 
cils have  not  approved  the  contracts  and  sureties  to  which 
you  refer,  the  very  important  work  with  which  they  are 
concerned  will  be  arrested. 
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!^^ow  is  thereforo  the  time,  in  my  judgment,  to  have 
this  question  settled,  and  I  shall  immediately  proceed  to 
invoke  an  issue  to  test  this  matter  before  the  Courts,  in 
order  that  the  law  may  be  settled  regarding  the  same, 
so  that  all  further  procedure  thereupon  may  have  a  judi- 
cial guarantee  of  validity.

Deak  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  as  to  the 
right  of  the  Allegheny  Avenue  Passenger  Railway  Com- 
pany to  receive  a  permit  to  erect  poles  and  wires  on  Erie 
avenue,  from  Front  street  to  Old  York  road.  You  state 
that  by  Ordinance  of  March  31,  1892,  page  117,  said  Com- 
pany was  granted  a  franchise  to  use  electric  motors  as 
the  propelling  power  of  its  cars  on  its  tracks,  as  authorized 
to  be  laid,  that  is  to  say,  in  part  on  Erie  avenue,  from 
Hunting  Park  avenue  to  Delaware  avenue ;  that  no  tracks 
were  ever  laid  by  it  on  Erie  avenue,  from  Front  street  to 
Old  York  road,  and  that  application  has  been  made  for 
permits  to  erect  the  necessary  poles  and  wires  upon  this 
part  of  the  road.  You  ask  whether  by  non-user  of  a 
franchise,  granted  for  the  necessities  of  the  public,  there 
is  an  implied  abandonment,  and  whether  after  the  lapse 
of  fourteen  years,  the  Company  may  still  take  up  the  fran- 
chise and  be  entitled  to  receive  permits  to  erect  poles,  etc. 

I  think  that  the  mere  lapse  of  time  without  action  by 
Councils  would  not  in  itself  justify  the  executive  officials 
of  the  City  in  assuming  that  a  privilege  grantet  by  those 
bodies  had  been  forfeited  or  had  ceased  to  exist;  but  as 
the  railroad  company  in  question  was  incorporated  under 
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the  Act  of  May  14,  1889,  P.  L.  211,  the  answer  to  your 
inquiry  is  to  be  sought  in  the  provisions  of  that  statute  and 
the  amendments  and  supplements  thereto. 

By  the  said  Act  of  1889  it  was  required  of  companies 
incorporated  thereunder  to  commence  the  construction  of 
their  road  within  one  year  after  the  consent  of  the  local 
authorities  should  have  been  obtained,  and  to  complete  it 
within  two  years  thereafter,  unless  the  time  should  be  ex- 
tended by  such  authorities.  The  amendments  and  supple- 
ments to  this  Act,  however,  materially  altered  its  effect 
as  to  the  time  for  the  commencement  and  completion  of 
the  road.  The  latest  of  these  suj^plementary  Acts  is  that 
of  May  3.  1905,  P.  L.  368,  which,  in  substance,  provides 
that  railroad  companies  incorporated  under  these  statutes 
shall  begin  work  within  two  years  after  the  consent  of 
the  municipality  shall  be  obtained,  and  thereupon  such 
railroad  company  shall  "complete  its  road  or  a  portion 
thereof  as  herein  provided  within  the  time  limited  by 
such  consent  or  any  extension  thereof"  upon  penalty  of 
being  deemed  to  abandon  the  right  to  occupy  and  use  the 
streets,  highways  and  bridges  not  so  used,  and  that  the 
same  may  be  occupied  and  used  by  any  other  company  duly 
chartered,  and  obtaining  consent  so  to  do. 

I  do  not  find  in  the  Ordinance  of  March  31,  1892,  that 
any  time  was  specified  for  the  completion  of  this  road. 
Hence  it  would  follow  imder  the  above  cited  Act  of  1905, 
that  no  abandonment  is  to  be  presumed  by  lapse  of  time ; 
at  all  events,  not  until  Councils  shall  revoke  the  consent 
originally  granted.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  approved  by  you, 
stating  that  an  Ordinance  approved  Xovember  21,  1901:, 
authorized  the  paving  of  Porter  street,  from  Sixth  street  to 
Twelfth  street,  with  asphalt ;  that  bids  were  received  for 
the  work,  and  the  contract  duly  awarded,  but  that  the 
paving  has  not  yet  been  ordered  to  be  done,  as  all  the 
underground  structures  have  not  been  completed  between 
the  points  named.  It  is  further  stated  that  the  owner 
of  all  the  houses  on  both  sides  of  Porter  street,  bewteen 
Seventh  and  Eighth  streets,  iii  which  block  the  under- 
ground structures  are  completed,  curbs  set,  footways  paved, 
and  the  majority  of  the  houses  occupied,  has  requested 
permission  to  enter  into  a  private  contract  for  the  paving 
of  this  one  block  under  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance 
of  September  12,  1905;  also  that  the  contractors  to  be 
employed  for  such  private  paving  are  those  to  whom  has 
been  awarded  the  contract  for  paving  the  entire  street, 
from  Sixth  to  Twelfth  streets,  and  that  they  are  willing 
to  pave  the  one  square  in  question  by  private  contract,  if 
the  Department  will  permit  that  course  to  be  pursued. 
Thereupon'  inquiry  is  made  whether  it  would  be  legal  so 
to  do. 

I  think  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  course  suggested 
would  be  entirely  legal  and  duly  authorized  by  the  Ordi- 
nance of  Septeniber  12,  1905,  if  all  the  privisos  thereto 
be  obeyed.  In  this  connection  I  would  refer  you  to  the 
opinion  of  the  City  Solicitor,  of  September  15,  1905,  page 
76,  wherein  the  Director  of  Public  Works  was  advised, 
under  somewhat  similar  circumstances,  that  he  '4ias  au- 
thoritv  to  permit  property  owners  on  any  street,  where 
a  contract  has  not  been  awarded,  to  pave  the  streets  under 
the  ordinance  recently  passed." 
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In  the  present  instance,  the  contract,  it  appears,  has- 
already  been  awarded,  but  since  the  contractor  is  willing 
to  accept  the  contract  with  the  City  for  the  other  portions 
of  Porter  street,  leaving  out  the  block  between  Seventh 
and  Eighth  streets,  as  I  gather  from  the  statement  of  Mr. 
Himter,  the  fact  that  the  contract  for  the  entire  work 
has  already  been  awarded  to  him,  w^ould  not  interfere  with 
the  plan  of  permitting  the  owner  of  property  in  that  block 
to  enter  into  a  private  contract  for  such  paving.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication 
stating  that  Councils,  having  passed,  on  December  21, 
1905,  a  Resolution,  under  which  the  Mayor  w^as  authorized 
to  select  three  persons  to  investigate  the  causes  and  extent 
of  the  pollution  of  the  water  supply,  appropriated  on 
May  22,  1906  the  sum  of  $1,500  for  the  expenses  of  such 
Commission.  Thereupon  you  inquire  whether  the  Com- 
mission would  be  justified  in  employing  an  engineer  tO' 
make  certain  investigations  in  connection  with  its  work, 
"paying  him  a  fixed  salary  and  his  expenses  while  so  en- 
gaged.    His  employment  will  be  for  about  one  month." 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  compensation  of  such  an  en- 
gineer is  a  legitimate  part  of  the  expenses  of  the  Com- 
mission, and  that,  therefore,  the  latter  would  be  justified 
in  expending  the  appropriation  in  the  manner  suggested, 
provided  the  sum  so  employed,  together  with  the  other 
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expenses  of  the  Commission,  shall  not  exceed  tbe  amonnt  of 
the  appropriation.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  whether 
extra  clerks,  who  have  been  on  continuous  duty  in  your 
Dej)artment  since  and  before  January  1st  of  this  year,  and 
who  have  not  passed  a  Civil  Service  examination,  are  en- 
titled to  compensation  for  their  services,  and  to  be  retained 
as  such  extra  clerks. 

Section  27  of  the  Act  of  March  5,  1906,  P.  L.  94, 
provides  as  follows :  ''All  officers,  clerks  and  employees  in 
cities  of  the  first  class,  holding  office  on  the  first  day  of 
March  1906,  shall  be  construed  to  have  been  appointed 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  shall  hold  their 
offices  in  accordance  therewith." 

This  Department,  in  construing  that  section  of  said 
Act,  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Civil  Service  Board  an 
opinion,  dated  ^[ay  15,  1906,  of  which  I  enclose  you  a 
copy.  You  will  see  therefrom  that  the  said  section  was 
inteii^reted  as  a  quieting  and  not  a  disturbing  portion  of 
the  statute;  that  thereunder,  those  who  had  seiwed  the 
City  by  appointment  to  place  requiring  continuous  ser- 
vice, were  regarded  as  permanent  employees,  unless  any 
such  clerk  or  employee  ha<l  l)een  appointed  less  than  thirty 
days  before  March  1st,  1900. 

Therefore,  if  the  extra  clerks  concerning  whom  you 
inquire,  are  of  the  character  thus  indicated,  the  view  of 
this  Department  would  be  that  it  is  not  necessary  for  them 
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to  undergo  a  Civil  Service  examination,  and  that  they 
may  be  retained  in  the  service  of  the  City  without  doing 
so.

Kohler's  Estate  to  that  of  the  Reading  Com- 
pany and  across  its  property  to  the  line  of  Fountain  street, 
in  consideration  of  which  the  City  agrees  to  construct  said 
sewer  at  its  own  expense,  and  not  to  charge  any  assessment 
against  the  Reading  Company,  or  in  any  other  manner 
charge  it,  or  file  any  lien  against  its  property,  and  further 
agrees  to  allow  that  company,  and  its  successors  in  title, 
to  make  such  connection  therewith  as  may  be  necessary 
to  drain  said  premises,  without  charge. 

Inquiry  is  made  whether  you  can  legally  join  in  this 
agreement,  and  if  not,  what  form  of  agreement,  if  any, 
could  your  Department  enter  into  ? 

I  am  of  opinion  that  your  Department  is  not  author- 
ized to  enter  into  the  agreement  referred  to,  or  any  other 
similar  one,  without  the  sanction  of  Councils.  Due  au- 
thority should  be  secured  by  ordinance  before  attempting 
to  bind  the  City  by  any  such  agreement.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry,  whether 
under  Section  14,  of  the  Act  of  March  5,  1906,  P.  L.,  83, 
to  regulate  and  improve  the  civil  service  of  cities  of  the 
first  class,  etc.,  a  director  of  a  department  is  obliged  to 
appoint  from  a  list  containing  three,  two  or  one  certified 
name,  in  lieu  of  the  four  names  specified  in  that  Section 
of  the  Act.  The  relevant  provisions  of  said  Section,  are  as 
follows : 

''Every  j)osition  or  employment  in  the  competitive 
class,  unless  filled  by  promotion,  transfer,  reinstate- 
ment or  reduction,  shall  be  filled  only  in  the  follow- 
ing manner :  The  appointing  offcer  shall  request  the 
certification  of  eligibles.     The  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion shall  thereupon  certify,  from  the  eligible  register 
most  nearly  appropriate  to  the  position  to  be  filled, 
the  names  of  the  four  persons  thereon  who  received 
the    highest    averages    at    examinations    held    under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act:  Provided,  however,  That 
no  such  name  shall  be  certified  more  than  four  times 
to  the  same  appointing  officer,  for  the  same  or  a  simi- 
lar position.     The  appointing  officer  shall,  with  sole 
reference  to  the  relative  qualifications  and  fitness  of 
the  candidates,  make  a  selection  from  the  three  names 
certified ;  unless  objection  shall  be  made  by  him,  and 
sustained  by  the  Commission,  to  one  or  more  of  the 
persons  certified,   for  any  of  the  reasons  stated  in 
Section  10." 
You  will  note  that  the  use  of  the  woriT  "four"  in  line 
eight  and  "three"  in  the  same  connection,  in  line  fifteen  of 
this  Section,  detract  from  the  olr>arnoss  of  the  language  em- 
ployed. Assuming,  however,  what  I  suppose  is  the  most 
probable  explanation  of  this,  to  wit:  that  't'hree"  in  line 
fifteen    is  intended  for  "four,"  I  am  of  opinion  that  the 
head  of  a  department  is  not  obliged  to  appoint  from  a  list 
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containing  one,  two  or  three  certified  names,  but  he  may 
ask  for  further  certifications,  if  he  so  desires,  even  if  it  be 
necessary  to  hohl  another  examination  in  ordgr  to  comply 
with  such  requisition.

Dear  Sir:- — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  2nd 
ult.,  enclosing  a  communication  to  yourself  from  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Filtration,  and  asking 
whether  the  City  can  compel  the  owners  of  vari6us  under- 
ground structures  in  the  streets  of  the  City  to  move,  sup- 
port, relocate  or  otherwise  take  care  of  their  property,  dur- 
ing the  construction  of  lines  of  water  pipe  in  such  street ; 
also,  what  notice  it  is  necessary  they  should  receive  in  ad- 
vance of  such  construction. 

Your  first  inquiry  was  treated  somewhat  at  length  with 
respect  to  street  passenger  railway  companies,  in  the  opin- 
ion of  this  Department  dated  May  14,  1906,  and  I  think 
the  same  doctrine  would  apply  with  reference  to  the  vari- 
ous other  companies  mentioned  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of 
the  Filtration  Bureau,  that  is  to  say,  that  all  of  them 
being  licensees  of  the  City  in  the  use  of  the  streets,  are 
under  obligation  to  take  care  of  and  protect  their  various 
structures  during  the  process  of  alteration  or  construction 
necessary  for  the  City  in  placing  its  own  municipal  struc- 
tures in  the  bed  of  the  streets,  and  to  remove  and  relocate 
them,  if  that  be  required.  They  should  receive  such 
reasonable  notice  for  this  purpose  as  may  be  proper  in 
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view  of  the  work  to  bo  done,  but  I  cannot  undertake  to  say 
how  long  in  advance  thereof  this  notice  should  be  given 
to  them.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  fr(un 
the    Chief    Engineer   of    the    Bureau    of    Surveys,    duly 
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countersigned  by  you,  stating  that  the  Pennsylvania  Rail- 
road Company,  lessee  of  the  River  Front  R.  R.  Co., 
has  requested  approval  of  a  plan  to  change  the  alignment 
of  the  siding  into  the  plant  of  the  Pearl  Smelting  & 
Refining  Works  at  Almond  and  Firth  streets,  under  au- 
thority of  the  Ordinance  of  June  23,  1884,  page  178,  au- 
thorizing the  construction  and  joint  occupation  of  a  rail- 
road beginning  at  the  intersection  of  Cedar  street  and 
Lehigh  avenue,  and  following  the  route  therein  prescribed. 
It  is  stated  that  the  property  does  not  front  upon  the  line 
of  any  of  the  streets  upon  which  the  right  to  lay  tracks 
is  specifically  mentioned,  and  plans  are  submitted  showing 
the  location  of  the  properties  affected.  From  said  plans, 
it  appears  that  the  present  siding  curves  from  Almond 
street  into  Firth  street,  entering  the  property  in  question, 
which  is  situated  a  short  distance  northwest  from  Almond 
street,  whereas  the  proposed  new  siding  curves  from 
Almond  street  across  the  sidewalk  of  that  street  and  of 
Firth  street,  and  enters  the  premises  of  the  Pearl  Smelt- 
ing &  Refining  Works,  more  nearly  in  a  straight  line,  pass- 
ing through  property  owned  by  the  Railroad  Company 
petitioner,  the  tenant  in  possession  of  which  consents  to 
the  change. 

The  inquiry  is  whether  the  ordinance  authorizes  sidings 
to  be  built  connecting  the  road  with  properties  not  directly 
upon  it,  but  a  short  distance  away,  since  the  railroad  does 
not  run  along  Firth  street,  upon  which  said  refining  prop- 
erty fronts. 

The  first  section  of  the  ordinance  provides  that  the 
persons  named  therein  "and  such  other  of  the  petitioning 
manufacturers,  business  men,  owners  and  occupants  of 
the  property  in  the  vicinity  of  the  route  hereinafter  men- 
tioned as  may  join  with  them"  are  authorized  to  construct 
a  single  track  for  ordinary  railroad  purposes,  "and  with 
suitable  and  necessary  turnouts  and  sidings  into  and  upon 
their  warehouses,  manufactories  and  other  places  of  busi- 
ness located  thereon." 

The  use  of  the  word  "vicinity"  would  seem  to  grant  the 
right  of  connection  to  business  places  in  the  near  neigh- 
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Lorliood  of  the  road,  and  not  to  those  only  which  abut 
n])on  it,  nnless  this  is  qualified  by  the  phrase  "located 
thereon." 

The  question,  however,  is  not  whether  the  original  sid- 
ing may  be  permitted  to  remain,  but  whether  a  change 
in  the  location  of  one  already  built  should  be  allowed. 
When  the  permit  was  granted  to  place  the  present  siding, 
an  interpretation  of  the  ordinance  as  authorizing  sidings 
to  non-abutting  premises  must  have  been  adopted,  and  the 
only  difference  between  the  new  siding  and  the  old  one, 
which  might  bear  upon  the  matter,  is  that  the  former  will 
cross  the  sidewalks  of  Almond  and  Firth  streets,  while 
the  siding  now  constructed  passes  along  the  driveways  of 
those  streets.  This  seems  to  be  provided  for  by  Section 
3  of  the  ordinance,  which  authorized  the  laying  of  tracks 
over  and  across  the  curb  and  footway,  when  necessary  for 
curving  from  one  street  to  another,"  provided  that  in  so 
laying  their  tracks  across  any  curb  or  footway,  they  shall 
pay  or  secure  to  be  paid,  any  damage  that  may  be  sus- 
tained by  the  property  abutting  thereon." 

I  would  accordingly  advise  you  that  if  the  Board  of  Sur- 
veyors and  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors,  approve 
of  the  proposed  new  siding  in  place  of  the  old  one,  there 
is  no  legal  objection  to  granting  the  required  permit, 
provided  that  the  petitioner  pay  or  secure  to  be  paid  such 
damage  as  may  be  sustained  by  abutting  property  owners, 
if  there  are  such. 

The  blue  prints  kindly  furnished  me  are  herewith  re- 
turned.

Sulzberger,  in  which  it  is  held  that  such  approval  is  not 
required,  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1855  in  that  respect 
being  repealed  by  those  of  the  Bullitt  Bill. 

Unless  such  interpretation  of  the  Acts  shall  be  reversed 
by  a  higher  court,  it  is  to  be  accepted  as  the  correct  con- 
struction of  the  law.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication 
calling  the  attention  of  this  De])artment  to  the  difference 
between  the  provisions  of  Section  2  of  the  Act  of  Febru- 
ary 15,  1906,  P.  L.,  19,  and  Section  20  of  the  Act  of 
]\iarch  5,  1906,  P  L„  63,  to  which  difference  reference 
was  made  in  my  letter  to  you  of  June  26  last.  You  ask 
to  be  instructed  as  to  the  legal  effect  of  these  apparently 
conflicting  provisions. 

The  earlier  Act,  as  appears  from  its  title,  is  an  amend- 
ment to  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  commonly  called  the 
''Bullitt  Bill,"  to  provide  for  the  method  of  removing  sub- 
oidinate  officers,  clerks,  and  employees,  and  for  prohibit- 
i)ig  such  officers,  clerks  and  employees  from  taking  active 
part  in  political  movements  and  elections.  The  Second 
Section  thereof  authorizes  the  directors  or  chief  officers  of 
departments  to  remove  or  suspend  for  a  reasonable  period, 
subordinate  officers,  clerks  and  employees,  provided  it  is 
not  done  for  political  reasons;  "And  proriding  further, 
That  no  such  rrnioval  or  suspension  shall  be  made  except 
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for  sucli  cause  as  will  promote  the  efficiency  of  the  public 
service,  and  for  reasons  given  in  writing,  of  which  rea- 
sons notice  is  to  be  given  to  the  person  affected  and  copy 
furnished  him;  a  reasonable  time  allowed  for  answering 
the  same  in  writing,  and  upon  a  written  demand  he  i& 
given  the  privilege  to  have  appointed  a  court  either  of  trial 
or  inquiry,  whose  findings  are  to  be  approved  by  the 
]\layor,  before  they  shall  become  eifective.  It  is  not  specifi- 
cally provided  that  such  officer  or  employee  cannot  be 
removed,  unless  the  finding  of  the  court  so  provided  for, 
favors  such  removal,  or  substantiates  the  reasons  assigned 
therefor,  but  such  is  undoubtedly  the  clear  implication  of 
this  section  of  the  Act. 

The  Act  of  March  5,  lOOG,  which  is  entitled  "An  Act 
to  regulate  and  improve  the  civil  service  of  cities  of  the 
first  class,  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  making 
violation  of  its  provisions  to  be  a  misdeameanor  and  pro- 
viding penalties  for  violations  thereof,"  provides  in  Sec- 
tion 20,  that  in  cities  of  the  first  class,  no  officer,  clerk  or 
employee  in  the  competitive  or  non-competitive  class  of 
the  classified  civil  servive,  who  shall  have  been  appointed 
under  the  provisions  of  said  act,  or  of  the  rules  made  pur- 
suant thereto,  shall  be  removed,  discharged,  or  reduced 
in  pay  or  positions  except  for  just  cause,  which  shall  not 
be  religious  or  political.  It  is  further  provided  that  no 
such  officer,  clerk  or  employee  shall  be  removed,  discharged 
or  reduced,  except  as  provided  in  Section  8  of  the  Act 
(that  is  to  say,  at  the  end  of  the  probationary  period  of  ap- 
pointment) until  he  shall  have  been  furnished  with  a 
written  statement  of  the  reasons  for  such  action,  and  have 
also  been  permitted  to  submit  to  the  removing  officer  such 
written  answer  thereto  as  he  may  desire ;  and  in  every 
case  of  such  removal  or  reduction  a  copy  of  the  statement 
of  reasons  for  the  same,  and  of  the  answer  thereto,  shall 
be  furnished  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission  and  entered 
upon  its  public  records. 

It  will  be  observed  that  this  Section  (20)  makes  no 
provision  for  a  court  of  trial  or  inquiry,  and  this  is  the 
point  wherein  it  differs  from  the  Act  of  February  15, 
1900.     While  there  is  no  absolute  inconsistency  between 
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the  Second  Section  of  the  last  mentioned  Act,  providing 
for  a  court  of  trial  or  inquiry,  and  the  Twentieth  Section 
of  the  Act  of  March  5,  which  is  silent  upon  the  subject, 
and  hence  it  might  be  considered  that  both  might  stand, 
except  for  the  provisions  of  the  Twenty-eighth  Section  of 
the  Act  of  March  5,  which  section  provides  that  "All  acts 
iind  parts  of  acts  of  Assembly  of  this  Commonwealth, 
general,  special  or  local,  in  relation  to  the  civil  service  of 
cities  of  the  first  class,  inconsistent  with  this  act,  be  and 
the  same  are  hereby  repealed.  It  is  intended  by  this  act 
to  furnish  a  compete  and  exclusive  system  for  the  appoint- 
ment, promotion,  reduction,  transfer,  removal,  or  rein- 
statement of  all  officers,  clerks,  laborers  and  other  em- 
ployees in  the  civil  service  of  the  cities  of  the  first  class  in 
this  Commonwealth," 

Since  the  declared  purpose  of  the  later  Act  (March 
5,  190(f),  is  to  furnish  a  complete  and  exclusive  system  for 
the  removal  or  reduction  of  officials  in  cities  of  the  first 
class,  it  would  appear  that  so  much  of  the  prior  Act  as 
provides  a  system  for  the  same  purpose  in  any  respect  dif- 
fering from  that  in  the  said  later  Act,  must  give  way,  and 
hence  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  so  much  of  Section  2  of  the 
Act  of  February  15,  1906,  as  provides  for  the  appoint- 
irient  of  a  court  of  trial  od  inquiry  to  pass  upon  the  pro- 
posed removal  of  subordinate  officers,  etc.,  is  superseded 
by  the  20th  Section  of  the  Act  of  March  5,  1906,  and  is 
therefore  no  longer  effective.

In  re  Licensing  Barrows. 

Tjiomas  L.  Hicks,  Esq.,

Deak  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  certified  by  you,  in- 
quiring whether  a  person  owning  a  number  of  barrows 
which  are  sent  to  houses  to  take  therefrom  glass,  rags, 
paper,  etc.,  and  convey  them  to  his  phice  of  business, 
should  obtain  licenses  therefor  from  the  Bureau  of  High- 
v/ays,  under  the  Ordinance  of  March  1,  1855,  Section  2, 
page  84,  or  from  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  under  Act 
of  February  23,  1870,  Section  1,  P.  L.,  214. 

The  distinction  between  the  ordinance  and  the  statute 
is  quite  clear.  The  former  applies  to  wagons,  carts,  drays, 
or  barrows  ''for  the  transportation  of  merchandise  or  ma- 
terials of  any  kind  for  hire  from  place  to  place,"  while 
the  Act  of  Assembly  requires  "all  itinerant  purchasers  and 
traders  in  glass,  rags,  paper,  scrap  metal,  old  clothing, 
and  all  other  refuse  matter,  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia," 
to  be  licensed  by  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions,  and  to  pay 
for  such  license  the  sum  of  $50  per  annum.  An  itinerant 
purchaser  and  trader  is,  of  course,  one  who  goes  about 
from  place  to  place,  so  purchasing  or  trading,  while  one 
who  uses  his  barrow  or  cart  for  the  transportation  of  goods 
as  a  business  and  for  hire,  comes  within  the  provisions  of 
the  ordinance  and  requires  to  be  licensed  thereunder. 

The  subject  of  the  present  inquiry  does  not  seem  to  be 
a  transporter  of  merchandise  for  hire,  and  hence  not  to 
be  within  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance ;  and  if  the  bar- 
rows are  sent  from  house  to  house  in  charge  of  persons  who 
there  buy  the  rags,  paper,  etc.,  the  owner  or  such  servants 
would  be  itinerant  purchasers  and  traders,  within  the  in- 
tendment of  the  Act.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  August 
21,  enclosing  copy  of  notice  sent  you  by  J.  F.  Buchanan 
&  Company,  stating  that  said  firm  are  sub-contractors  un- 
der the  Iveeves  Engine  Company,  and  that  on  said  sub- 
contract there  is  owing  to  them  the  sum  of  $199.50. 
Furthermore,  that  under  their  contract  with  the  Engine 
Company  it  is  stipulated  that  they  are  to  receive  their 
money  "in  a  similar  manner  as  received  by  them  from  the 
City,"  and  that  as  $466  has  been  withheld  by  your  De- 
partment, they  request  that  you  arrange  for  the  payment 
to  them  of  the  sum  due  on  the  sub-contract  as  above  stated. 

In  the  absence  of  the  contract  between  the  City  and  the 
]leeves  Engine  Company  it  is  imj)ossible  to  advise  you  ade- 
quately upon  the  subject.  Unless  such  contract,  however, 
contains  a  stipulation  to  the  effect  that  the  City  agrees  to 
pay  the  sub-contractors,  which  would  l)e  quite  unusual, 
you  would  not  be  required,  nor  indeed  have  the  right,  to 
adopt  that  course,  but  would  be  obliged  to  pay  the  contract 
price  to  the  original  contractor,  or  its  receiver,  if  there  be 
one,  upon  the  completion  and  acceptance  of  the  work. 

As  stated  by  Messrs.  Buchanan  &  Company,  they  are 
]5rotected  by  the  penal  bond  furnished  by  the  contractor, 
and  they  should  look  to  such  bond  as  their  security  for- 
Avhatever  may  be  due  them.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  whether 
an  appointment  may  legally  be  made  of  an  honorably  dis- 
charged soldier,  to  the  position  of  a  Disinfector  in  the  Bu- 
reau of  Public  Health  and  Charities,  after  he  has  under- 
gone and  failed  to  pass  the  civil  service  examination  pro- 
vided bv  the  Act  of  March  5,  1906. 

The  First  Section  of  that  Act  provides:  ''That  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act  shall  not  ajiply  to  any  soldier,  sailor 
0]-  marine  honorably  discharged  from  service  in  any  war 
of  the  United  States  Government,  nor  to  their  widows  or 
children."  Therefore,  as  to  such  honorably  discharged 
soldiers,  their  widows  and  children,  their  status  remains 
the  same  as  if  the  said  Act  had  not  been  passed,  so  far  as 
the  Civil  Service  examination  is  to  be  considered  as  regu- 
lating their  appointments. 

If  a  candidate  has  failed  in  his  examination,  and  that 
fact  has  been  certified  by  the  Commission,  the  latter  has 
discharged  in  regard  to  such  candidate  its  whole  duty  in 
the  matter.  If  subsequently,  he  should  be  appointed  under 
a  provision  of  the  same  law,  whereby  he  becomes  eligible, 
the  said  Commission  is  in  no  wise  responsible  for  such 
•  appointment.

Dear  Sir  : — To  the  request  of  your  Committee  for  an 
opinion  under  the  Eesolution  of  yesterday  afternoon,  re- 
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garding  the  legality  of  certain  proposed  transfers  of 
moneys  under  Ordinance  numbered  140  in  the  Appendix, 
my  reply  is  as  follows : 

From  a  conference  with  the  City  Controller,  I  find 
there  are  unexpended  balances  of  the  following  amounts: 

In  Item  17,  made  under  appropriation 
of  January  12,  1900,  for  the  exten- 
sion, improvement  and  filtration  of 
the  water  supply $241. 5G 

In  Item  18,  made  under  appropriation 

of  March  23,  1900 8,803.73 

In  Item  20,  made  under  appropriation 

of  June  30,  1902 7G.453.85 

In  Item   24,    Transfer,   December   22, 

1^04, 171,522.50 

aggregating,  $256,221.64 
and  which  are  set  out  specifically  in  the  Ordinance  now 
under  consideration. 

The  object  of  this  ordinance  is  to  take  these  several 
unexpended  balances  and  transfer  them  to  what  is  known 
as  Item  4  (formerly  Item  3)  appropriation  of  June  27, 
1904,  for  the  improvement,  extension  and  filtration  of 
the  water  supply,  thereby  authorizing  the  executive  officials 
to  expend  such  fund  for  filtration  purposes  in  whatsoever 
manner  they  may  deem  advisable,  instead  of  the  legal 
limitations  which  would  be  imposed  by  specific  appro- 
priations for  particular  purposes. 

After  an  examination  of  the  several  Items  from  which 
the  said  transfers  are  to  be  made,  as  above  proposed,  I 
do  not  find  that  the  City  is  under  any  legal  obligations 
which  would  prevent  the  use  of  these  fundsin  the  manner 
proposed.  Should  subsequent  liability  of  the  City  be 
established  for  any  part  thereof,  such  liability  could  be 
paid  by  mandamus  out  of  the  general  funds  in  the  treas- 
ury. 

This  would  appear  to  be  the  implied  ruling  of  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas  No.  2,  in  the  case  of  Louchheim 
et  al  vs.  City  of  Philadelphia,  Leg.  Int.,  May  11,  1906, 
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page  212,  in  which  an  attempt  was  made  to  enjoin  the  use 
of  money  which  had  been  previously  appropriated,  to  con- 
tracts which  were  subsequently  annulled,  as  a  basis  for  the 
award  of  new  contracts  for  the  same  work,  but  which  in- 
junction the  Court  refused  to  grant. 

Therefore,  in  the  judgment  of  this  Department,  the 
ordinance  under  consideration  is  legal  and  valid  and  with- 
out objection. 

As  to  the  Ordinance  numbered  143  in  the  Appendix, 
to  approve  the  contracts  and  sureties  of  the  ISTorth  Penn 
Iron  Works  and  other  contractors,  it  was  decided  by  Court 
of  Common  Pleas  ISTo.  2,  in  the  recent  case  of  iS^orcross  & 
Edmunds  vs.  Walton,  that  the  Bullitt  Bill  repeals  the  Act 
of  1855  in  so  far  that  it  is  no  longer  necessary  that  con- 
tracts or  the  sureties  must  be  approved  by  Councils;  but 
that  by  the  later  Act  such  function  was  allotted  to  the  Law 
Department.  This,  however,  does  not  make  it  illegal  for 
Councils  to  pass  an  ordinance  for  the  approval  of  such 
contracts  and  sureties,  although  under  this  decision,  it 
is  not  necessary ;  neither  would  the  passage  of  such  imply 
disresj)ect  to  the  Court  for  the  further  reason,  that  in 
most,  if  not  all  of  said  contracts,  as  I  am  informed,  which 
conracts  were  made  prior  to  the  said  decision,  there  is  a 
provision  that  they  as  well  as  the  sureties  should  be  ap- 
proved by  Councils. 

In  view  of  these  considerations,  the  said  ordinance 
would  in  my  judgment  be  legal.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  whether  it 
would  be  proper  to  award  a  contract  for  fences  at  the 
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Philadelphia  Hospital  to  the  lowest  bidder,  who  had,  how- 
ever, failed  to  file  a  proposal  bond  as  required  by  the  speci- 
fications and  by  ordinance.  As  authority  lor  that  course, 
you  refer  to  the  opinion  of  this  Department,  dated  Decem- 
ber 8,  1899,  to  the  effect  that  no  other  bidder  would 
have  the  right  to  intervene  to  prevent  the  award  of  an 
emergency  contract  for  the  purchase  of  potatoes,  where  the 
bidder  to  whom  such  award  was  made  had  not  furnished 
the  necessary  proposal  bond. 

In  the  opinion  in  question,  the  case  of  Smith  vs.  City, 
2  Brewster,  443,  was  cited  as  justifying  the  advice  given. 
The  said  opinion  was  predicated  upon  the  proposition  that 
no  other  bidder  would  have  a  proper  interest  or  standing 
to  be  heard  in  opposition  to  the  award  and  execution  of 
the  contract.  But  this  would  not  prevent  one  having  a 
right  in  the  premises,  as  for  instance  a  taxpayer,  to  com- 
pel the  Department  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of 
the  ordinance  and  specifications  requiring  proposal  bonds 
to  be  filed  with  all  bids.  In  the  numerous  taxpayers'  suits 
which  have  recently  been  heard  in  our  courts,  the  unmis- 
takable trend  of  judicial  opinion  is  to  the  effect  that  the 
executive  Heads  of  Department  are  required  to  place  all 
bidders  upon  a  plane  of  equality,  and,  therefore,  to  exact 
from  each  of  them  a  full  compliance  with  the  advertised 
stipulations  and  conditions. 

Moreover,  although  this  is  a  minor  consideration,  it  does 
not  seem  to  this  department  that  the  case  now  in  question 
is  one  of  emergency  in  the  sense  of  that  to  which  you  refer. 

I  would  accordingly  advise  you  that  you  should  either 
readvertise  for  bids,  or  award  the  contract  to  the  lowest 
responsible  bidder  who  has  complied  with  all  the  neces- 
sary prerequisites  to  the  proposals  invited.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  whether 
the  Otto  Coke  Company  of  Camden,  l^ew  Jersey,  is  re- 
quired to  take  out  licenses  for  their  wagons  for  the  de- 
livery of  coke  under  the  Ordinance  of  April  11,  1893,  page 
216.  You  state  that  said  Company  has  been  using  about 
twenty-five  wagons  in  peddling  coke  to  small  grocery  stores 
in  this  City,  which  coke  they  carry  in  bags  and  sell  and 
deliver  to  the  customer  at  his  place  of  residence,  not  upon 
prior  sale,  but  as  sold  from  said  wagons ;  that  you  have 
caused  the  arrest  of  one  of  the  drivers,  and  that  the  Com- 
pany, through  its  agent,  has  claimed  not  to  come  within 
the  Ordinance  above  mentioned,  without  giving  any  rea- 
son for  that  contention. 

In  the  above  recited  matters,  nothing  is  stated  which 
would  relieve  the  Company  in  question  from  the  require- 
ments of  said  Ordinance.  If  it  be  intended  to  raise  the 
question  that  the  ordinance,  as  applied  to  the  Otto  Coke 
Company  is  an  interference  with  interstate  commerce,  the 
facts  upon  which  such  a  contention  could  be  decided,  do 
not  appear  from  your  letter. 

As  you  have  already  made  the  arrest  of  one  of  the 
drivers,  I  would  suggest  that  the  case  be  proceeded  with 
in  regular  course,  leaving  it  to  the  Otto  Coke  Company  to 
develop  its  defence  during  the  progress  of  the  litigation 
thus  arising.

That  the  City  should  maintain  that  the  building 
of  additional  branch  sewers  tributary  to  a  main  sewer,  but 
without  a  new  main  server  or  outlet  into  a  stream,  is 
not  an  extension  of  the  sewer  system  within  the  meaning 
of  the  said  Act. 

2nd.  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Department,  the  Dela- 
ware river  is  a  water  of  the  State  within  the  intendment 
of  Section  1  of  the  statute. 

3rd.  That  it  is  proper  for  the  City  to  submit  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Health  plans  of  branch  sewers. 

The  form  of  answer  to  the  State  Commissioner,  which 
is  appended  to  your  communication,  is  therefore  a  fit  and 
proper  one,  except  that  the  first  paragraph  on  the  second 
page  might  be  omitted  therefrom.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from 
the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  approved 
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by  vou,  transmitting  a  coj)y  of  a  proposed  ordinance  to  au- 
thorize the  proper  officers  of  the  City  to  enter  into  a  con- 
tract with  the  Pliiladelphia  &  Iteading  Railway  Company, 
for  the  elevation  of  said  railway  and  the  abolition  of  grade 
crossings,  &c.,  together  with  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Philadelphia  &  Reading  Railway 
Company  to  him,  suggesting  that  certain  portions  of  the 
proposed  work  be  done  under  the  fifth  paragraph  of  the 
Seventh  Section  of  said  ordinance,  without  public  adver- 
tisement and  bidding,  and  setting  forth  in  detail  the  rea- 
son for  such  suggestion. 

The  opinion  of  this  Department  is  invited  u]3on  the 
(piestion  whether  under  existing  laws  governing  the  expen- 
diture of  j^ublic  funds,  and  if  so  stipulated  in  the  joint 
contract  contemplated  by  said  ordinance,  the  work  in 
question  may  legally  be  done  under  the  provisions  of  said 
paragraph  5,  of  Section  7,  without  public  advertisement 
for  proposals,  and  the  letting  of  a  formal  contract  pursuant 
to  the  Act  of  June  9,  IST-t,  authorizing  cities,  &c.,  to  enter 
into  contracts  with  railroad  companies  for  the  elevation 
of  their  tracks. 

The  work  referred  to,  is  the  laying  of  temporary  tracks, 
placing  of  teiiiporary  signals  and  temporary  telegraph,  the 
making  of  temporary  changes  to  stations,  the  raising  of 
tracks  on  the  Richmond  Branch,  and  the  placing  of  per- 
manent tracks. 

The  5th  and  6th  paragraphs  of  the  7th  Section  of  said 
Ordinance,  are  as  follows: 

"In  case  of  emergencey  work  in  maintaining  rail- 
road or  highway  travel,  and  in  other  cases  where  ne- 
cessary, not  covered  by  contract,  the  Chief  Engineer 
of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway  Company 
shall  have  authority  to  employ  laborers,  hire  machi- 
nery and  purchase  material  to  perform  such  work ;  a 
labor  force  account  and  an  account  of  the  materials 
so  used,  shall  be  kept  and  after  approval  by  the  said 
Chief  Engineer  and  the  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  of  the  City,  shall  be  paid  by  the  rail- 
way company,  and  inlcuded  in  the  cost  of  the  work. 
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"In  oases   of  emergency  work   in   protecting   and 
maintaining    municipal    structures,    in    other    cases 
where  necessary,  and  in  such  classes  of  work  upon  the 
highways,  as  may  not  be  covered  by  contract,  the  Di- 
rector of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  is  hereby 
authorized  to  employ  laborers,  hire  machinery,  and 
purchase  materials  to  perform  such  work  and  a  labor 
force  account,  and  an  account  of  the  materials  so  used, 
shall  be  kept  and  after  a]iproval  by  the  Chief  En- 
gineer   of   the    Philadel])hia    and    Tieading   Railway 
Company  shall  be  paid  by  the  City  and  included  in 
the  cost  of  the  work." 
I  think  these  sections  of  the  intended  ordinance,  in  view 
of  the  peculiar  character  of  the  work  to  be  jointly  done  by 
the  City  and  the  railway  company,  and  of  the  relations  of 
each  of  them  thereto,   are  entirely  valid  under  existing 
laws,   and  the  question  whether  the  work  referred  to  is 
within  the  provisions  of  the  tirst  of  said  paragraphs,  is 
one  to  be  answered  in  the  main  by  the  City  authorities 
familiar  with  and  having  supervision  of  the  engineering 
features  of  the  work.    If  such  authorities  are  satisfied  that 
the  case  is  one  of  emergency  in  maintaining  the  railroad 
or  highway  travel,  or  is  otherwise  necessary,  and  not  to  be 
covered  by  contract,  then  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Phila- 
delphia &  Reading  Railway  Company,  w^ould  have  author- 
ity to  do  the  work  as  suggested  without  public  bidding. 
In  other  words,   if  the  letter  from  the  Chief  Engineer 
of  the  railway  company  makes  out  a  pro])er  case  within 
the  meaning  of  the  proposed  ordinance  from  an  engineer- 
ing point  of  view,  I  think  there  is  no  legal  objection  to  the 
course  suggested.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  24th  inst.,  enclosing  let- 
ter of  John  C.  Sager,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Electricity, 
in  reference  to  the  application  of  the  Philadelphia  Rapid 
Transit  Companv,  for  permits  for  placing  poles  and  wires 
on  Lehigh  avenue,  from  Amber  street  to  Frankford  ave- 
nue, and  on  Second  street,  between  Venango  street  and 
Erie  avenue,  received. 
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As  stated  by  ^Ir.  kSapn-,  the  Ordinance  of  March  30, 
1893,  as  to  the  Second  and  Third  Streets  Passenger  Rail- 
waj  Company  (Ord.  page  118),  and  as  to  the  Lehigh  ave- 
nue Railway  Company  (Ord.  page  122),  requires  that 
work  should  be  commenced  within  six  months  and  com- 
pleted within  one  year. 

The  Ordinance  of  June  13,  1901  (Ord.  page  152), 
repeals  all  privileges  granted  under  special  ordinances, 
A^'here  the  work  has  not  been  completed  Avithin  the  time 
njentioned. 

If  the  Philadelphia  Eaj)id  Transit  Company  now  desire 
a  permit  for  poles  and  wires  upon  Lehigh  avenue  and  upon 
Second  street,  under  authority  of  the  Ordinance  of  March 
30,  1893,  as  a  part  of  the  original  construction  of  those 
roads,  it  is  too  late  to  make  that  application,  and  the  per- 
mit should  not  be  granted  without  authority  of  Councils. 

The  Ordinance  of  March  30,  1893,  required  work  to  be 
begun  within  six  months  and  completed  in  one  year.  The 
Ordinance  of  February  10,  1892,  (Ord.  page  153),  does 
not  authorize  the  Second  and  Third  Streets  Passenger 
Railway  Companv  to  use  electric  motors  as  the  propelling 
])0wer,  and  therefore  woidd  not  be  authority  for  the  issu- 
ing of  a  permit  for  polos  and  wires  for  trolley  purposes.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  in- 
quiring when  a  contract,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Deparlr 
ment,  becomes  a  legal  contract,  and  enclosing  a  letter  to 
yourself,  from  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Burea\i  of  Fil- 
tration upon  the  subject. 
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By  the  Act  of  June  1,  1S85,  known  as  the  "Bullitt  Bill," 
ii:  is  provided  in  Article  VII: — 

'"Every  contract  involving  an  appropriation  of 
money  shall  designate  the  item  of  appropriation  on 
which  it  is  founded,  and  shall  be  numbered  by  the 
controller  in  the  order  of  its  date  and  charged  as 
numbered  against  such  item,  and  so  certified  by  him 
before  it  shall  take  effect  as  a  contract." 
And  in  Article  XIV : — 

"All  contracts  relating  to  City  affairs  shall  be  in 
writing,  signed  and  executed  in  the  name  of  the  City 
by  the  officer  authorized  to  make  the  same,  after  due 
notice,  and,  in  cases  not  otherwise  directed  by  law 
or  ordinance,  such  contracts  shall  be  made  and  entered 
into  by  the  Mayor.    ]^o  contract  shall  be  entered  into 
or  executed  directly  by  the  City  Councils  or  their 
Committees,  but  some  officer  shall  be  designated  by 
ordinance  to  enter  into  and  execute  the  same.     All 
contracts  shall  be  countersigned  by  the  Controller  and 
filed  and  registered  by  number,  date  and  contents  in 
the  Mayor's  office,  and  attested  copies  funrished  to 
the  Controller  and  to  the  Department  charged  w^ith 
the  work." 
In  several  cases  it  has  been  held  that  the  foregoing  pro- 
visions of  the  Bullitt  Bill  are  mandatory,  and  that  there- 
fore no  contract  is  binding  upon  the  City  until  such  for- 
malities have  been  complied  with.     It  follows  that  the 
other  party  to  the  contract  cannot  legally  be  required  to 
comply  with  its  terms  until  it  shall  have  1)ecome  a  binding 
and  valid  obligation  upon  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  are  the  provisions  for  the  entry 
and  approval  of  the  surety  for  the  contract  and  upon  the 
penal  bond.  In  practice,  I  understand  that  the  last  act 
upon  the  part  of  the  City  in  completing  the  contract,  is 
the  certification  by  the  City  Controller,  and  technically, 
therefore,  this  must  be  the  period  when  it  becomes  a  valid 
contract. 

The  above  sufficiently  answ^ers  the  first  query  of  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Filtration  as  to  "exactly 
when  the  contract  becomes  a  legal  contract." 
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ITis  second  inquiry  is  "When  is  this  office  legally  au- 
thorized to  notify  the  contractor  to  b('a;in  work'^" 

If  the  contractor  chooses,  he  may  disregard  any  notice 
sent  him  before  the  contract  legally  takes  effect,  to  wit: 
A\'hen  the  last  step  prescribed  by  law  for  the  making  of  a 
valid  contract  on  the  part  of  the  City  shall  haye  been 
taken ;  but  it  is  not  uncommon  to  anticipate  this  final 
validation  of  the  contract  in  giving  notice  to  begin  work, 
especially  where  it  is  desirable  that  the  performance  of  the 
contract  be  begun  at  an  early  date ;  and  there  is  no  legal 
objection  to  this  course,  although  as  already  stated,  the 
contractor  could  not  be  compelled  to  observe  the  notifica- 
tion thus  given  to  him  before  the  contract  became  legally 
effective. 

In  answer  to  the  third  query,  whether  arrangements 
cannot  be  made  that  the  date  of  the  contract  be  determined, 
and  that  the  Bureau  of  Filtration  shall  get  some  form  of 
official  notification  immediately,  I  may  call  your  attention 
to  the  provision  of  the  Bullitt  Bill,  already  noted,  that 
after  counter  signature  and  registration  in  the  Controller's 
office,  an  attested  copy  of  the  contract  is  required  to  be  fur- 
nished to  the  Department  charged  with  the  work.  This 
doubtless  contemplates  the  immediate  furnishing  of  such 
copy,  and  there  should  be  no  difficulty  in  making  such  ar- 
rangements that  the  attested  copy,  wdien  prepared,  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  proper  Department  without  delay ;  or, 
since  from  the  number  of  such  contracts  it  sometimes 
occurs  that  a  period  of  several  days  must  elapse  before 
the  copies  can  be  completed,  it  is  probable  that  the  City 
Controller,  upon  request,  would  notify  the  Department  in 
charge  of  the  work  as  soon  as  the  contracts  affecting  such 
department  shall  have  been  countersigned  and  registered 
at',  the  law  requires.

]\Iy  Dear  Sie  : — In  reply  to  your  request  for  an  opinion 
whether  the  City  may  lawfully  take  and  hold  preferred ' 
stock  of  the  Real  Estate  Trust  Company,  for  two-thirds 
of  its  claim  under  the  plan  of  reorganization,  I  am  of 
ojiinion  that  it  may  do  so. 

The  7th  section  of  Article  IX  of  the  Constitution  pro- 
vides :  "That  the  General  Assembly  shall  not  authorize  any 
county,  city,  borough,  township  or  incorporated  district 
to  become  a  stockholder  in  any  company,  association  or 
corporation,  or  to  obtain  or  appropriate  money  for,  or  to 
lend  its  credit  to  any  corporation,  association,  institution 
or  individual." 

The  evil  intended  to  be  prevented  was  the  lending  of 
municipal  credit  or  of  the  municipal  funds  in  private  en- 
terprises. In  the  question  presented,  the  funds  of  the  City 
had  been  placed  upon  deposit  in  an  institution  which  sub- 
sequently became  insolvent,  and  the  stock  of  which  now, 
as  I  understand,  is  to  be  issued  as  full  paid,  and  which 
will  involve  no  further  pecuniary  liability  upon  the  part 
of  the  City,  is  offered  in  compromise  of  the  claim,  together 
with  the  balance  thereof  in  cash. 

The  right  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  compromise 
claims  against  it,  and  presumably  also,  in  its  favor,  was 
recognized  in  the  case  of  Bailey  vs.  Philadelphia,  167  Pa., 
569. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  facts,  I  think  that  it  would 
be  an  extreme  stretch  of  the  constitutional  provision,  as 
well  as  an  unwise  abandonment  of  the  practical  principles 
which  apply  to  the  administration  of  municipal  affairs,  to 
hold  them  to  preclude,  in  the  present  case,  the  acceptance 
of  the  preferred  stock  in  compromise  of  the  City's  claim 
under  the  plan  of  reorganization  which  has  been  proposed.

Dear  Sib: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  3rd 
inst.,  stating  that  bills  have  been  sent  to  the  Board  of 
Public  Education,  from  the  Division  of  Elevator  Inspec- 
tion, Bureau  of  Building  Inspection,  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Safety,  for  the  inspection  of  the  elevators  in  the  public 
school  buildings  of  the  City. 

It  is  wholly  irrational  and  out  of  place  for  one  depart- 
ment of  the  City  to  make,  as  you  suggest,  charge  against 
what  is  virtually  another  department  thereof,  for  the  in- 
spection of  buildings  owned  and  maintained  by  the  City, 
such  as  public  school  buildings.  jSTeither  is  it  required 
that  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  should  enter  upon 
its  books  charges  for  such  service,  or  send  bills  to  the- 
Board  of  Public  Education  for  the  same.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from 
George  S.  Webster,  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  ap- 
proved by  you,  under  date  of  September  11,  1906.  in 
reference  to  an  application  of  the  Roxborough,  Chestnut 
Hill  and  jSTorristown  Railway  Company  to  lay  an  addi- 
tional track  on  Ridge  avenue,  from  Hermitage  street  to 
a  point  about  one  hundred  and  iifty  feet  north  of  Cinna- 
minson  avenue.  The  Board  of  Surveyors  desire  to  know 
whether  it  would  be  justified  in  approving  the  plan  by 
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virtue  of  the  Act  of  Incorporation  of  April  9,  1873,  with- 
out specific  authorization  by  City  Councils. 

It  appears  that  the  Manayunk  and  Koxborough  In- 
clined Plane  and  Kailwav  Company  was  incorporated 
April  9,  1873,  by  act  of  April  9,  1873,  P.  L.,  1873.  This 
Act  did  not  require  the  consent  of  Councils  to  the  con- 
struction of  the  road,  and  permitted  the  use  of  horses 
and  dummy  engines  as  power.  The  Manayunk  &  Rox- 
borough  Inclined  Plane  and  Railway  Company  were 
granted  permission  in  1894,  by  Ordinance  of  March 
28,  1891,  to  use  electric  motor.  Subsequently  the 
said  company,  namely,  the  Manayunk  &  Roxborough 
Inclined  Plane  and  Railway  Company,  was  merged  with 
the  Chestnut  Hill  &  Norristown  P.  R.  W.  Co.,  under  the 
name  of  the  Roxborough,  Chestnut  Hill  &  ISTorristown 
Railway  Company. 

We  have  no  definite  information  as  to  the  Chestnut  Hill 
&•  ISTorristown  Passenger  Railway  Company,  but  it  ap- 
pears that  it  was  incorporated  as  a  street  passenger  rail- 
way under  the  general  passenger  railwy  Act  of  1889.  The 
new  company  now  asks  for  the  privilege  of  laying  an  addi- 
tional track. 

The  Act  of  May  8,  1876,  P.  L.  147,  which  authorized 
street  passenger  railways  to  change  their  motor  power  in 
Cities  of  the  first  class,  required  the  said  companies  to 
first  obtain  the  consent  of  Councils.  In  view  of  this,  the 
Mana}aTnk  &  Roxborough  Inclined  Plane  and  Railway 
Company,  classing  itself  as  a  railway  company,  obtained 
permission  by  Ordinance  of  March  28,  1894.  In  the  use 
of  the  additional  track  on  Ridge  avenue,  it  must  be  assumed 
that  the  company  intends  to  use  the  trolley  system.  It 
will  be  necessary,  therefore,  for  that  company,  namely,  the 
Roxborough,  Chestnut  Hill  &  ISTorristown  Railway  Com- 
pany to  first  obtain  the  consent  of  Councils  before  the 
additional  track  can  be  constructed,  and  imtil  that  con- 
sent is  obtained  the  plan  should  not  be  approved,  nor 
should  a  jDermit  for  the  construction  of  the  track  be 
granted.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  the  9th  inst.,  en- 
closing a  letter  of  the  8th  instant  from  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Filtration.  1  note  that  the  material  is  not 
located  at  the  Plant  for  permanent  incorporation  in  the 
work,  but  for  the  temporary  purpose  of  making  forms  for 
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concrete,  which  forms  may  be  used  over  again.  It  seems 
to  me  entirely  clear,  therefore,  that  when  the  Sub-con- 
tractor delivered  the  material  at  the  Plant,  in  order  to  put 
up  the  forms,  he  did  not  intend  that  title  should  pass  to  the 
City,  and  the  title  therefore  remains  in  the  Sub-contractor. 

ISTo  facts  whatever  are  alleged  to  justify  an  assertion  of 
a  lien  on  the  Sub-contractor's  property.  If  there  were 
such  facts,  the  lien  would  give  merely  a  right  of  detention 
of  the  property,  but  would  not  give  title  to  the  property, 
having  no  title,  the  City  could  not  pass  any  title  to  the 
vendee,  or,  in  other  words,  could  not  sell  it. 

Inasmuch  as  the  material  is  going  to  waste,  it  seems  to 
me  to  be  only  ordinarily  considerate  to  notify  the  Sub- 
contractor of  the  fact,  in  order  that  he  may  take  such  steps 
as  he  may  choose,  to  protect  or  remove  his  property. 

The  above  is  written  without  reference  to  the  terms  of 
the  contract  with  the  Contractor,  under  which  the  Sub- 
contractor located  the  material  at  the  Plant,  as  no  parti- 
cular contract  is  mentioned  in  your  communication.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  15th  instant,  in  refer- 
ence to  the  lease  of  property  on  Woodland  avenue  for  Po- 
lice purposes  for  the  year  1907,  enclosing  copies  of  in- 
tended lease,  received.

The  form  of  the  lease  is  apparently  proper,  but  I  would 
suggest  to  you  that  as  this  lease  must  be  executed  upon 
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the  part  of  the  City,  and  there  are  conditions  set  forth  ob- 
ligating the  City  to  do  certain  things  as  lessee,  the  au- 
thority to  make  it  should  be  received  from  Councils,  either 
by  an  ordinance  authorizing  the  leasing,  or  by  an  appro- 
priation of  the  amount  necessary  to  pay  the  rent,  with 
authority  to  lease  these  particular  premises. 

If  you  desire  me  to  mark  on  this  lease  my  approval  as 
to  form  only,  I  will  do  it,  but  until  I  am  informed  of  the 
authority  to  enter  into  the  lease,  I  cannot  approve  it  as 
sufficiently  protecting  the  interests  of  the  City.

Dear  Sik  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  enclosing  a 
notice  in  the  case  of  the  Lawrence  Cement  Co.,  vs.  The 
Smedley  Construction  Co.,  asking  that  a  portion  of  the 
amount  due  the  Smedley  Construction  Co.,  who  are  con- 
tractors with  the  City,  be  withheld  on  behalf  of  said  claim- 
ant under  authority  of  the  Act  of  April  22,  1903,  P.  L., 
255. 

You  inquire  whether,  in  view  of  the  protection  afforded 
sub-contractors  and  material  men  in  this  City  by  the  filing 
of  penal  bonds,  you  would  be  compelled  under  said  Act 
of  1903,  to  accept  claims  of  this  character  and  withhold 
funds  in  accordance  therewith. 

You  will  notice  that  the  Act  of  1903  provides  for  notice 
of  the  claims  of  sub-contractors  and  requires  Cities  or  the 
heads  of  departments  therein  to  pay  the  money  due  the 
contractor,  into  court,  "unless  such  claim  be  paid  by  the 
contractor  or  adequate  security  be  given,  or  have  been 
given,  to  protect  all  such  claimants." 
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The  penal  bond  required  by  the  Ordinance  of  March 
30,  1906  to  be  furnished  by  contractors  with  the  City  is, 
in  the  opinion  of  this  Department,  such  adequate  security 
to  i3rotect  claimants  as  the  Act  has  in  view,  and  therefore 
I  would  advise  you  that  such  bond  takes  the  place  of  the- 
procedure  provided  for  in  Section  6  of  the  Act,  and  that 
it  is  not  required  to  withhold  the  money  due  the  con- 
tractor and  i^ay  the  same  into  court, 

I  herewith  return  the  notices  of  the  claimants  which  you 
kindly  sent  me.

Dear  Sik  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  October 
18th,  stating  that  you  have  been  advised  that  the  Court 
has  recently  ruled  that  the  owner  of  property  out  of  pos- 
session, is  not  responsible  for  an  accident  occurring  on  the 
footway,  and  asking  whether  in  view  thereof  it  would 
not  be  a  good  policy  to  serve  notice  upon  both  the  owner 
and  tenant  to  keep  the  sidewalk  in  repair. 

I  do  not  think  the  decision  of  the  Court  is  quite  so 
broadly  in  favor  of  the  landlord  as  you  state  it  to  be,  it 
being  held  merely  that  he  is  not  liable  for  accidents 
occurring  through  defects  on  the  sidewalk,  which  defects 
arose  since  the  tenant  took  possession.  As  it  is  difficult, 
if  not  impossible,  however,  for  the  City  to  ascertain  these 
facts,  it  seems  to  me  that  your  suggestion  is  a  good  one,. 
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and  that  it  would  he  advantageous  to  serve  notices  upon 
both  the  owner  and  the  tenant.

Dear  Sir  : — 1  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  whether 
an  applicant  before  the  Civil  Service  Commission  repre- 
senting his  age  to  be  thirty-three  years  in  his  sworn  ap- 
plication, "SA'hen  in  fact  it  is  thirty-nine  years,  is  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor. 

Under  Sections  24  and  25  of  the  Act  of  March  5,  1906, 
I  think  such  person  would  undoubtedly  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  which  misdemeanor,  if  the  false  represen- 
tations were  deemed  material,  M'ould  be  perjury  under  the 
xVct  of  March  31,  1860. 

Prior  to  any  proceedings  being  taken,  would  it  not  be 
well  as  a  jirecaution,  to  investigate  into  the  fact  as  to 
whether  such  statement  was  accidental  or  intentional  ?  As 
there  is  no  age  limit  prescribed,  the  act  of  falsely  stating 
the  ap2)licant's  age  would  seem  to  be  motiveless.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  copy  of  a  proposed  Reso- 
lution authorizing  and  directing  the  Mayor  and  the  City 
Solicitor  to  cancel  the  lease  of  the  Dock  Street  Wharf,  to- 
gether with  a  communication  requesting  the  opinion  of 
this  Department  as  to  the  legal  right  of  the  City  to  cancel 
such  lease  and  proceed  to  the  collection  of  moneys  said 
to  have  been  received  by  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Com- 
pany. In  addition  to  the  payment  of  rental,  as  provided 
in  the  lease,  which  is  dated  February  21,  1898,  that  instru- 
ment contains  the  agreement  of  the  Lessee  to  construct  a 
wharf  upon  the  demised  premises  within  one  year  from 
December  31,  1898,  and  provides  that  should  the  Lessee 
violate  any  of  the  conditions  and  covenants  contained  in 
the  lease,  the  lease  shall  become  void  at  the  option  of  the 
Lessor,  to  be  signified  by  giving  written  notice  of  its  in- 
tention to  determine  the  lease  on  a  day  to  be  therein 
fixed,  such  notice  to  be  delivered  to  the  Lessee  or  left  upon 
the  premises  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  the  day  so  fixed, 
whereupon  the  Lessor  is  authorized  to  bring  an  action  of 
ejectment  for  the  recovery  of  the  demised  premises,  with 
a  confession  of  judgment;  first,  causing  to  be  filed  in  such 
action  an  affidavit  made  by  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Safety,  or  someone  in  his  behalf,  setting 
forth  the  facts  necessary  to  authorize  the  entry  of  such 
judgment. 

Under  these  clauses  of  the  lease,  if  the  Lessee  has  failed 
to  build  the  wharf  or  pier  as  agreed  upon,  the  City  would 
have  the  right  to  give  the  stipulated  notice,  make  the  re- 
quired affidavit  and  eject  the  Lessee  in  the  manner  which 
the  lease  provides  for,  and  an  ordinance  or  resolution 
directing  such  to  be  done  would  be  valid  and  proper. 

In  your  letter  you  speak  of  the  collection  •  of  money 
said  to  have  been  received  by  the  Lessee  from  the  sub- 
letting of  the  wharf,  but  the  Resolution  forwarded  by  you 
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refers  to  the  recovery  of  what  would  have  been  the  cost  of 
the  pier  which  was  agreed  to  be  built  bj  the  Lessee,  and 
not  to  the  rentals  received  under  the  sub-lease  thereof. 
These  sub-rentals  could  not,  in  the  opinion  of  this  De- 
partment, be  recovered,  but  upon  the  dispossession  of  the 
Lessee  a  suit  might  be  brought  by  the  City  to  recover 
damages  sustained  through  the  failure  of  the  Railroad 
Company  to  fulfill  the  terms  of  the  lease. 

For  your  further  information  I  enclose  copy  of  an  opin- 
ion sent  by  this  Department  to  the  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Safety  upon  this  subject,  dated  April 
25,  1906.  I  also  enclose  draft  of  a  Resolution  which  may, 
perhaps,  moi'e  clearly  authorize  the  action  intended  by 
Councils.

Deae  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
yesterday  in  regard  to  Contract  No.  81,  Filtration  Water 
Supply,  with  the  D'Olier  Engineering  Co.,  for  the  pump- 
ing out  of  Torresdale  Conduit.  It  appears  therefrom  that 
by  contract  and  supplemental  contract,  the  amount  of 
money  applicable  to  the  work  is  limited  to  $50,000. 

Item  2  of  the  proposal  provides  that  "Both  pumps  and 
cage  to  be  operated  for  a  period  of  time  as  directed  by  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Filtration,  for  the  sum 
of  $120  per  day." 

You  state  the  controversy,  as  follows :  "I  maintain  that 
under  Item  2  of  the  proposal,  last  clause,  and  paragraphs 
4  and  18  of  the  specifications  of  the  contract,  that  the  con- 
tractor is  compelled  to  proceed  with  the  work  for  such 
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period  of  time  as  he  is  directed  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of 
the  Bureau  of  Filtration,  for  the  sum  of  $120  per  day. 
The  contractor  evidently  implies  that  inasmuch  as  we  have 
appropriated  the  sum  of  $30,000  and  then  a  supplemental 
sum  of  $20,000  for  doing  this  work,  that  upon  these  sums 
of  money  being  exhausted,  his  contract  is  completed." 

Paragraph  4  of  the  specifications  provides  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  water  in  the  conduit  at  a  level  of  one  foot 
or  less,  and  reduces  the  payment  to  be  made  to  the  con- 
tractor to  one-half  of  the  sum  of  $120  per  day  for  every 
day  in  which  the  level  of  said  water  shall  be  between  one 
foot  six  inches  and  two  foot  six  inches,  and  for  every  day 
in  which  the  water  level  is  more  than  two  feet  six  inches, 
ii  provides  that  the  contractor  shall  receive  no  compensa- 
tion whatever. 

Paragraph  18  provides  that  if  during  the  progress  of 
pumping  out  the  conduit,  or  at  any  time  before  the  investi- 
gation thereof  is  completed,  an  accident  should  occur  to 
the  machinery,  or  appliances  used  causing  the  loss  thereof, 
the  City  shall  not  be  held  liable  for  such  loss,  and  should 
the  conduit  become  filled  with  water,  the  contractor  is  re- 
quired to  empty  it  without  extra  compensation. 

ISJ^either  of  these  provisions,  nor  the  terms  of  Item  2 
of  the  proposal,  has  the  effect  as  suggested  by  you.  The 
sum  of  $120  per  day  fixed  by  said  item  of  the  proposal, 
is  subject  to  the  limitation  that  the  total  of  such  per  diem 
payment  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  $50,000,  because  the 
contract  by  its  terms  is  limited  to  that  amount,  and  your 
Department  would  not  have  authority  under  said  contract 
to  incur  obligations  in  excess  of  said  sum,  nor  would  the 
City  Controller  be  authorized  to  countersign  warrants  ex- 
ceeding that  amount. 

Paragraphs  4  and  18  of  the  specifications  set  forth  con- 
ditions which  might  prolong  the  time  when  the  $50,000 
limitation  should  be  reached  by  reducing  or  eliminating 
the  daily  payments  to  the  contractor,  but  assuming  such 
limitation  to  have  been  reached,  as  your  letter  would  seem 
to  imply,  the  contract  is  by  its  terms,  at  an  end,  and  any 
further  work  which  is  desired  to  be  done,  must  be  provided 
for  by  a  ncAv  contract,  which  new  contract  may  be  made 
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if  the  a])propriati()u  is  still  sufficient  to  cover  such  a  con- 
tract as  it  seeuis  to  have  been  when  the  City  Controller's 
endorsement  was  made  thereon  in  jMay  last.

Dear  Sir  : — Answering  your  further  communication 
in  regard  to  Contract  Xo.  81  for  the  imin-ovement,  exten- 
sion and  filtration  of  the  water  supply,  with  the  D'Olier 
Engineering  Company,  which  asks  information  entirely 
different  from  that  requested  in  your  letter  of  the  7th 
inst.,  I  would  say,  that  the  $50,000  to  which  the  contract 
and  sup]ilemental  contract  were  limited  having  been  ex- 
hausted, the  contract  is  at  an  end,  so  that  neither  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  nor  the  contractor  can  be  compelled  to 
provide  for  further  work  unless  the  terms  upon  which  it 
is  to  be  done  are  mutually  agreed  upon.  Such  terms  may 
be  the  same  as  those  embraced  in  the  original  contract, 
or  the  details  thereof  may  be  modified,  but  unless  both 
parties  can  agTee  upon  the  conditions  of  the  new  contract, 
neither  can  compel  the  other  to  proceed  further. 

While  ordinarily  if  a  change  in  the  terms  of  a  contract 
is  contemplated,  there  should  be  a  n^ew  advertisement,  yet 
in  view  of  the  circumstances  of  this  case  in  which  the 
pum])ing  out  of  a  conduit  is  being  ]>r^ceeded  with,  and 
which  conduit  would  be  filled  with  water  during  the  in- 
terim required  for  advertising  and  awarding  a  new  con- 
tract, T  think  yon  would  be  justified  in  entering  a  new 
contract  with  the  D'Olier  Engineering  Com]iany  without 
such  readvertising,  provided,  that  you  can  agree  with  that 
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company  Tipon  the  terms  trereof,  and  provided,  of  course^ 
there  is  an  available  appropriation  for  the  work.

Dear  Sir  : — I  return  herewith  the  discharge  papers  and 
other  documents  of  James  F.  Farrell  and  Harvey  Giber- 
son,  sent  me  in  your  letter  of  October  29th,  in  which  in- 
quiry is  made  whethere  either  Farrell  ov  Giberson  can 
be  said  properly  to  come  within  that  portion  of  the  Act 
of  March  5,  1906,  P.  L.,  83,  which  provides:  "That  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  shall  not  apply  to  any  soldier,  sailor 
or  marine  honorably  discharged  from  the  service  in  any 
war  for  the  United  States  Government." 

From  what  you  state,  it  is  clear  that  neither  of  these 
applicants  served  in  any  war  for  the  U.  S.  Government, 
and  consequently  neither  is  eligible  to  appointment  to 
municipal  office  or  employment,  unless  he  shall  pass  a  Civil 
Service  examination,  as  provided  by  said  statute. 

You  further  ask  for  an  opinion  so  framed  "as  to  cover 
all  possible  occasions  of  this  kind"  which  may  hereafter 
arise.  It  is  impossible  to  for  see  the  various  contingencies 
which  may  be  involved  in  cases  subsequently  arising,  and 
hence  it  would  not  l)e  prudent  to  undertake  to  ansv/er  a 
query  so  comprehensive.  I  may,  say,  however,  that  I  am 
distinctly  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  not  enough  that  any  ap- 
plicant for  exemption  under  the  Act  should  have  been  a 
soldier,  sailor  or  marine  and  should  possess  an  honorable 
discharge,  but  it  must  also  appear  that  he  has  served  in 
a  war  for  the  U.  S.  Government.     That  the  ajiplicant  may 
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have  served  as  an  artificer  would  not  alone  disable  him 
from  the  benefit  of  the  statnte,  if  he  were  a  regularly  en- 
listed soldier,  sailor,  etc.,  and  had  merely  been  detailed 
to  act  as  such  artificer.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  he  were 
merely  employed  as  an  artificer  and  was  not  liable  to  duty 
as  a  soldier,  sailor  or  marine,  his  Case  would  not  be  covered 
by  the  exemjjting  proviso.  The  phrase  "service  in  any  war 
for  the  U.  S.  Government"  I  do  not  think  is  to  have  a 
strictly  technical  interpretation,  that  is  to  say,  for  all  the 
substantial  purposes  of  the  Act,  a  soldier  may  have  seen 
such  service,  though  in  a  military  sense  a  state  of  war 
did  not  at  the  time  exist,  if  the  army,  including  that  por- 
tion of  it  to  which  he  was  attached,  should  have  been  en- 
gaged in  actual  operations  for  the  suppression  of  insur- 
rection, etc. 

You  state  that  your  inquiry  has  particular  reference 
to  the  time  subsequent  to  the  Declaration  of  War  between 
the  United  States  and  Spain.  During  the  continuance  of 
that  war  and  up  to  the  time  of  the  Declaration  of  Peace  be- 
tween the  two  countries,  there  can,  of  course,  be  no  doubt 
,  that  any  soldier,  sailor  or  marine  engaged  in  military  or 
naval  operations  was  in  the  service  in  a  war  for  the  U.  S. 
(lovernment,  but  I  would  further  say  that  since  peace  be- 
tAveen  Spain  and  the  United  States  was  established,  the 
Act  of  1906.  would  comprehend  any  soldier,  etc.,  engaged 
in  active  belligerent  service  in  the  Philippinos  for  the  sup- 
])ression  of  organized  rebellion  so  long  a?  such  conditions 
may  have  existed. 

As  already  stated,  however,  it  is  not  easy  in  all  cases 
to  draw  the  line,  and  it  would  be  best  that  in  each  instance 
the  decision  be  predicated  upon  the  facts  involved.

Dear  Sir:^ — i  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  9th 
inst.,  stating  the  substance  of  a  conimnnication  to  your- 
self, from  the  Superintendent  of  the  Philadelphia  County 
Prison,  in  which  you  are  requested  to  furnish  certain 
pipes  and  fittings  s^^ch  as  are  used  in  the  Water  Bureau, 
in  connection  with  a  pump  which  is  to  be  installed  in  the 
Prison  for  pumping  water  from  the  City  mains. 

You-  state  that  while  it  has  been  customary  for  the  Bu- 
reau of  Water  to  furnish  such  material  to  the  County 
Prison,  you  do  not  know  why  such  ]irocedure  should  be 
followed,  or  in  what  status  the  County  Prison  stands  to 
the  City,  and  thereupon  you  desire  to  be  informed  whether 
you  should  proceed  as  requested  by  the  ])rison  authorities, 
or  should  require  them  to  pay  for  the  work  and  materials 
the  same  as  a  ]irivate  system. 

The  status  of  the  County  Prison  in  this  respect  is  that 
it  is  su])ported  from  the  City  Treasury,  and  for  it  to  pay 
for  work  or  materials'  furnished  by  the  City  "the  same  as 
a  private  citizen,"  would  be  substantially  for  the  City  to 
pay  out  of  its  own  funds  for  articles  which  it  furnishes 
to  itself.  I  see  no  reason  Avhy  this  course  should  be  fol- 
lowed, and  think  it  better  to  adhere  to  the  custom  which 
you  say  has  prevailed  heretofore,  not  to  make  any  charge 
for  work  or  materials  so  furnished.

Dear  Sir: — -I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from 
the  Chief  of  the  Piureau  of  Highways,  dnlj  approved  by 
you,  relative  to  the  repairing  of  Watts  street,  which  he 
states  was  laid  out  or  intended  to  be  laid  out  as  a  public 
street  about  189G ;  that  it  is  15  feet  in  width,  and  is 
paved  with  granolithic  in  the  cartway,  and  extends  from 
Eising  Sun  avenue  to  Ontario  street,  between  Broad  street 
and  Park  avenue, — houses  being  built  on  Broad  street  and 
Park  avenue  abutting  on  Watts  street.  It  further  appears 
that  it  is  in  use  by  the  public  as  a  highway,  and  that  the 
heavy  teams  traversing  said  street  had  cut  through  the 
pavement  to  such  extent  that  it  was  in  a  dangerous  con- 
dition ;  thereupon  the  Assistant  of  the  District  ordered  the 
street  to  be  repaired  by  the  contractor  with  the  Bureau  of 
Highways,  and  advice  is  sought  from  this  Department 
whether  this  should  have  been  done,  and  whether  the  cost 
of  such  repairing  should  be  paid  by  the  City. 

By  the  Ordinance  of  April  8,  1890,  Section  1,  page  124, 
it  is  provided  that  no  street  thereafter  to  be  opened  shall 
be  accepted  or  placed  upon  the  plan  of  the  City  that  is 
of  a  less  width  than  thirty  feet,  and  it  would  follow  that 
the  street  concerning  which  inquiry  is  made  could  not  have 
been  accepted  as  a  public  street,  or  placed  upon  the  City 
plan.  While  streets  may  be  made  public  by  dedication  and 
acceptance  on  the  part  of  the  City  authorities,  yet  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  of  1890,  this  cannot  be 
done  with  respect  to  a  street  of  less  width  than  30  feet, 
and  the  use  of  such  street  by  the  public  for  a  ])eriod  of 
ten  years  would  not  make  it  public. 

The  Ordinance  of  ]\rarch  21,  1887,  page  62,  prescribes 
the  manner  in  which  ])rivate  streets  should  be  rejiaved  and 
repaired,  and  1  am  of  opinion,  therefore,  that  the  con- 
tractor should  not  have  been  ordered  to 'repair  this  street 
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at  the  cost  of  the  City,  but  that  notice  should  have  been 
given  to  the  abutting  owners  to  do  the  M^ork,  and  th& 
City  should  only  have  done  it  upon  their  default  and  at 
their  expense.  See,  upon  this  subject,  the  opinion  of  this 
Department  in  "City  Solicitor's  Opinions,  1905,  page 
40,"  addressed  to  the  then  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works. 

Answering  your  second  inquiry,  whether  the  City 
should  pay  for  the  repairs  to  the  street,  as  already  seen, 
the  Ordinance  of  1887  provides  that  where  abutting 
owners  shall  neglect  to  make  repairs  to  private  streets  after- 
notice  so  to  do,  the  City  is  authorized  itself  to  make  the 
repairs  and  collect  the  costs  thereof  from  such  owners.  By 
its  neglect  to  give  the  prescribed  notice  the  City,  in  the 
present  case,  has  probably  precluded  itself  from  recovering 
the  cost  of  the  repairs,  but  having  ordered  the  contractor 
to  do  the  work,  as  the  Ordinance  of  1887  authorized  it 
to  do,  it  would  seem  that  such  contractor  could  compel  the 
City  to  pay  for  the  work  and  material  so  ordered,  since 
he  had  no  means  of  knowing  whether  he  was  directed  to- 
proceed  after  notice  to  the  owners  and  default,  as  required 
by  the  Ordinance  of  1887,  or  upon  the  theory  that  the- 
street  was  a  public  one. 

In  view  of  this,  I  think  the  City  will  be  compelled  to 
pay  the  contractor  in  the  present  instance.  In  similar 
cases  hereafter,  the  Bureau  of  Highways  should  carefully 
observe  and  follow  the  directions  of  the  Ordinance  of 
March  21,  1887.

Dear  Sir:— I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  16th 
inst.,   stating  that  the  Inspectors  of  the  Meat  Division 
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of  your  Department  are  finding  brands  of  ham  sold  whole- 
sale at  8^  cents  per  pound,  which  are  offered  at  retail  at 
7  cents  per  pound,  from  which  they  suspect  that  the  retail 
sales  must  be  at  short  weight,  and  inquiring  to  whom  you 
may  refer  this  complaint,  whose  duty  it  is  to  investigate 
and  procure  samples,  and  what  steps  you  should  take  to 
correct  the  abuse. 

If  the  supposed  offenders  have  stands  in  the  public 
markets,  the  matter  may  properly  be  referred  to  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Safety,  under  the  control  of  which  the 
markets  are  placed.  Otherwise,  I  know  of  no  method  to 
have  the  subject  investigated  and  the  abuses,  if  any,  cor- 
rected, than  for  your  Inspectors  to  verify  their  suspicions 
by  purchasing  and  weighing  some  of  the  ham,  or  procure 
others  to  do  so  for  them,  and  if  it  be  found  that  sales 
at  short  weight  are  made,  then  to  begin  criminal  proceed- 
ings in  the  usual  manner  by  warrant  before  a  Magistrate, 
or  to  consult  in  the  matter  with  the  District  Attorney.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  ISTovember 
17th,  relative  to  the  maintenance  of  a  manure  pit  on  Col- 
umbia avenue,  east  of  Second  street,  which  is  in  a  dan- 
gerous condition,  and  which  the  owner  has  not  adequately 
repaired  after  repeated  notice  so  to  do.  You  state  that  the 
Ordinance  of  January,  1895,  prohibits  the  construction  or 
maintenance  of  manure  pits  on  the  footways,  but  does  not 
prescribe  how  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  shall  be  en- 
forced. 

Said  ordinance  does  provide  that  failure  to  comply  with 
its  provisions  shall  subject  the  offender  to  a  penalty  of 
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$50,  to  be  recovered  as  like  penalties  are  bv  law>collectible. 
The  remedy  may  be  by  suit,  under  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  or,  if  the  covering  of  the  manure  pit  is  in  such 
condition  as  to  be  actually  dangerous  to  pedestrians,  then 
the  Highway  Bureau  may,  after  neglect  to  repair  by  the 
owner  upon  notice,  make  the  necessary  repairs  and  collect 
the  costs  in  the  usual  manner,  by  lien,  etc.

Deae  Sir: — T  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  ISTovem- 
ber  20th,  in  which  you  ask  ^'if,  having  reached  the  limit 
of  his  contract,  a  contractor  receiving  further  orders  can 
be  paid  for  bills  up  to  five  hundred  dollars,  before  being 
again  required  to  execute  a  new  or  supplemental  con- 
tract." 

From  the  context,  it  appears  that  the  original  limit  of 
the  contract  concerning  which  you  speak,  was  a  certain 
amount,,  which  was  afterwards  reduced  by  the  head  of  the 
department,  the  excess,  I  presume,  being  deducted  by  the 
City  Controller  from  the  amount  credited  to  the  contract, 
and  recredited  to  the  item  against  which  the  contract  was 
draAvn. 

Under  these  circumstances,  I  think  it  would  be  neces- 
sary that  a  new  or  supplemental  contract  be  executed,  and 
that  it  would  be  illegal  to  order  further  goods  or  pay  bills 
in  excess  of  the  reduced  limit  of  the  contract,  without  the 
■execution  of  such  new  or  supplemental  contract.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  Novem- 
ber 21st,  in  reference  to  a  contract  between  the  City  of 
I'hiladelphia  and  Henderson  &  Company,  limited,  for 
erecting  a  power  house,  &c.,  at  the  Mnnicijial  Hospital, 
dated  May  2,  lUOl.  You  call  attention  to  Clause  10-1  of 
the  specifications  attached  to  said  contract,  providing  that 
upon  completion  of  the  work,  a  test  of  the  plant  is  to  be 
r.iade  by  the  contractor  at  the  direction  and  in  the  presence 
of  the  Architect,  and  at  the  expense  of  the  contractor. 

You  further  state  that  some  of  the  machinery  is  not 
assembled  and  cannot  be  operated  in  its  present  position; 
that  the  boilers  do  not  indicate  that  they  have  been  fired 
and  that  you  believe  this  part  of  the  agreement  was  never 
carried  out,  the  Avork  being  accepted  on  the  certificate  of 
the  Architect  and  the  bills  for  the  contract  price  paid. 
Thereupon  you  inquire : 

"1.  What  is  the  proper  legal  step  for  me  to  take  to  as- 
sure the  consummation  of  the  provisions  of  the  agree- 
ment ?" 

"2.  In  case  the  contractors  are  no  longer  liable  or  are 
bankrupt,  what  steps  should  be  taken  ?" 

"3.  What  course  would  you  instruct  me  to  pursue  in 
order  that  the  City  may  obtain  an  operable  plant,  con- 
structed in  accordance  with  the  provisions  and  specifica- 
tions of  the  contract? 

The  contract  appears  to  be  for  a  lump  sum  of  $117,700, 
with  the  usual  stringent  provisions  for  the  protection  of 
the  City.  Eighty-five  per  cent,  of  current  estimates  are 
provided  by  specification  10  to  be  paid  upon  the  certifi- 
cates of  the  Architect,  fifteen  per  cent,  to  be  retained,  and 
five  per  cent,  of  the  price  agreed  upon  is  required  to  be 
withheld  for  one  year  after  the  acceptance  of  the  work. 
By  provisions  14  and  45  of  the  specifications,  the  Archi- 
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tect's  decision  is  made  final  in  all  cases  of  dispute,  and  he 
is  given  sole  authority  to  determine  as  to  the  quantity  and 
quality  of  the  material  and  work,  duty  and  capacity,  tests, 
^'c.  By  clause  49,  the  contractors  are  required  to  make 
good  all  defective  work  up  to  final  payment,  though  the 
same  may  have  been  previously  inspected,  and  by  para- 
graph 35  of  the  specifications  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the 
contractor  to  keep  the  plant  in  working  order  for  a  period 
of  six  months  from  its  completion.  Other  provisions  to 
safeguard  the  interest  of  the  City  appear  in  various  por- 
tions of  the  specifications.  None  of  these  precautions, 
however,  seem  to  have  been  observed.  You  inform  me 
that  upon  the  Architect's  certificates  the  entire  contract 
price  has  been  paid.  The  five  per  cent,  to  be  retained 
under  specification  10  for  one  year  from  the  acceptance 
of  the  work,  appears  to  have  been  paid,  a  corporation  bond 
more  than  a  year  old,  the  efficacy  of  which  has  ceased, 
being  taken  in  its  place. 

The  whole  spirit  and  intent  of  the  contract  is  to  make 
the  Architect  the  final  arbiter  in  all  matters  pertaining  to 
the  contract,  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  City  is  bound 
by  his  decision,  unless  fraud  or  collusion  could  be  clearly 
sho^\Ti. 

Having  dispensed  with  the  requirement  upon  the  con- 
tractor to  make  a  test  of  the  plant  at  his  expense,  and  hav- 
ing accepted  the  work  and  material  furnished  in  their 
present  condition,  and  the  City  having  paid  for  it  in  full, 
T  think  the  City  is  without  further  remedy  against  the 
contractor  or  its  surety. 

In  answer  to  your  inquiries,  therefore,  I  would  say,  that 
the  best  method  of  procedure,  is  to  take  such  steps  as  may 
be  available  to  assemble  and  test  the  power  plant,  and  if 
necessary,  apply  to  Councils  for  a  further  appropriation 
of  funds  for  that  purpose.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  November 
27,  enclosing  copy  of  a  communication  to  yourself  from 
the  United  Gas  Improvement  Company,  relative  to  the  re- 
moval of  the  wagon  and  tool  shed  and  portion  of  the  fence 
surrounding  the  store  yard  of  the  said  company,  at  the 
Frankford  Store  Yard,  being  part  of  the  property  leased 
to  the  Company  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  You  ask 
who  should  pay  the  necessary  cost  attached  to  the  removal 
of  the  sheds  under  the  terms  of  the  lease ;  and  state  that 
it  was  specified  in  the  agreement  with  the  contractors  for 
laying  pipe  for  the  Bureau  of  Filtration  that  the  City 
should  take  care  of  any  of  its  structures  and  properties. 

The  lease  of  the  Gas  Works  to  the  United  Gas  Improve- 
ment Company  is  silent  upon  the  subject,  and  it  is  im- 
possible to  determine  therefrom  who  should  bear  the  cost 
in  question.  This  will  have  to  be  decided,  therefore,  on 
the  general  principles  involved. 

As  the  United  Gas  Improvement  Company  could  not 
be  compelled  under  the  terms  of  the  lease  to  surrender  any 
part  of  the  leased  property,  and  as  the  removal  of  the 
sheds  is  made  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  the  Bureau 
of  Filtration,  which  has  specified  that  the  City  should 
take  care  of  its  structures  and  properties,  it  seems  to  this 
Department  to  be  reasonable  that  the  City  should  either 
do  the  work  of  removal  itself,  or  reimburse  the  Gas  Com- 
pany for  the  costs  and  expenses  thereof.

Dear  Sir  : — -As  requested,  I  herewith  return  letter  to- 
yourself  from  Henry  P.  Brown,  Esq.,  protesting  against 
the  transfer  of  the  sum  of  $195,023.25  from  the  amount 
set  aside  for  the  payment  of  mandamuses  for  the  Boule- 
vard to  the  general  mandamus  fund. 

In  reply  to  your  request  for  an  opinion  upon  the  sub- 
ject, I  would  say  that  no  injunction  has  been  issued  re- 
straining the  action  directed  by  the  ordinance,  and  that 
you  therefore  have  no  right  to  do  otherwise  than  to  follow 
such  directions.  The  ordinance  authorizes  and  directs  the

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  relative- 
\xi  the  lawfulness  of  the  sale  of  "Wagner  Shooting  Match" 
and  "Blitz  Match,"  with  copies  of  the  analysis  thereof, 
made  by  Dr.  Robinson  of  the  Bureau  of  Health. 

The  Act  of  March  24,  1905,  declares  it  to  be  unlawful 
to  sell  or  use  "all  fireworks  and  firecrackers  containing: 
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picric  acid  or  picrates ;  all  explosives  canes  using  chlorate 
of  potash  or  other  high  explosive  ammimition ;  all  explos- 
ive canes  using  blank  cartridges;  all  blank  cartridge  pis- 
tols; all  pellets  or  tablets  composed  of  chlorate  of  potash 
0)-  other  high  explosive  compounds." 

You  send  me  a  copy  of  a  report  of  analysis  dated  June 
G,  1906,  which  states  that  ''four  fire-works  matches"  have 
been  analyzed,  and  that  the  yellow  cap  on  the  head  of  the 
match  contains  chlorate  of  potash,  sulphur  and  picric  acid. 
Another  copy,  dated  June  27,  1906,  purporting  to  be  a 
partial  qualitative  analysis  of  "Wagner's  Shooting 
Matches"  states  that  it  shows  the  presence  of  phosphorus, 
potassium  chlorate,  sulphur  and  iron  in  the  matches. 

Since  the  receipt  of  your  communication,  however.  Dr.. 
Robinson  has  sent  me  a  letter,  a  copy  of  which  I  enclose. 
From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  analysis  of  June  6,  does, 
not  apply  to  the  "Wagner  Match"  but  to  some  other  (alum- 
inum) match;  that  there  is  no  high  explosive  compound 
in  the  ''Wagner  Match"  and  that  "all  matches  (except 
the  old  sulphur  matches)  contain  chlorate  of  potash  and 
phosphorus;  that  these  two  substances  are  not  explosive 
when  used  in  the  quantity  and  mixture  employed  for 
matches  (including  Wagner's  Shooting  Matches)  ;  that 
the  latter  are  not  more  dangerous  than  ordinary  parlor 
matches,  and  not  nearly  so  dangerous  as  Japanese  tor- 
pedoes, Chinese  firecrackers,  and  paper  caps  containing 
fulminates.  And,  lastly,  they  are  not  more  likely  to  ignite 
combustible  materials  than  are  ordinary  matches." 

If  any  fireworks  contain  substances  forbidden  to  be 
used  by  the  Act  of  March  24,  1905,  their  sale  is  unlawful, 
v.hether  they  are  dangerous  or  not.  What  substances  are 
forbidden  by  that  Act,  appear  to  be  picric  acid  or  picrates 
in  any  fireworks  or  firecrackers  whatever.  Chlorate  of 
potash  or  other  high  explosive  compound  in  explosive 
canes,  pellets  or  tablets ;  explosive  canes  using  blank  cart- 
ridges, and  blank  cartridge  pistols.  The  only  one  of  these 
substances  here  found,  according  to  Dr.  Eobinson's  letter 
of  December  3,  is  potassium  chlorate^  but  that  is  not  used 
in  pellets,  tablets  or  ex])losive  canes.  It  is  therefore  not 
within  the  literal  prohibition  of  the  statute,  and  if  it  be- 
ll 
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iiccepted  as  a  fact,  as  stated  by  Dr.  Eobinson,  that  all 
matches  contain  this  chemical  compound  and  that  the 
"Wagner  Match"  is  not  more  dangerous  than  ordinary 
parlor  matches,  I  can  see  no  reason  for  extending  the 
meaning  of  the  words  "pellets  or  tablets"  beyond  their 
ordinary  significance,  and  applying  them  to  the  heads  of 
these  matches. 

I  may  say,  therefore,  that  if  your  Department  is  pre- 
pared to  accept  Dr.  Robinson's  latest  finding  as  correct, 
you  would  be  justified  in  permitting  the  "Wagner  Match" 
to  be  used  and  sold.  Whether  the  same  conclusion  would 
apply  to  the  "Blitz  Match"  I  have  not  been  furnished 
with  sufficient  facts  to  determine. 

I  would  add  to  this,  that  if  tablets  or  pellets  composed 
of  chlorate  of  potash  or  other  high  explosive  compounds, 
are  offered  for  sale,  such  sale  should  be  prevented  in  obed- 
ience to  the  explicit  direction  of  the  Act  of  Assembly.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  December 
5,  stating  that  the  Thirty-fourth  Ward  has  been  divided, 
and  after  Jiinuaiy  1,  1907,  what  was  the  territory  thereof 
will  include  a  portion  to  be  hereafter  known  as  the  Thirty- 
fourth,  and  a  separated  portion  to  be  known  as  the  Forty- 
fourth  Ward ;  also,  that  on  Tuesday  evening  last,  the 
School  Board  of  the  Thirty-fourth  Ward  met,  and  named 
ir,en  to  fill  the  vacancies  Avhicli  will  exist  in  the  Board  of 
the  two  new  wards,  and  inquiring  as  to  the  propriety  of 
this  action. 
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A  eommiiiiieation  to  the  Mayor  from  J.  F.  Jenkinson, 
Esq.,  attorney  for  the  petitioners  for  the  division  of  the 
Ward,  has  been  received  at  this  office,  whereby  it  appears 
that  the  final  decree  for  a  division  of  the  Ward  has  not 
}  et  been  made,  and  that  application  for  the  making  of  such 
decree  will  be  presented  to  the  court  on  Friday,  December 
7,  1906.  If  this  represents  the  situation  correctly,  the 
meeting  already  held  by  the  Thirty-fourth  Ward  School 
Board  was  premature,  and  another  such  meeting  will  be 
necessary  to  be  held  for  the  filling  of  the  vacancies  after 
the  decree  shall  have  been  made  dividing  the  W^ard. 

The  subject  is  governed  by  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of 
June  8,  1891,  P.  L.,  223,  which  among  other  things,  pro- 
vides that  "when  new  wards  are  created  the  whole  board 
then  in  office  shall  at  their  next  regular  meeting,  which 
shall  happen  not  less  than  ten  days  after  the  division  is 
decreed,  fill  up  vacancies  so  as  to  make  a  full  board  of 
twelve  directors  for  each  Ward." 

It  follows  that  the  new  directors  should  not  be  elected 
until  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Thirty-fourth  Ward  School 
Board  shall  take  place,  which  meeting  should  not  be  held 
less  than  ten  days  after  the  final  decree  dividing  the  Ward. 

The  subject  was  treated  at  considerable  length  in  the 
opinions  of  this  Department  at  the  time  of  the  division  of 
the  Twenty-eighth  Ward  in  1896,  and  of  the  First  and 
Twenty-seventh  Wards  in  1898.  These  opinions  will  be 
found  on  page  233  of  the  Ordinances  and  City  Solicitor's 
Opinions  of  1896,  and  on  page  33,  Ordinances  and  City 
Solicitor's  Opinions  of  1898.  I  think  it  would  be  advis- 
able for  you  to  read  these  opinions  before  the  meeting  of 
the  Board  to  fill  the  vacancies,  in  order  that  you  may 
have  a  fuller  comprehension  of  the  matter.  If  the  books 
containing  the  opinions  are  not  otherwise  accessible  to  you, 
you  may  see  them  whenever  it  will  suit  your  convenience 
tn  call  at  this  office  and  shall  request  that  the  volumes  be 
shown  you.

Deak  Sir: — In  answer  to  your  communication  of  the 
23rd  inst.,  relative  to  the  legal  width  of  Linmore  avenue  at 
the  northeast  corner  of  Melville  street,  and  the  right  of  the 
owner  of  premises  No.  1363  Melville  street,  to  maintain  a 
fence  extending  to  within  one  foot  of  the  curb  on  the  lino 
of  Melville  street,  I  beg  to  state  that  on  March  24,  1900, 
J.  Cheston  Morris  filed  a  Bill  in  Equity  against  the  City 
cf  Philadelphia  and  others  in  C.  P.  2,  March  Term,  1900, 
No.  483,  to  restrain  the  defendants  from  awarding  a  con- 
tract to  pave  and  grade  Linmore  street  to  the  then  con- 
firmed lines  and  grades.  The  bill  further  recited  the 
fact  that  on  July  23,  1888,  W.  S.  P.  Shields  dedicated 
Linmore  street,  forty  feet  wide ;  that  the  deed  was  not  ac- 
cepted until  May  2,  1900,  and  not  recorded  until  August 
8,  1900.  Prior  to  this  date,  to  wit:  on  January  29.  1888, 
J.  Cheston  Morris  purchased  from  Mr.  Shields,  No.  1363 
Melville  street  and  other  properties  along  the  line  of 
Linmore  street  and  a  part  of  the  bed  of  Linmore  street 
already  conveyed  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  in  the  Deed 
of  Dedication.  Mr.  Morris  knew  nothing  of  this  Deed  of 
Dedication. 

Linmore  street  was  physically  opened  of  width  varying 
from  thirty  to  forty-six  feet.  On  December  19,  1890,  an 
ordinance  was  passed  to  revise  the  lines  and  grades  of 
streets  upon  City  plan  No.  246,  and  upon  the  confirmation 
thereof  by  the  Board  of  Surveyors,  on  March  20,  1899, 
IJnuiore  street  was  placed  upon  the  City  plan  thirty  feet 
v/ide.  On  November  15,  1899,  an  ordinance  was  approved 
directing  the  improvement  of  the  street. 

Upon  a  demurrer  to  the  bill,  the  court  held  that  by  the 
revision  of  the  plan  the  street  was  narrowed  to  thirty  feet 
and  dismissed  plaintiff's  bill,  holding  that  plaintiff  had 
an  action  for  damages  by  reason  of  the  narrowing  of  the 
street,  if  thereby  he  had  suffered  any  damage.    This  action 
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was  affirmed  by  the  Supreme  Conrr  in  ^Tovris  vs.  Phila- 
delphia, 199  Pa.,  357. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  facts  j^ou  arc  therefore  advised 
that  Linmore  street  was  confirmed  T^ovember  15,  1899,  as 
h  thirty  foot  street,  and  if  the  fence  does  not  project  into 
the  highway  as  of  that  width,  you  cannot  compel  the  re- 
moval of  said  fence  along  the  line  of  Linmore  street  at 
premises  No.  1363  Melville  street.

Dear  Sir  : — Answering  your  request  of  J^ovember 
26th,  Section  9  of  the  Act  of  April  22,  1905,  provides  as 
lollows : 

"Councils  of  said  City  of  the  first  class  shall  an- 
nually a])proi)riate  a  sum  for  school  purposes,  which 
shall  not  be  less  than  five  mills  on  each  dollar  of  the 
total  assessment  of  real  property  of  said  school  dis- 
trict, upon  which  the  tax  rate  for  the  succeeding  year 
is  fixed.  All  the  moneys  raised  shall  be  appropriated 
by  the  Councils  to  and  for  such  purposes  as  to  them 
shall  seem  best,  and  said  moneys  shall  not  be  expended 
by  said  Board  for  any  other  purposes,  nor  for  any- 
other  pur])()se,  in  a  greater  amount  than  shall  be  au- 
thori;^ed  by  Councils ;  and  no  moneys  shall  be  drawn 
from  the  City  treasury,  except  bv  due  process  of  law 
or  upon  warrants  on  the  treasurer  through  duly  au- 
thorized officers  of  the  Board  of  Public  Education, 
and  countersiancd  by  the  City  Controller,  which  shall 
state  the  ])articular  item  to  which  the  same  is  charge- 
able.    The  Board  shall  have  complete  power  to  ad- 
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minister  all  money  or  moneys  appropriated  or  avail- 
able for   its  use,   as  hereinbefore  provided,   and  to 
enter  into  and  execute  contracts,  and  for  these  pur- 
poses shall  possess  all  the  powers  and  privileges  of 
a  corporation  of  the  first  class.     The  title  to  all  prop- 
erty now  held  or  that  may  hereafter  be  acquired  for 
school  or  educational  purposes,  in  the  said  school  dis- 
trict of  the  first  class,  shall  be  vested  in  said  City  of 
the  first  class ;  but  all  such  property  shall  be  under 
the  exclusive  care  and  control  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Education." 
The  controlling  purpose  of  this  Section  is  evidently  to 
require  that  five  mills  on  each  dollar  of  the  total  assess- 
ment of  the  real  property  of  the  school  district  upon  which 
the  tax  rate  is  fixed,  shall  be  set  apart  for  the  school  pur- 
poses of  the  district.     The  specific  purposes  for  which  the 
money  is  to  be  expended,  it  is  true,  are  to  be  determined 
by  Councils,  and  the  Board  of  Public  Education  is  for- 
bidden to  use  the   funds   for   any   other  purpose,   or   in 
amounts  in  excess  of  those  severally  fixed  by  Councils, 
but  the  administration  of  the  money  is  to  be  in  the  hands 
of  the  Board.    It  is  clear  that  no  power  is  left  in  Councils 
to  appropriate  less  than  the  five  mills  on  each  dollar,  which 
is  fixed  by  the  Act,  for  educational  purposes.     The  appro- 
priation of  this  sum  being  mandatory  upon  them,  their 
control  of  the  money  after  it  shall  have  been  appropriated, 
and  the  particular  purposes  of  its  expenditure  designated, 
necessarily  ceases,  and  it  becomes  vested  in  the  Board  of 
Public  Education,  subject  only  to  the  requirement  that  it 
shall  be  spent  for  the  purposes  named. 

It  follows,  I  think,  if  the  foregoing  view  is  correct,  that 
the  fund  once  appropriated  to  the  Board  of  Public  Edu- 
cation under  the  direction  of  the  Act,  cannot  be  trans- 
ferred to  other  than  educational  uses,  and  that  it  does  not 
merge  at  the  end  of  the  year,  but  remains  intact  in  the 
hands  of  the  Board,  marked  with  the  requirement  that  it 
be  expended  for  the  purposes  originally  named.

My  Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  ISTo- 
vember  13,  1906,  enclosing  several  queries  in  regard  to  the 
control  of  the  ^Morgue,  &c.,  which  I  answer  as  follows: 

"1.  Whether  the  City  Morgue  is  under  the  control 
of  the  Coroner,  under  the  Act  of  June  12,  1893,  P. 
L.,  457,  and  the  amendment  thereto  by  Act  of  April 
18,  1899,  P.  L.,  52." 
The  Act  of  April  18,  1899,  P.  L.,  52,  simply  amends 
that  of  June  12,  1893,  P.  L.,  457,  in  certain  particulars, 
and  does  not  extend  the  earlier  Act  to  any  places  where 
it  was  not  before  operative.     The  original  Act  of  1893, 
applied  only  where  morgues  were  directed  to  be  estab- 
lished upon  successive  presentations  of  the  Grand  Jury, 
and  not  to  Philadelphia,  which  already  had  a  morgue  at 
that  time.     Hence  There  is  nothing  in  the  Act  of  1899  to 
alter  the  opinion  rendered  by  this  Department  on  July 
1,  1895,  page  55,  to  the  then  Director  of  Public  Safety,  in 
which  it  was  held  that  the  Philadelphia  Morgue  was  under 
the  control  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  Bureau 
of  City  Property,  subject  to  the  rights  of  the  Coroner  and 
all  the  other  rules  and  regiilations  contained  in  the  Or- 
dinance of  December  3,  1870.     Such  is  still  the  opinion 
of  this  Department. 

"2.     Whether  all  deceased  persons  who   are  un- 
known or  found  in  any  public  place,  must  be  removed 
to  the  City  Morgue,  and  cannot  be  removed  to  any 
other  morgue  or  place  by  direction  of  the  Coroner." 
While  there  is  no  specific  provision  that  corpses  must  be 
brought  to  the  City  Morgue,  yet  such  is  clearly  the  in- 
tendment of  the  Ordinance  of  1870.     One  of  the  purposes 
of  the  Oi-dinance  is  to  aid  those  seeking  the  corpses  of 
lost  friends  and  relatives  by  having  a  certain  place  at 
which  they  may  be  expected  to  be  found.    See  Kules  5  and 
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6  providing  for  the  making  of  proper  entries  in  books  to 
be  kept  for  the  purpose,  and  for  the  preservation  of  bodies, 
clothing,  etc. 

"3,     If  under  said  Acts,  the  Coroner  has  the  right 
to  employ  a  suitable  person  or  jDersons,  to  take  charge 
of  the  Morgue,  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
government  of  the  Morgue,  notwithstanding  the  Ordi- 
nance of  Councils  of  1870." 
This,  perhaps,  is  sufficiently  answered  by  the  reply  to 
your  first  question.    Rules  2  and  3  prescribed  by  the  Ordi- 
nance of  1870  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Morgue  by  the  Commissioner  of  Markets 
(now   Department   of   Public   Safety),    and   specify   his 
duties. 

'"4:.     "Whether  the  Coroner  has  the  right  to  embalm 
or  prepar(^  for  preservation,  all  bodies  at  the  Morgue 
if  it  is  deemed  necessary ;  whether  the  family  or  es- 
tate of  such  deceased  person  is  able  to  pay  the  cost 
of  same  or  not.     Also  if  your  opinion  would  be  that 
the  Coroner  has  the  right  to  embalm  and  so  forth, 
under  said  Acts.     Whether  the  Coroner  should  col- 
lect from  the  estate  or  family  of  such  deceased  per- 
son a  reasonable  sum  for  such  embalming  and  pay  it 
into  the  City  Treasury." 
I  think  the  Coroner  has  the  right  to  embalm  or  prepare 
for  preservation  the  bodies  at  the  Morgue,  if  it  is  deemed 
necessary  so  to  do,  for  any  of  the  public  purposes  of  his 
office.     Xo  provision  appears,  however,  for  the  recovery 
of  the  cost  of  such  service  from  the  relatives  or  friends  of 
the  decedent,  and  I  do  not  believe  such  cost  can  be  so 
recovered. 

^'5.  If  the  County  Commissioners  shall  furnish 
an  ambulance  at  the  City  Morgue." 
I  find  no  specific  provision  in  regard  to  the  County 
Commissioners  furnishing  an  ambulance,  but  if  this  is 
necessary  for  the  proper  conduct  of  the  Morgue,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  wagons  for  which  an  appropriation  is  now  made, 
application  should  be  made  to  Councils  to  provide  for  the 
same. 
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"C).     If  the  effects  of  deceased  persons  remaining 
in  the  possession  of  the  Coroner  for  more  than  one 
year,  should  be  put  up  at  public  sale  and  sold,  this  to 
apply  to  all  the  effects  now  in  the  possession  of  the 
Coroner,  which  have  been  in  the  office  unclaimed  for 
many  years." 
This  is  answered  by  Rules  15  and  16  established  by  the 
Ordinance  of  1870,  which  provide  that  the  clothes  and 
other  effects  of  every  unrecognized  body  shall  be  preserved 
for  six  months  and  numbered  to  correspond  with  the  num- 
ber on  the  record  book ;  that  after  one  years  time  from  the 
reception  of  the  unidentified  bodies,  such  clothes  and  prop- 
erty, with  a  list  thereof  shall  be  handed  over  to  the  Com- 
missioners, the  list  to  be  preserved  and  the  property  sold 
at  public  sale,  the  proceeds  being  paid  into  the  City  Treas- 
ury. 

While  from  the  foregoing  you  will  see  that  the  law  and 
ordinances  now  in  force  remit  the  control  of  the  Morgue 
to  the  Bureau  of  City  Property,  yet  it  seems  to  me  that 
it  would  be  well  if  the  Coroner  were  given  charge  of  this 
institution.  I  would,  therefore,  suggest  that  it  might  be 
advisable  to  have  an  ordinance  prepared  and  introduced 
in  Councils,  giving  the  control  of  the  Morgue  to  the  Cor- 
oner of  the  County,  authorizing  him  to  appoint  a  Superin- 
tendent and  giving  to  the  Coroner  power  to  pass  such 
necessary  rules  and  regiilations  as  he  may  deem  proper.

Dear  Sik: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  Avhether 
the  proviso  to  the  first  section  of  the  xVct  of  March  5, 
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1906,  known  as  the  Civil  Service  Act,  applies  to  the  son 
of  a  soldier  who  was  killed,  or  who  died  in  the  service 
during  a  war  of  the  United  States,  and  for  that  reason  did 
not  receive  an  honorable  discharge. 

The  case  in  question  is  that  of  the  son  of  Shepherd  H. 
Palmer,  who  is  an  applicant  for  appointment  to  a  position 
in  your  Department.  The  certificate  of  the  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral shows  that  Shepherd  H.  Palmer  served  during  the 
War  of  the  Rebellion  and  died  in  the  service  in  the  year 
1862. 

The  Civil  Service  Act  provides  that  ''the  provisions  of 
this  Act  shall  not  apply  to  any  soldier,  sailor  or  marine 
honorably  discharged  from  service  of  any  war  for  the 
United  States,  nor  to  their  widows  or  children." 

I  think  it  clear  that  the  qualification  as  to  honorable  dis- 
charge relates  to  the  soldier,  sailor  or  marine,  and  that 
the  phrase  ''their  widows  or  children"  refers  to  the  widows 
or  children  of  soldiers,  etc.,  who  may  have  been  in  the 
service  of  any  war  for  the  United  States,  and  not  neces- 
sarily alone  to  the  widows  or  children  of  those  honorably 
discharged,  if  the  honorable  discharge  were  prevented  by 
the  soldier,  sailor  or  marine  being  killed,  or  having  died 
while  in  the  service. 

Like  all  other  Acts  of  Assembly,  this  one  is  to  be  con- 
strued in  accordance  with  the  purpose  which  the  Legisla- 
tors must  have  had  in  view  in  enacting  it. 

It  was  manifestly  proper  to  require  of  any  soldier  seek- 
ing exemption  from  the  Civil  Service  law,  that  he  should 
be  able  to  show  an  honorable  discharge  from  the  service, 
but  no  such  reasoning  is  properly  applicable  to  the  widow 
or  children  of  such  soldier.  On  the  contrary,  in  every 
rational  view  of  the  subject,  the  widow  or  child  of  a  sol- 
dier losing  his  life  in  the  service  of  his  country  has  an 
equal  if  not  a  superior  claim  to  special  indulgence,  to  the 
child  of  a  soldier  who  may  have  been  honorably  discharged 
therefrom,  and  no  reason  for  discrimination  against  the 
former  can  be  conceived. 
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I  am,  therefore,  of  opinion*  that  the  present  applicant 
for  employment  may  be  appointed  without  undergoing  an 
examination  as  prescribed  by  the  Act  of  1906.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  December 
13th,  inquiring  as  to  the  lease  of  a  building  by  the  Board 
of  Public  Education  for  school  purposes,  which  lease  ap- 
pears to  have  been  made  for  one  year  from  November  1, 
1906,  and  not  to  have  been  in  writing.  You  state  that  the 
agreement  of  lease  included  the  heating  of  the  building 
and  janitor  services  "which  is  not  satisfactory  to  the  Sup- 
erintendent of  School  Buildings;"  that  you  have  written 
repeatedly  to  the  lessor  asking  that  the  heater  be  fixed  in 
order  that  the  building  might  be  habitable  for  school  pur- 
poses, and  proper  janitor  services  afforded,  and  that  you 
have  been  unable  to  get  any  satisfactory  reply. 

You  inquire  whether,  if  you  vacate  the  building,  the 
lessor  can  hold  the  School  Board  for  the  rent  up  to  the  ex- 
piration of  the  i^arol  lease. 

It  is  impossible  to  give  a  definite  answer  to  this  question 
upon  so  vague  a  statement  of  the  facts.  The  lease,  which 
you  state  was  made  "in  the  usual  way,"  not  being  in  writ- 
ing, its  terms  are,  of  course,  open  to  dispute.  Again,  it 
does  not  appear  whether  the  dissatisfaction  of  the  Super- 
intendent with  the  heating  and  janitor  service  is  justified 
or  not,  and  this  would  afford  another  question  for  dispute. 
I  can  only  say,  that  if  the  lessor  has  definitely  promised 
to  furnish  anything  and  does  not  do  so,  and  the  school 
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building  is  therefore  imintabitable  and  unfitted  for  the 
purposes  for  which  it  was  rented,  the  Board  would  be  jus- 
tified in  vacating  the  premises,  and  that  this  would  be  a 
good  defence  to  an  action  for  the  rent  subsequently  accru- 
ing. 

I  would  suggest  that  yourself,  or  some  one  on  behalf 
of  the  Board,  see  the  lessor  and  learn  distinctly  what  he  is 
willing  to  do  to  carry  out  the  terms  of  the  lease.  There- 
after it  can  be  determined  whether  it  would  be  advisable 
to  continue  as  a  tenant  or  to  seek  other  premises.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  December 
15th,  stating  that  your  Department  has  advertised  as 
usual,  for  bids  to  supply  drugs  to  out-patient  districts,  for 
one  of  which  districts  no  bid  was  received,  and  in  another 
of  which  the  bid  was  withdrawn. 

You  ask  what  legal  arrangement  you  can  make  for  fill- 
ing the  prescriptions  of  physicians  in  those  districts. 

I  think  your  j^nrpose  may  be  accomplished  in  either 
of  two  ways :  ( 1 )  By  readvertising  for  bids  in  the  districts 
referred  to;  or  (2)  by  arranging  with  those  obtaining  the 
contract  in  other  districts  (adjacent  ones  if  this  be  the 
most  convenient)  to  extend  such  contract  so  as  to  cover 
the  districts  concerning  which  you  inquire.

Deak  Sill : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  whether 
you  would  be  justiiied  in  appointing  Allopathic  physicians 
in  lieu  of  those  of  the  Homceopathic  School  in  districts 
where  no  Homceopathic  physicians  can  be  found  to  take 
the  appointment. 

It  appears  from  your  letter  that  the  City  is  divided  into 
twenty-live  districts  for  this  purpose,  in  some  of  which  no 
Homoeopathic  physician  is  willing  to  serve. 

Item  17  of  the  annual  appropriation  to  your  De]3art- 
ment  (Hospital  Dep't)  for  the  current  year,  is  as  fol- 
lows: 'Tor  fifty  out-door  physicians  (25  Allopathic  and 
25  Homoeopathic),  three  hundred  and  sixty  (360)  dol- 
hirs  each,  eighteen  thousand  (18,000)  dollars." 

Under  the  foregoing  ap])ropriation  it  is  not  necessary 
that  there  should  be  one  Allopathic  and  one  Homoeopathic 
physician  in  each  district,  but  you  would  not  be  justified 
in  appointing  more  than  twenty-five  physicians  of  either 
the  Homoeopathic  or  Allopathic  School. 

If  the  practical  consideration  mentioned  by  you  make 
it  necessary  to  do  this,  I  would  suggest  that  an  amendment 
of  the  Ordinance  be  procured,  and  that  the  appropriating 
Ordinance  for  next  year  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  these 
practical  needs.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  under  date  of 
December  11th,  from  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau 
of  Surveys,  approved  by  you,  inquiring  whether  that  Bu- 
reau shall  draw  M^arrants  for  the  current  and  final  pay- 
ments for  the  work  done  in  the  construction  of  the  Wyo- 
ming avenue  bridge  in  favor  of  the  Metropolitan  Surety 
Company. 

It  appears  that  the  Smedley  Construction  Comj^any  was 
the  contractor  to  build  said  bridge,  its  surety  both  upon 
the  contract  and  penal  bonds  being  the  Title  Guarantee 
and  Surety  Company,  of  which  latter  the  Metropolitan 
Surety  Company  was  the  counter  surety ;  that  the  Smedley 
Construction  Company  has  become  a  bankrupt  and  is 
unable  to  carry  out  the  contract,  which  is  only  partly  com- 
pleted ;  that  thereupon  the  Metropolitan  Surety  Company , 
presented  a  petition  to  the  United  States  District  Court 
for  the  Eastern  District  of  Pennsylvania,  setting  forth  the 
foregoing  and  other  facts,  and  requesting  that  an  order  be 
made  by  that  court  authorizing  and  directing  the  Trustee 
in  Bankruptcy  to  assent  on  behalf  of  the  Smedley  Con- 
struction Company  and  the  creditors  thereof  to  the  pay- 
ment by  the  City  of  Philadelphia  of  all  sums  due  or  to  be- 
come due  under  the  said  contract  to  the  Metropolitan 
Surety  Company  to  be  applied,  first,  to  the  payment  of 
all  claims  for  material  and  labor  furnished  to  said  Smed- 
ley Construction  Company  for  the  pui'poses  of  said  con- 
tract ;  second,  to  the  cost  and  expense  of  carrying  the  work 
under  said  contract  to  completion ;  and  third,  any  bal- 
ance remaining  to  be  paid  to  the  said  Trustee,  Also  that 
the  Trustee  for  the  Bankrupt  be  authorized  and  directed 
to  formally  make  a  written  waiver  of  any  claims  to  said 
sums,  in  order  that  the  petitioner,  the  Metropolitan  Surety 
Company,  might  collect  the  same  for  said  purposes.  Upon 
this  petition  a  decree  was  made  by  said  Court,  in  accord- 
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xince  with  the  prayers  thereof,  and  the  Chief  Engineer  of 
the  Bureau  of  Surveys  states  that  pursuant  thereto  the 
Trustee  in  Bankruptcy  has  made  a  formal  waiver  of  claim 
find  assented  to  the  payment  by  the  City  to  the  Metro- 
politan Surety  Company  of  all  sum  or  sums  now  due  or 
to  become  due  under  the  contract,  with  an  endorsement 
of  the  Title  Guarantee  &  Surety  Company,  surety  on  the 
contract  bonds,  joining  in  said  request. 

It  is  stated  that  copies  of  the  foregoing  papers  are 
attached  to  the  communication,  but  there  was  actually 
attached  to  it  only  a  typewritten  copy  of  the  petition  and 
of  the  decree,  with  the  typewritten  signatures  of  the  peti- 
tioner and  the  Judge,  and  a  certificate  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
District  Court  certifying  said  papers  to  be  a  true  and 
faithful  copy  of  such  original  petition  and  decree, — said 
certificate  of  the  Clerk  being  also  signed  in  typewriting 
by  Harry  E.  Keller,  Deputy  Clerk,  District  Court,  U.  S. 
I  do  not  find  the  endorsement  by  the  Title,  Guarantee  Sz 
Surety  Company,  nor  the  waiver  by  the  Trustee  of  the 
Bankrupt,  to  which  reference  is  made. 

Assuming,  however,  that  the  original  of  the  certificate 
by  the  Clerk  of  the  IJ.  S.  Court  is  properly  signed  and 
sealed;  that  the  endorsement  by  the  Title  Guarantee  & 
Surety  Company  joining  in  the  request  to  the  City  to 
make  the  payment  to  the  Metropolitan  Surety  Company, 
has  been  duly  executed,  and  that  the  waiver  of  the  right 
to  receive  this  payment  has  been  made  and  delivered  in 
accordance  with  and  upon  the  terms  of  the  petition  and 
decree,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  should 
now  dra^w  warrants  for  the  current  and  final  payment  for 
the  work,  in  favor  of  the  Metropolitan  Surety  Company.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  December 
loth,  enclosing  a  communication  to  the  Chairman  of  the 
Property  Committee,  Board  of  Public  Education,  from 
E.  O.  Michener,  Esq.,  attorney  for  William  J.  Smith, 
contractor,  for  alterations  at  the  Close  School,  Seventh  and 
Dickinson  streets,  together  Avith  the  specifications  for  the 
contract,  and  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  yourself  to  Wm. 
J.  Smith,  the  contractor,  under  date  of  July  20th,  1906. 
You  ask  to  be  informed  "if  Mr.  Michener  is  right  in  his 
assumption  that  you  would  not  care  to  defend  the  case  in 
view  of  the  facts  he  states." 

I  cannot  quite  comprehend  the  scope  of  this  inquiry, 
since  I  do  not  find  any  justification  whatever  for  your 
allegation  or  assumption  as  to  what  Mr.  Michener  said 
from  anything  contained  in  his  letter.  If  there  is  any  such 
assumption,  it  seems  to  be  more  upon  your  part  than 
his.  All  that  I  can  discover  that  he  said  was :  "I  am  sure 
the  City  Solicitor  will  so  advise  you  if  you  care  to  con- 
sult him."  This  was  simply  a  lawyer's  judgment  from  a 
legal  standpoint  as  to  what  probably  the  opinion  might 
be.  My  business  here  is  to  prosecute  or  defend  the  liti- 
gation wherein  the  City  or  any  of  its  Departments  is  in- 
volved, and  I  am,  of  course,  always  ready  so  to  do. 

In  the  present  instance,  the  specifications  provide  that 
the  work  must  be  finished  by  September  30th,  190G,  and 
impose  a  penalty  of  $10  a  clay  for  each  day  which  it  re- 
mains unfinished  in  excess  of  that  time ;  they  further  pro- 
vide that  the  method  of  procedure  is  to  be  left  to  the 
option  of  the  contractor. 

It  appears  that  the  alterations  were  not  completed  until 
December  6th,  1906,  and  that  ''in  view  of  some  satis- 
factory reasons  which  Mr.  Smith  presented  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Property,  they  extended  the  time  for  the  com- 
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pletion  to  November  1st,  1906,  and  exacted  the  penalty 
provided  for  from  that  date  until  the  day  of  completion." 
It  is  now  claimed  by  Mr.  Michener  that  your  letter  of 
July  20th,  1900,  to  the  contractor,  forbidding;  him  from 
working  downward  and  insisting  that  ho  work  from  the 
cellar  up,  constituted  such  an  interference  with  the  method 
of  procedure  as  to  justify  the  delay  and  preclude  the  ex- 
action of  the  penalty  therefor.  As  to  this,  I  am  not  suffi- 
ciently advised  of  the  facts  to  give  a  definite  opinion.  I 
would  sav,  however,  that  if  the  interference  with  the  con- 
tractor was  such  as  to  cause  the  delay  in  question,  and 
if  a  sufficient  allowance  for  such  delay  has  not  already 
been  made  by  extending  the  time  of  completion  from  Sep- 
tember 30th,  to  N^ovember  1st,  1906,  then  the  contractor 
would  have  a  good  defence  against  the  City's  claim,  since 
the  specifications  above  mentioned  clearly  give  to  the  con- 
tractor the  right  to  pursue  whatever  method  of  doing  the 
work  as  he  sees  fit.  Such  examination  as  I  have  been  able 
to  give  the  somewhat  extensive  specifications  in  the  matter 
has  not  disclosed  to  me  any  other  claims  therein  which 
would  tend  to  modify  the  one  relied  upon  by  the  con- 
tractor's attorney.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  December 
21st,  containing  preamble  and  resolution  of  the  Board 
of  Prison  Inspectors,  concerning  the  legality  of  which  the 
opinion  of  this  department  is  requested. 

The  purpose  of  the  resolution  appears  to  be  to  protect 
prisoners  in  the  Untried  Department  from  the  annovance 
12 
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and  importunities  of  certain  lawyers  Avho  are  in  the  habit 
of  visiting  them  for  the  purpose  of  seeking  to  be  retained 
as  their  counsel ;  and,  in  effect,  it  provides  that  no  such 
visiting  attorneys  shall  be  admitted  to  see  the  untried 
prisoners  vidthout  the  consent  of  the  latter,  and  those 
representing  that  they  have  been  retained  by  relatives  or 
friends  of  the  prisoners  shall  produce  written  evidence  to 
substantiate  such  claim. 

I  have  no  doubt  of  the  legality  of  such  a  resolution  or 
of  the  competence  of  the  Board  of  Inspectors  to  establish 
the  rules  therein  formulated  for  the  protection  of  untried 
prisoners. 

Sections  2  and  11  of  the  Act  of  April  14th,  1835,  P.  L., 
233,  and  Section  4  of  the  Act  of  January  4th,  1856,  P.  L., 
711,  give  authority  to  the  Board  of  Inspectors  to  make 
rules  and  regulations  for  these  general  purposes,  the  rules 
for  visiting  untried  prisoners  by  virtue  of  the  Act  of  1856 
being  "subject  to  the  revisal  and  approval  of  said  courts," 
that  is,  the  courts  appointing  the  Inspectors. 

The  8th  Section  of  the  Act  of  April  14th,  1835,  it  is 
true,  provides  "that  the  atorneys-at-law  may  be  permitted 
to  visit  their  clients  confined  for  trial  as  is  now  provided 
for  by  law."  This,  however,  I  think  is  clear,  is  intended 
to  authorize  free  intercourse  betwen  counsel  and  client 
as  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  pro- 
vide, but  not  to  permit  the  prisoners  to  be  harassed  and 
annoyed  without  restriction  by  lawyers  hunting  business 
from  them,  or  to  make  them  subject  to  visitation  by  such 
lawyers  unless  duly  employed  or  admitted  with  the  pris- 
oners' consent. 

I  therefore  think  the  said  regulation  not  only  legal,  but 
an  eminently  proper  one,  although  subject,  under  the  lan- 
guage of  the  Act  of  1856  "to  the  revisal  and  approval  of 
said  courts." 

In  this  connection  I  may  say,  however,  that  prisoners 
have  an  undoubted  right  to  be  represented  by  counsel  of 
their  choice,  and  that  a  rule  such  as  this  should  be  care- 
fully giiarded  and  administered  so  that  such  right  cannot 
in  any  way  be  restricted  or  impaired. 
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I  have  taken  the  liberty  of  somewhat  condensing  the 
resohition  sent  me  and  making  slight  verbal  alterations 
therein,  so  that  it  may  conform  more  nearly  to  what  seems 
to  be  the  object  intended.  I  enclose  said  form  on  a  slip 
herewith.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  24th  inst.,  enclosing  the 
original  papers  tiled  by  the  Metropolitan  Surety  Com- 
pany with  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  received. 

It  appears  that  the  Smedley  Construction  Company 
entered  into  a  contract  with  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and 
the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway  Company  for  the 
erection  of  a  bridge  on  the  line  of  Wyoming  avenue ;  that 
the  Metropolitan  Surety  Company  entered  security  for 
the  Smedley  Construction  Company  Avith  the  Title  Guar- 
antee and  Trust  Company,  which  company  became  surety 
to  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  That  the  Smedley  Construc- 
tion Company  having  been  adjudged  bankrupt,  it  became 
necessary  for  the  surety  to  complete  the  work.  This  is 
being  done,  or  has  been  done,  by  the  Metropolitan  Surety 
Company.  In  order  to  protect  the  City,  the  said  Metropol- 
itan Surety  Company  filed  a  petition  in  the  United  States 
District  Court  in  Bankruptcy,  and  the  said  court  made  a 
decree  authorizing  the  Trustee  in  Bankruptcy  to  waive 
any  claim  to  the  sums  of  money  due  by  the  City  and  the 
railway  comnany  under  the  said  contract  with  the  Smedley 
Construction  Company  and  authorized  the  said  Metro- 
politan Surety  Company  to  collect  all  sums  due.  Edward 
Wiener,  the  Trustee  in  IJankruptcy,  has  formally  executed 
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a  waiver  or  release  of  the  sums  of  money  due  the  Smedley 
Construction  Company  under  the  said  contract. 

In  accordance,  therefore,  with  the  decree  of  the  said 
court  and  the  release  executed  by  the  Trustee,  you  are  au- 
thorized to  pay  to  the  Metropolitan  Surety  Company  what- 
ever sums  are  now  due  or  may  become  due  under  the  said 
contract. 

I  return  you  herewith  the  original  papers  enclosed  with 
your  letter.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  Deceml)er 
19th,  transmitting  a  communication  to  yourself  from  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  Bureau  of  Surveys,  asking  whether  the 
permits  granted  by  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors  for 
the  construction  of  the  Market  Street  Elevated  Passenger 
Kailway  will  be  sufficient  to  enable  the  Company  to  pro- 
ceed to  connect  with  the  public  sewers  a  number  of  drains 
laid  longitudinally  along  Market  street,  adjacent  to  the 
columns  supporting  the  elevated  structure*,  and  those  drain- 
ing the  stations;  or  whether  the  taking  out  of  additional 
permits,  as  regulated  by  ordinance  of  Councils,  is  required. 

The  Ordinance  of  Councils  thus  referred  to  is  that  of 
March  30th,  1895,  page  62,  establishing  charges  for  the 
breaking  of  the  pavement  in  the  cartway  of  City  streets 
for  connection  to  underground  structures,  said  charges 
varying  with  the  character  of  the  pavement  to  be  broken. 
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The  authority  to  construct  the  IVEarket  Street  Elevated 
Passenger  Railway  is  conferred  by  Ordinance  of  June 
13th,  1901,  page  153.  Among  other  provisions  of  said 
ordinance  is  the  following:  "All  public  sewers,  gas  and 
water  pipes,  street  and  sidewalk  pavements,  and  all  other 
municipal  property  shall  be  carefully  preserved  and 
restored,  when  disturbed,  to  a  condition  satisfactory  to 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,"  that  is 
to  say,  the  Elevated  Railway  Company  is  required  to  pre- 
serve and  restore  them.  I  think  this,  and  perhaps,  other 
provisions  of  the  said  ordinance  supersede  the  Ordinance 
of  1895,  in  so  far  as  it  concerns  the  breaking  of  pavements 
by  this  Company  in  the  construction  of  the  elevated  rail- 
way. The  object  of  the  charges  prescribed  by  the  said 
ordinance  is  to  reimburse  the  City  for  the  expense  to  which 
it  may  be  put  in  restoring  the  pavement  after  breaches 
have  been  made  therein  (see  Opinions  of  City  Solicitor, 
October  4,  1905,  page  85 ;  July  16,  1898,  page  71). 

It  would  follow  that  since  the  Railway  Company  is  re- 
quired to  carefully  preserve  and  restore  the  pavement,  the 
object  of  making  this  permit  charge  does  not  exist  in  con- 
nection with  the  building  of  that  Road.  Plans  for  such 
construction  are  required  to  be  submitted  and  approved 
by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  I 
think  when  the  necessary  permits  have  once  been  issued, 
no  further  permit  under  the  Ordinance  of  1895  is  re- 
quired, and  the  fees  established  by  that  Ordinance  for  such 
permit  should  not  be  exacted.

Dear  Sie  : — In  reply  to  your  favor  requesting  an  opin- 
ion as  to  the  effect  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  1885,  upon 
the  ordinance  of  1882,  permit  me  to  say  that  the  ordinance 
provides  for  a  notice  of  ninety  days  to  owners  of  buildings 
requiring  the  erection  of  fire  escapes.  The  Act  of  Assem- 
bly of  1885  aforesaid,  makes  no  provision  as  to  the  time 
allowed  said  owners  in  the  erection  of  the  necessary  fire 
escapes,  therefore  my  opinion  is  that  as  no  time  is  speci- 
fiied  in  the  Act  of  Assembly,  the  owners  of  buildings  under 
condemnation  would  be  entitled  to  a  period  of  ninety 
days  to  comply  with  the  notice  from  your  Bureau.
